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EARLY DAYS AT ALPHA EPSILON. 



The idea of forming an Alpha of the Chi Psi Fraternity, at the 
University of Michigan, originated with William Howard Wait, 
who was a member of the clays of 1848. He corresponded 
chiefly with Cornelius Lansing Seymour, of Hamilton, now 
deceased, whose residence was then at Cleveland, Ohio. This 
correspondence resulted in the organization of Epsilon, by 
Josiah A. Priest, then of Hamilton College, but since a Presby- 
terian clergyman of repute, well known through his foreign 
letters to the New York Observer. Wait had consulted a good 
deal with me about petitioning for an Alpha of the Chi Psi ; 
and it was substantially formed before the other students of the 
University thought of applying elsewliera At least such were 
the appearances and our belief. We certainly had the best 
fellows, the pick of them all 

But the idea of secret social societies had gotten pretty well 
through the University, long before any were actually formed. 
The Phi Phi Alpha and the Alpha Nu debating societies were 
measurably secret These, however, did not supply the want 
There were no signs, or grips, or passwords, — though the trans- 
actions of the one society were not made known to the other. 
Students in all ages have had longings for combinations of those 
who had a natural affinity for each other. Our University, in 
1845 and 1846, was composed of young men of different dispo- 
sitions and tastes, from different walks of life to some extent, 
though all were afflicted with poverty. There were almost no 
colossal fortunes in the United States at that time, certainly not 
in the north or in Michigan ; but there were families of educa- 
tion and cultivation. Many of the early students at Ann 
Arbor came from this class. There were also many farmers* 
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sons ; others who had fitted themselves for college at theu* own 
expense, and supported themselves after matriculation. There 
were some religiously inclined ; others who were full of animal 
spirits and fun, and had few thoughts for religious themes. 
Still others were fond of ladies* society ; many, too, of the difiBl- 
dent tjrpe. But whatever their temperaments or circumstances, 
all were sincerely desirous of standing well in their classes, and 
had some appreciation of the advantage, which thorough educa- 
tion and morality always possesses over ignorance and vica 
From such a body of students did Chi Psi choose its raembersL 
It could and did choose well 

And so the Chi Psi was instituted, the pioneer at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan ; then Beta Theta Pi, then the Alpha Delta 
Phi I cannot tell the exact difference in time between the 
dates of their i^pective formations, — ^but it was slight Each 
was composed of good, respectable men, and each was anxious 
to make itself worthy of regard. They were the growth which 
sprung from a natural classification of young men, all pursuing 
the same studies and all looking forward with ambition and 
courage to active and useful lives. To attempt to smother such 
associations was useless. It was worse. It was cruel and ridic- 
uloua Indeed, it is an instructive commentary on the worth 
of Greek-letter fraternities, that looking back, as I do, over more 
than forty years that have elapsed since our graduation, and 
counting over the fraternity men and those who were not, I 
can see no reason to regret the part I took in the formation of 
the Chi Psi Alpha at Ann Arbor. On the contrary, I find that 
the secret fraternity men have been by far the most useful and 
prominent citizens. I say this, not wishing to disparage the 
non-society men, — or to do them any injustice. But I say now, 
as a man advanced in life and with, I think, a due sense of the 
responsibility tliat attaches to the judgment of a man of years, 
that the secret fraternities are a benefit, and not an injaiy to any 
institution of learning. I further believe that a young man, who 
passes through college without belonging to any secret frater- 
nity, loses four years of social enjoyment and friendship and 
sympathy, which can never be made up to hint Not that 
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society boys are never guilty of any follies; — what boys in 
fraternities, or out of them, are not? Not that the ardor of 
these young natures, and the intense circulation of youthful 
blood will always be kept in check by the desire to protect the 
honor and good reputation of their fraternities ; — but I do say 
that the evils of hazing and such rough sports, as have in for- 
mer years made the early days of the collegian's life a constant 
ierroT^ have, to a great extent^ been overcome and moderated by 
secret fraternities. Where is hazing now practiced to a greater 
extent than in Princeton, and among non-fmternity men in other 
collies? In the University of Michigan hazing has been 
unknown, — and for no other reason, I believe, than that the 
secret societies care properly for their members. I believe, also, 
that the friendships formed in these fraternities last through 
life, and that the memories connected with them are a con- 
stant joy. I believe, further, that the influence which the 
older and graduated members of such fraternities exert upon 
the undergraduates is good and powerful, and encourages the 
young men, and does them good, as thoroughly 'as the contact 
with them warms and freshens the sympathies and aflEections of 
the old men themselves. And so I say it was a glad day for 
me and for all the neophytes, when Chi Psi was established in 
the University of Michigan. 

Those, only, who have been students in institutions where 
fraternities did not then exist, can understand the excitement 
attending our establishment It was, surely, an event in the 
history of the University, when Priest came from Hamilton to 
light our altar firea He was dignified and agreeable, and well 
suited to the occasion. All of the original thirteen were initiated 
the same day. I was the first, and was put through privately 
by Mr. Priest ; the others the same evening at the room we had 
hired in the Exchange Hotel Great was the surprise among 
the other students when we " swung out" It hastened the work 
of the other societies, then in embryo. 

During my day, we continued to meet at the old Exchange, in 
rooms which we hired, as occasion demanded We observed 
the greatest secrecy, as we soon came to know that the faculty 
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were opposed to us, and were seeking occasion to quarrel with 
us. I am glad to say that for the last thirty years or more, their 
course has changed, and that now some honored professors are 
reckoned as members of the secret societies. 

At one time, I think it was in the fall of 1845, some of the 
students had affixed a line from a ball of twine to the clapper 
of the college bell, which was on top of a high post, probably 
thirty feet high, in the University yard; (they call it a campus, 
now.) The whole of the yard, except the walks, had been sown 
to oats. The oats had grown, ripened and been cut, and were 
gathered in little mows over the forty acres of University grounds* 
At midnight, and the night was dark, the bell began to ring, and 
kept ringing. One by one the tutors and professors appeared upon 
the scene, but no student was visibla Now and then a little 
struggling light revealed one of the little mows of the newly 
reaped oats. The offenders were sought for all over the forty 
acres, the professors stumbling over the mows, and running into 
each other in the darkness. The bell kept ringing, and was only 
stopped, I think, by some one procuring a ladder and cutting 
the string. The string then was mysteriously withdrawn. Of 
course this was laid to the secret fraternities, and a court of 
inquiry was at once established, Professor TenBrook, being the 
acting president and chief inquisitor. The students were called 
up to testify, one by one, as to the ringing of the bell, but the 
culprit was never discovered, not even by tlie secret society 
members. This trial was the beginning of a war between the 
faculty and those students who were secret society men, the 
former endeavoring to exterminate the latter. It ended in a 
decided victory for the secret fraternities, even the authorities of 
the State coming to their aid 

That men of years, and wisdom, and education, and experience, 
like those who then composed the faculty of the University of 
Michigan — such men as Whiting, and Williams, and Wh^on 
and J. Holmes Agnew, (Prof. Douglass, I do not think, had any 
hand in it,) should have undertaken such a quixotic enterprise, 
seems now almost beyond belief. But the fact only proves how 
wise men may sometimes err. 
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I have been asked to give some sketcbes of the old boys and 
old timea. I am an old boy myself, but have passed from " the 
old age of youth, to the youth of old age." Nevertheless 
there is youth of feeling and sympathy with all who are young 
and must grow oli Chi Psis are young hearted always. Why 
not? It is a part of their education to keep the heart wann^ 
and memory treasures the old faces, the boyish times, when the 
step and the pulse and the passions were quick, and the dreama 
of ambition and love and wealth still fresh in the mind 

How those faces rise up before me, like the beautiful rays of 
the northern lights ! I look over the catalogue of their names, 
and I see first, of the class of 1846, "Hon. Thomas B. Gum- 
ming, Omaha, Neb. ; Lawyer ; Sea Nebraska Territory, 1854- 
'56; Governor of Nebraska, 1856-^58; died, 185a" This is 
the record of him so far as his name will appear in history. 
There is anoth^ record for us who knew him. He was the son 
of an Episcopal clergyman, and was brought up strictly and 
carefully. In personal appearance, while in college, he was very 
short, I think the shortest man of us all ; he was also thin, yet 
not lacking in strength. He had a large head, bushy, shining and 
black, rather heavy black eyebrows, and the blackest and most 
piercing of eyes. His voice was pitched on rather a high key. 
He was a good scholar, an eloquent speaker, fiery and plucky to 
the last degree. He belonged to the literary society, now 
extinct^ but in full glory then, called the " Phi Phi Alpha." It 
was chiefly devoted to debates on the issues of the day. He 
was one of our best writers and debaters. Once Phelps, of my 
daas, a Ohi Psi as well, a lai^e man over six feet tall, used him 
rather roughly in debate, and a dozen sprang to their feet to 
defend Gumming. Tom," as we called him then, jumped oa 
one of the long tables, around which we were sitting, and 
exclaimed excitedly : " Sit down. Let me alone. I can handle 
him." Every one respected him and liked him. When he grad- 
uated he had the " Greek oration," and it was worthy of his 
scholarly reputation. After graduation he joined an expedition 
gotten up by Professor Douglass, (which I was invited to join, 
but coald not,) to make a geological survey of the upper Penin- 
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j^ula of Michigan. The hard work and rough fare of that trip 
developed Cumming's physique, so that he became a bioad- 
chested man of medium height, one whose appearance would 
attract attention anywhere. He afterwards enlisted as a private 
in the r^ment raised in Michigan, for the Mexican war. I 
heard of this while he was with his regiment in barracks at 
Detroit, and went there to dissuade him from going into the war 
at alL I had heard that the want of means to prosecute the 
study of the law was his reason for taking this step I there- 
fore had a letter from my father to him, promising that if he 
would abandon this enlistment, he would procure his dischai^ 
and would pay his expenses during the prosecution of his 
studiea But it only called forth thanks from him for the offer, 
and led him to say that his mind was made up, and he should 
go out with his regiment He did, and returned a lieutenant 
After his return he became a newspaper editor of talent and 
influence in lowa^ and, on the oi^ganization of the Territorial 
government for Nebraska, he was made secretary of the Terri- 
tory. The governor died, and he became its acting governor, 
and afterwards its governor. He was the founder of the cily 
of Omaha, and one of the brightest men, perhaps iht brightest, 
ever graduated from the University of Michigan. The Chi Psi 
Fraternity may well be proud to have his name on its list of 
members. 

The other members of Alpha Epsilon from that class are 
Goodrich and Norris. Both these men, with their gray locks 
and portly forms, were at our last commencement I saw Norris 
only a day or two since, carrying his carpet bag to the ofl5ce of 
another of our shining lights, Don M. Dickinson of Detroit 
Hon. Lyman D. Norris is worthy of and has received a fair 
share of public honors, and is seemingly as vigorous mentally 
and physically at 65 years of age, in 1887, as he was when he 
wore the Oxford cap and gown at Ann Arbor, in 1843. He is 
an excellent lawyer and highly respected He has been a 
Regent of the University. Merchant H. Goodrich was bom at 
Conway, Franklin county, Massachusetts, January 29, 1826, so 
that he is now in his 63d year. He has been the most faithful 
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friend that both the University of Michigan and the Alpha 
Epsilon of the Chi Psi have known. No Chi Psi ever asked a 
favor of him who did not receive what he asked, if it were in 
Goodrich's power to bestow it, or to aid him to get it At 
every commencement of the University, and at every ban- 
quet of the Alpha Epsilon of Chi Psi, Merchant H. Goodrich 
has been as much in demand as the president or any of the 
faculty ; and to have a commencement or banquet without him, 
would be like a wedding with no one to perform the ceremony. 
May Norris and Goodrich never giK)w old, and may the 
"memory of them never die! 

Henry D. Goodrich was a brother of Merchant He died 
before graduation. He was a perfectly fearless man, and a true, 
unflinching friend William Walbridge Perry, sat next to me 
in class, a light haired, blue eyed boy, straight as an arrow, a good 
scholar, minding his own business. I heard of him as a suc- 
cessful physician in after life. He died in 1877. William 
Wallace Phelps was also of my class, over six feet high, with 
light hair and blue eyes, and a voice sonorous and of unusual 
richnesa I well remember a remark made by Professor Ten- 
Brook, the first time he heard him recite ; " Mr. Phelps, if you 
are not an orator, it will not be for lack of a good voica" 
Phelps was a natural orator, and could always talk well He 
was exceedingly ambitions, bom so, and remained so always. 
I have already related the rencontre in the Phi Phi Alpha 
society between him and Cumming. He was a ready debater, 
and at times eloquent Though perfectly fearless, he was 
exceedingly sensitive, and would color to the roots of his golden 
hair on the slightest occasion. When Minnesota became the 
El Dorado of enterprising young men, Phelps settled there, and 
was one of its first congressmen. Cumming, Nonis and Phelps 
were all Democrats, and Phelps had great visions of greatness 
before him. If he had lived, some of them might have been 
realized He was always in politics, and had a faculty of reach- 
ing the peopla He was a colonel in the Civil war, and held 
several offices after its closa Homer F. Schoff was another of 
my Chi Psi classmates. He was very queer, but a genius in 
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hifl way. A large head, straight, fine black hair, worn long, a 
large, gray eye, short neck, square shoulders, short legs, long 
arms, and squatty, which just expresses his figure He walked 
like a duck. He dressed, while in college, in the Oxford cap 
and gown. No one could see him and not remember him. He 
was fond of scientific studies and quite proficient in mineralogy, 
botany and entomology. We expected much of him as a 
scientist, but he studied law, became interested in it, and wa3 
a successful member of tha Wisconsin bar. He accumulated 
some property, moved to Chicago, lost all in tlie great fire,, 
and, becoming discouraged, lost his health and died poor. 

My article is getting long, and I must pass over memorials of 
the living, and confine myself to those whose lives have been 
completed. Rev. Philander C. Safford did not live long enough 
after graduation to achieve a great name, but those of us who 
knew him, hoped great things for him. He was a fine scholar^ 
had a fine mind, and took a high stand morally and religiously. 
Peter E. Latimer was a kind, generous, warm-hearted fellow. 
He had wonderful business talent, and was one of the proprie- 
tors of what was, at the time of his death, (1853), and is still, a 
leading newspaper, the Toledo Blade, William Howard Wait 
was one of the first to correspond with eastern Alphas, to secure 
a branch at our University. He was a worthy member from 
the very first, and was an honor to the Fraternity. His whole 
life after graduation was spent in the stu Jy and practice of the 
law in the city of New York. He was of medium height, thin, 
a little stoop-shouldered, and, for years before his death, had: 
white hair, and a white moustache. He always maintained his 
dignity, and was slow in speech and movement He was a 
noticeable man, — strictly honest, very industrious, never foi^t 
anything, and, when he commenced litigation, never became dis- 
couraged- On questions of practice he was the authority at th^ 
New York bar. He died aged 60, in March, 1886. William 
Pitt Cleveland Whiting was a son of Prof. Joseph Whiting, one 
of the first professors of the University of Michigan. He was 
shorty handsome, had curly black hair, and a full, large, black 
eye. He studied law with Rogers, Brown & Rogers, of Bufial<h 
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N. Y., and afterwards went into practice there. He subsequently 
became anxious to make money faster than he could in the law, 
and went into mercantile schemes and speculations in Chicago 
and San Francisco, becoming " immortal " at the latter city in 
1874 James B. Witherell was a member of the class of 1848. 
His father and grandfather were lawyers and judges. He also 
became a lawyer after graduation, and was city attorney for 
Detroit during the years 1852-3. He afterwards received an 
appointment in the United States Army, as lieutenant in the-5th 
R^ular Cavalry. He served in that capacity up to about the 
breaking out of our civil war. This found him in Texas, and 
in a country full of confederatea The United States govern- 
ment sent a vessel for him and those who were loyal. In em- 
barking, he was drowned. He was a delightful companion, 
bright and witty, and had friends everywhere; He was tall, 
had brown hair, and a pleasing countenance 

Of such men and by such men, was Alpha Epsilon founded. 
Much interesting history still remains to be told, of the later 
and more exciting years, the " war times," at the University of 
Michigan, when it was almost heroic to join the prohibited fra- 
ternities. But the story of these times I leave to another, 
knowing that he will soon favor The Purple and Gold. My 
time was the founding time ; my associates, the founders. May 
the historian of the future have nought to say, save : " well 
done,*' of the work of those who founded Epsilon and labored 
for her and for Chi Psi in the days of her infancy.

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CATALOGUE MAKING. 



When the time for the publication of the fourth decennial 
catalogue of the Fraternity drew nigh, and the issuing of the 
same was assigned to Alpha Phi, it became necessary, ol course, 
to find a head for the concern. As I look back, I see in per- 
spective that for this particular business my head must have 
appeared quite -huge to my brothers in the Alpha, since I was 
selected as the recipient of encomiums and the target for com- 
ing caustic catalogue criticsL I was full of enthusiasm over the 
work,before the duties of editor-in-chief devolved upon me ; but, 
after my election, the boiling point was reached, and, luckily, I 
was able to continue the ebullition until the book was ready for 
its readers. 

Any one familiar with the previous catalogues of the Frater- 
nity will understand that the task of making a volume, which 
would compare favorably with the advance made by other fra- 
ternities in this direction, was a very arduous ona All previous 
books had been merely a record of names. It may be treason 
to say it, but I have never seen the first decennial catalogue, 
which was published in 1855. Nine Alphas were then in exist- 
ence, Delta having been established at Princeton that year. 
The second decennial catalogue of 1861, is familiar to me, and 
was a very creditable publication in comparison with others of 
its day. Fifteen Alphas had been established at that date, but 
of these Zeta and Delta had just become inactiva The third 
decennial catalogue of 1871, compiled by Brother Alfred B. 
Sagar of Epsilon, included nineteen Alphas, but of these Alpha, 
Eta, Sigma, Kappa, Beta, Lambda, Omicron and Psi, in addition 
to the two before mentioned, were inactive or about to become sa 
It is quite singular that this catalogue should have included 
the last initiate at Alpha Kappa, and omitted entirely the classes 
at Alpha Beta from 1867 to 1878. 
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1 cannot give, now, as I should be pleased to do, the mem- 
bership of the Fraternity at each decade, since I have only the 
last two catalogues before me. In 1871, the whole number of 
members is given at 1,561, and the total number of living mem- 
bers at 1,400, but the correct number was probably nearer 1,300, 
since the last catalogue shows but 1,800 living, and an increfise 
of seven hundred in membership. Probably the Chi Psi Fra- 
ternity at the present writing, numbers a little over two thoo- 
sand living members. The increase from 1871 to 1882 was 
about seven hundred. The gain in the present decade will 
undoubtedly be considerably greater. The compilation of 1871 
and the supplement of 1877, furnished us with very little 
foundation upon which to rear our superstructura The best 
of • catalogues can hardly be termed juicy, but these were as 
arid as Sahara and as unrefreshing as a night's pilgrimage in a 
railroad day coach. If this simile be considered harsh, it may 
be well to remember that Sahara has its oases, and that day 
coaches rarely aflEord a gratuitous Turkish bath. Bits of infor- 
mation could here and there be gleaned, but even these little 
jewels lacked a setting. Had one of our band reached through 
successive stages, the highest fame, renown and glory, it would 
not have been thought proper to mention any round of the 
ladder except the last 

The Greek world owes much to Mr. Chas. W. Smiley, of the 
Psi Upsilon fraternity, for his creation of their catalogue of 
1879. It was infinitely superior to any thing in this line ever 
before published, and was so complete that it has been taken as 
the model for most of the catalogues since that time. I took it 
for ours, and have no cause to regret having done so. 

The first duty of the editor-in-chief was to call to his aid 
some one to take charge of the lists of each Alpha. Ten of 
the Alphas were inactive, and accordingly seven members 
from Phi and one each from Mu, Epsilon and Chi were assigned 
to the duties which the lack of undergraduates placed upon 
them. Each active Alpha appointed one of its own men to 
look after its own list, and I assigned to myself the labor of 
making the roll of Alpha Pi as complete as possible, the char- 
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ter of that Alpha having beea taken awaj some four years 
before. 

It was not until the latter part of 1882, after over a year's 
work, that the material was in shape for the printer. Even 
then it was difficult to make some of the editors believe that 
the limit of time had come, sinc^ the lists were so constantly 
in oourse of revision, that it was hard to determine, for con- 
science's sake, what it was best to allow to go to print. The 
cfttalogues were ready for delivery in the spring of 18S8, two 
years after the S9th Annual Convention had decreed their exis- 
tence, under Alpha Phi's auspices. For a long time after 
publication, I was unwilling to acknowledge that the catalogue 
was capable of betterment, but a careful study of it since, 
reveals many weaknesses. For those who would like to see a 
very severe arraignment of the book by an alien hand, let me 
commend to his good graces, the review given it in the DtUa 
Kappa Wpsilon Quarierly some time after its issue. I do not 
think it can do more than serve our future cataloguer, should 
be chance upon it The Purple and Gold had not made its 
appearance then, or I should have been tempted to make reply, 
but I see no reason now why I should have done so. 

There are no less than . 118 members whose addresses had not 
been found in 1882. This is a large percentage. Beta and 
Kappa furnished a large number of these unknowns. It will 
doubtless be difficult to trace these men from either Alpha, for 
the former was badly broken by the war, and the latter are 
catalogued as from New York city only ; but I believe that it 
can be done by diligent search for the proper cluea After 
most earnest effort, there are still ten men from Pi whom I 
could not find, but I do not believe that their names will be all 
that is left us when the next catalogue comes. I remember, as 
in the case of the sinner, that there was more rejoicing over 
one that was found than over ninety and nine who did not need 
finding. But allow me to remark, that these ninety and nine 
are the just persona Verily, it is easier to lay hands upon 
riches than to accurately catalogue some men after they have 
been out of college many yeara The exception proves the 
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rule, for from experience I have learned that it is the bad 
penny and not the good from the college mint that never turns 
up* It has to be sought for and is exceedingly nimble in its 
elusiveness. I think we have a fair share of collegiate nomads 
in our catalogue, which is no reflection upon our Fraternity, 
but simply shows the restless spirit of the age. Another seri- 
ous fault in our catalogue, is the careless classification of infor- 
mation concerning many of the raembera A great deal of 
this ought to be entirely rearranged. The conciseness of the 
cataloguer made the omission of a vast amount of interesting 
information necessary, but much of value has been wasted 
through too great brevity, nor are the abbreviations always 
correct, I am pained to acknowledge. A thorough revision 
in this respect is imperative, and, in making it, reference must 
be made to the old letters of 1882, if the member is no longer 
living, and, even though he send a later account of himself, no 
harm can come from a study of the answers made at both 
periods. College catalogues and records should again be 
brought forth, and it will be found that many, who are not 
given a dagger to indicate non-graduation, should have this 
mark. Nor are the city addresses as full as they ought to be. 
The street and number should be given whenever the member 
resides in a city of over 20,000 inhabitants. New York state 
is about as satisfying an address from which to start, as New 
York city is. I think that the Greek characters are for the 
most part correct A great deal of time was spent in their 
revision, but errors have probably crept in despite all care. 

I am afraid that no systematic effort is now being made — at 
least such effort is by no means general — to lighten the labors 
of the editor of the next catalogue, except through the medium 
of The Purple and Gold. A careful study of the Alum- 
niana in past, present and future issues of this useful and valu- 
able magazine, will reveal many facts which would doubtless 
not otherwise be recorded. But it may be well to remember 
that these facts come more through good luck and chance, 
than from systematic search after them. 

As it is the way of the world to have done at last with the 
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world, leaving the chronicling of life work to the survivors, it 
seems proper and best that when any Chi Psi joins the " great 
majority," all the facts connected with his life ought to be 
gathered then and recorded. Alpha Psi is now keeping a 
record book, in which every item of interest concerning a 
member, which comes to band, is noted down, and a very valu- 
able history will be in time the outcome of this labor. Even 
though much of the information cannot be used in a catalogue, 
it is both profitable and pleasant for the under-graduate to know 
more of his predecessors than the catalogue's life outlines 
afford him; and the returning graduate will derive even greater 
pleasure from its perusal Every Alpha ought to have such a 
book, and the leading items can be copied into the interleaved 
catalogue, it possesses. In addition, the lists of the inactive 
Alphas ought to be looked after by their nearest neighbdra If 
it was well nigh impossible to trace 118 men in 1882, what 
will be the number in 1891, if these lists are not properly 
taken iq hand now ? 

There are in the last catalogue about forty names where ini- 
tials only are given. A careful search among college records 
will bring many Christian names to light, and the same search 
will reveal non-graduates. Much of this " single dagger" busi- 
ness looks like guesswork in the production over which I pre- 
sided. 

I noticed in the DtUa Kappa Epsihn Quarterly of two or three 
years ago, that the names of their members whose addresses 
could not be found were published in every issue, and doubtless 
through this prominence, many were traced from clues supplied 
by other chapters than their own and from outside sources. 
It might perhaps be well to hoist up our unknowns to the view 
of the Fraternity, in the not far distant issues of The Purple 
AND Gold, and the array will surely grow less imposing as 1891 
approaches. This latter date will be the semi-centennial anni- 
versary of the founding of the Fraternity ; and it can be fitly 
celebrated in part by a catalogue worthy of the occasion. The 
last catalogue was behind time, because it was not until 1881 
that the work was ordered by the convention. This delay can 
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be avoided in the future. I should favor the assignment of the 
work to the proper Alpha hy Hve next conveniiony and I think the 
right hands will be found either at Theta, Mu or Chi. 

In conjunction with the labor on the catalogue itself, a his- 
tory of the Fraternity should be written and incorporated in 
the same volume ; and I can not too strongly impress upon the 
minds of the delegates to the next convention the necessity 
of appointing a historian. The appointed one must expect to 
combine the attainments of antiquary and archaeologist with 
those of a compiler, and, as such a combination is somewhat rare, 
it may be better to divide the labor among willing hands. 

There is only one more suggestion that I should like to make. 
When the question-circulars are again sent out in search of 
men and their histories, they should not fail to ask if a copy of 
the book is desired. The price ought not to be more than 
three dollars each for an edition of six or seven hundred copies. 
The probable date of the appearance of the book should of 
course be mentioned. It is probable that the eyes of the next 
cataloguer of Chi Psi, may rest upon this brief commentary 
upon catalogue making. That being the case, I advise him to 
profit by the mistakes of his predecessor ; to keep abreast with 
the progressiveness of the time ; and to give to the Fraternity 
a catalogue which will be free from flaws and replete with in- 
iormation.

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EDITORIAL. 



CORPORATIONS. 



A topic, intimately associated with the perpetuity of college 
fraternities, is that of coporations. Yet we do not remember 
ever having seen it examined, or the benefits accruing to a chap- 
ter, if incorporated, even commented upon. Certainly, incorpo- 
rated Alphas with us are few enough. Indeed, how many Chi 
Psis of the Empire State know that the following law is to be 
found on its statute books? 

The people of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly. 
<lo enact as follows : 

Section i. The persons in this State who are now or may be hereaftei 
associated together under the name of The Chi Psi Society are hereby author- 
ized to form an incorporation or incorporations under the three hundred and 
nineteenth chapter of the laws of eighteen hundred and forty-eight, entitled 
" An act for the incorporation of benevolent, charitable, scientific and mission- 
ary societies," passed April twelfth, eighteen hundred and 'forty-eight, and the 
several acts amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto, notwithstanding 
anything in the act or other acts contained. 

Section 2. Any incorp>oration which may be formed or organized by virtue 
of the provisions of this act is hereby empowered to take and hold, by gift, 
devise, grant or otherwise, subject to all provisions of law in relation to devises 
and bequests by last will and testament, real estate to the value of one hundred 
th(>usand dollars, and personal property to the value of one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. 

Section. 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

(Chapter 831, I^ws of 1873.) 
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We quote the above as an evidence that some loyal brother, 
as far back as 1873, saw the coming necessity for corporations ; 
for a layman in the law would think twice before taking steps 
to incorporate his Alpha under the provisions of this act New 
York Alphas can at present be incorporated, we believe, 
under the general act, known as : Chap. 267, Laws of 1876. 
Further, we need hardly add, Chi Psi will doubtless never 
be classed as a " benevolent, charitable, scientific or missionary 
society." And still further, we very much doubt, and we have 
the opinion of some of Chi Psi's legal lights to sustain the doubt, 
that any, save a general corporation of the Chi Psis of the entire 
State of New York, could be formed in accordance with the 
wording of the act; Alpha corporations under it being thus 
substantially impossible. But it is not of the faults of the act 
of 1873 that we would speak ; rather of the thoughts born 
therefrom : — the necessity of corporations in the present era of 
our fraternity development ; the means at hand for their forma- 
tion ; and whether, in addition to separate Alpha corporations, 
we should have national or state bodies of like character, but 
wider scope. 

The fraternity system, of which we constitute a member, is 
long past the doubtful period ; indeed it is as firmly established 
in the college world as the colleges themselves. We, being 
one of that system, can of right claim to be a fixture in the 
colleges where we now exist Chi Psis go forth from these 
institutions year by year. It therefore follows, that the stabil- 
ity and importance of the Fraternity will increase with each suc- 
cessive class and each added year of history. How wise then 
to form an organization of these alumni in these, the days of 
our comparative youth I And what a power will such a corpo- 
rate body, puissant and undying as such bodies-politic are, be 
in helping the boys along in college and in aiding the older boys 
in later lifa There's the property question too. How will the 
flourishing Alpha, with its new lodge house and valuable 
real estate, secure to those that come after, the advantages it now 
enjoys? If the title to its land and house be left in the name 
of the alumni, sad will be the confusion when one of those 
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alumni is called away to join the Immortala Executors, admin- 
istrators and heirs are not often of our chosen few ; and that fine 
property may all too soon disappear among the assets of the 
deceased brother. We know of a misfortune, similar to this, 
which befell an unincorporated Alpha, In short, men of prop- 
erty are mortal, though as Chi Psis we may boast them to be 
immortals. In law, it is the immortality of corporations, the 
right of perpetual succession, that is their chiefest virtue. And 
not only of housed and landed Alphas, does this reason obtain. 
Less favored sisters have their libraries, their furniture, their 
relics and their recorda To whom, we ask, do these really 
belong? Certainly not to the collective membership of the 
Alpha; for much of this kind of property was acquired before 
their entrance upon the college world. Does anybody really 
<fwn them ? And so we say, incorporate, if for no other reason 
than that thereby your Alpha may purchase, hold or dispose of 
property. Alumni Associations are of value in a way. But 
there's a protection in a corporate body not found in the simple 
alumni organization. How important to have a lawful incor- 
poration in reserve to fight your battles, brothers of the under- 
graduates, should your property become liable to seizure, or 
should any event occur, rendering the strong hand and financial 
backing of a body of alumni necessary. The very nature of a 
corporation, *' invisible, intangible and immortal," and compris- 
ing the accumulated minds and authority and pockets of many, 
makes its influence felt at all times, especially, we repeat, when 
the protection of brains and power and money is needed. 
Nor would we slight the so-called moral benefits of a corpora- 
tion. It gives prestige, permanency and solidity to the fortu- 
nate Alpha it represents, not merely before the profane, but 
among its own alumni. Those of you who perchance have 
tried to raise funds for a chapter house before incorporation 
will appreciate this point Moneyed alumni give more liberally,' 
when informed that there is an incorporated organization of bus- 
iness men, ready to receive their contributions and convert them 
to a judicious use. No one need complain, if the gray-haired 
brother refuses to trust his cash in the hands of unincorporated 
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college boya We then hold it true, that corporations are not 
only a benefit, but a necessity^ in thia growing Fraternity of ours. 

How many corporations are there, our brother ? So far as we 
know, but four; the Northwestern Association of Chi Psi, at 
the University of Minnesota, that of Chi at Amherst, that of 
Phi at Hamilton, and that of Rho, at Rutgers. Theta has a 
house and land of its own ; Epsilon, through its building com- 
mittee, practically owns the finest building lot in Ann Arbor. 
We believe that not only these two, but every living Alpha of 
Chi Psi should be incorporated. Especially is this the case 
with those having houses, or who are about to build. The very 
first step in chapter house building should be an incorpora- 
tion. The trouble and expense are trifling. We have seen how 
great are the benefits and protections 

As to the methods to be employed, Chi Psi lawyers in our 
various states can better say. Incorporation is simple enough, 
if some earnest brother will but take the initiativa We favor 
a corporation to embrace all members of the Alpha; and 
with a board of directors or trustees so fixed as always to include 
some of the under-graduate& Doubtless most of our states 
have general statutes under which Alphas there situated can 
be incorporated. If not, it certainly will be no difficult task to 
secure the passage of special legislation. In New York, the 
process is simple, we know, and are glad to be informed, that, 
of the two Alphas still unincorporated, one will take the first 
step towards its new chapter house early in the coming year. 
The matter is of great importance. Let each Alpha, then, con- 
sider this question well, and we soon may boast that there are 
sixteen corporations of Chi Psi, in ten different states. 

A question closely akin to Alpha corporations was recently 
put by a brother high in authority in Chi Psi : Do we not need 
a general corporation of the Fraternity-at-large ? The Frater- 
nity owns property of various kinds, yet could never bring and 
maintain an action in its own name to recover any of such 
property unlawfully taken from its possession. And if this 
property be intrusted to individuals, as too long has been the 
case, there's the same fear of executors, et cetera^ in case of the 
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death of the castodian. Some general] corporation of Chi Pei 
seems, therefore, highly expedient, if not necessary. One of 
the incorporated Alphas might assume the trust, it is true ; but 
the property of the Fraternity-at-large would be more properly 
in the possession of a general corporation of the Chi Psi. Such 
a corporate body, we believe, was in the mind of the brother 
who drew up the act of 1878, before quoted. True, there is the 
difficulty that such a powerful organization might too often 
usurp the powers of a governing body. It might also be diffi- 
cult to draw a strict line between their diflEerent functions. 
And, in addition, this general corporation would doubtless be 
composed chiefly of residents of the state, under whose laws it 
was organized. Yet, we believe, for more reasons than can be 
stated in this public way, that there should be a general cor- 
poration of Chi Psi ; that it should have its headquarters in 
New York city; and that it should be given a general super- 
vision over all the possessions of the Fraternity, as a Fraternity, 
leaving Alpha corporations to control in their respective fields. 

So much for corporations. We believe that the theme is of 
growing importanca Alphas, vigilant and ambitious, will soon 
enough see the advantages to be derived. We have somewhat 
roughly presented the matter. It is the duty of both alumnus 
and under-graduate to go deeper into the subject So do, our 
brother, and well agree then in saying : Boys, you must 
incorporate." 




CUI BONO? 



" Onoe a Cbi Psi, always a Cbi Psi/' is an accepted sentiment 
of the Fraternity. And, by a natural transfer of terms and 
loyalty, this phrase seems also to mean, once a subscriber of 
The Purple and Gold, always a subscriber. We have abun- 
dant reason to believe the latter sentiment is as true as the 
former. Rarely, very rarely indeed, has an alumnus brother, 
once a subscriber to the magazine, discontinued his subscription. 
Cut bono f has never been asked by Chi Psis with regard to 
The Purple and Gold. But for some time, we have thought 
it might prove advantageous to the Fraternity, if, in this place, 
attention should be called to the profit to be derived from an 
increased circulation of the Fraternity's magazine, especially 
among the alumni. By profit, we mean anything else than finan> 
cial gain. The Purple and Gold is fortunately well out of 
poverty hall, but its field of usefulness can be much widened. 
Hence, if you will, onr brother, pause here and take the posi- 
tion of the croaker, cast your skeptical cut bono t at us, and see 
how well we can answer. 

You ask, — what good will The Purple and Gold do? 
Whom will it benefit? Unquestionably, it will benefit the Fra- 
ternity. Is that not good enough ? And it will benefit the Fra- 
ternity in a variety of waya First, The Purple and Gold 
does and will continue to have a stroog influence on the Chi 
Psi, classed as a simple organization. Few of its readers of 
late can have escaped a feeling of thankfulness at sight of the 
fair fabric of history it is gradually weaving together. Before 
its inception, such a thing as authentic annals of a general 
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nature were unknown in Ohi Psi, and, it is probable, that with- 
out its aid, all this unwritten story of our past would have been 
buried with the makers of it, or else drifted down the current 
of our years, as unreliable traditioa This much the magazine 
does at least, — lays a foundation for that History of the Chi 
Psi^^ we hope sometime to read, and, in doing this little, offers 
sufficient answer to the croaker. Such articles as Some Recol- 
lections of Spencer," in Vol. II, " The Founding of Alpha Phi,'' 
and ** Founding of Alpha Mu," in Vol. Ill, and "Ghi Psi at 
Columbia," " Wesleyan University in '44 and the Founding of 
Alpha," "Chi Psi Homes," "liales of a Grandfather," and 
** Juvat Meminisse," in Vol. IV, with similar contributions now 
in preparation, cannot but be of great value to the Fratemity- 
a^la^ge. While the " For Chi Psis" of each number, stores 
away many minor facts and figures, for the use of the boys, 
when we of the younger generation of today, shall, in our turn, 
have become gray-beard& A writer in this number touches 
briefly on the utility of The Purple and Gold, to the future 
cataloguer. We agree with him, and add that the extent of 
this assistance will be discovered only when the next catalogue 
is compiled. " Alumniana " gives many clues to missing broth- 
era Changes in addresses are frequently noted. Honors or 
degrees are often referred to. Death is chronicled with much 
accuracy as to place, manner and time. While many little 
incidents in the brother's life-history, which could not find place 
in the question circulars of the cataloguer, are here embalmed, 
ready for immediate usa We need hardly add that many 
items in " Clippings" will be found of use to the next victim 
on the rack of catalogue-making. It was also the aim of the 
last volume of the magazine to use extreme care in the prepara- 
tion of " Recent Initiates,'' By means of this department, the 
next cataloguer will have at once the names and home addresses 
of all initiates since the above department became one of accu- 
racy and method. The older alumni, who saw and smiled at 
the young faces in the photo-print of the delegates to the last 
Convention, published in Vol. IV, could tell us how valuable 
will be these frontispieces forty yeai-s hence. What a means 
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of defence, too, is the magazine ! It is a standard-bearer for 
Chi Psi, and the brother can rest assured that it will never per- 
mit a rival to say aught against her fair fame and leave the 
field unchallenged. And so we repeat, it is of good to the 
Fraternity, simply as a Fraternity, to have a magazina 

But The Purple and Gold benefits Chi Psi in ways more 
tangible and lasting than as a record-keeper and defender. 
We mean, its permanent influence on the brethren, be they 
undergraduates or alumni The active members are, through 
Its pages, given a budget of news respecting their sister Alphas. 
True, this news is of a general, non-secret character ; but there 
are other means provided for official business, and the facts in 
The Purple and Gold are not as a rule, such facts as would 
find place in an official communication. This interchange of 
Alpha and college news results, we believe, in the greater unifi- 
cation of our Brotherhood ; certainly it will prevent a repeti- 
tion of a question once asked us by a brother of a sister Alpha 
as to Where the deuce is your Alpha located, any way?" 
Beside, the literary department and Alumniana" will add 
much to our active brother's store of fraternity lora He will 
also naturally become more cosmopolitan in his loyalty. We 
are frank to confess that our ideas of Chi Psi rarely went 
beyond the doors of our chapter house, until the coming of 
The Purple and Gold. The student of the magazine is no 
longer a member of Theta, of Mu, of Phi, or of Epsilon, but a 
Chi Psi wherever she may be situated. He will thus also 
become a better foeman to the historical campaigner of his rival 
fraternity, being trained in the history of his own, and, per- 
chance, thus the better supplied with arguments, drawn from 
what he has read, with which to convince his highness. Sir 
Freshman, that his choice should be Chi Psi. We also some- 
what modestly suggest that The Purple and Gold in its 
present form is quite a cam paigning argument in itselt The 
magazine is thus a benefit to the undergraduate in increasing 
his knowledge of Chi Psi, in broadening his fraternity ideas 
and loyalty, and in thus making him a better campaigner and 
in all ways a more efficient worker for her glory.

The Purple and Gold is no longer a creature of a weak 
treasury. But Chi Psi, however loyal may now be many of her 
members, can raise her high average still higher. The under- 
graduate subscription list is now at its maximum. Wo can, 
therefore, only beg of the active members that they read its 
pages more carefully than heretofore, and treasure up whatso- 
ever of worth may there be found. Many an alumnus, how- 
ever, has doubtless never heard of the magazine. Every 
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brother should see to it that the Chi Pais of his aequaintanoeare 
subscribers, and a constant effort sliould be made, upon the part 
of all, to bring the magazine to the notice of the alumni. The 
utility of The Purplk and Gold as a record book is great 
enough. But its mission in again calling to life the spirit of 
Chi Psi in the alumni, and in keeping that spirit alive, is far 
nobler, far more beneficent Work, then, to secure subscribers, 
our brother. Your work will add little by little to the grand 
average of enthusiasm and interest and loyalty, of which Chi 
Psi feels that she can boast today.

We do not for a moment imagine that a consciousness of inferiority when 
compared with her brilliant contemporaries, has induced the X. !F. Fraternity 
to withdraw the Purple and Gold from the spectrum of Fraternity journals, yet 
she appears to think that a fair exchange is a robbery, which side being- the 
loser her Forty-sixth General Convention has failed to state. We cannot help 
deprecating the action of this Convention if we are to hold to our belief in an 
ultimate Pan-Hellenism ; but even laying aside such far-reaching considerations 
and taking into account only our love for broad dealings in inter-fratemtty mat- 
ters, and a hatred of that spirit of ungenerous and unnecessary clannishness 
which before now has done a great deal of harm to the Greek- Letter Fraternity, 
we must lament the short-sightedness that proposed such a measure.

The Alpha Eho Alumni Association of Chi Psi was organ- 
ized in 1885, and incorporated under the laws of New Jersey, 
in July, 1887.

The query called forth many replies, but the waltz has 
proved to be a polka. We glean from these replies, that this 
venerable piece of music was published in the year 1851, in 
Boston ; that it was by " C. H. L.," and that it was dedicated 
to Chi Psi. It is said to be quite a creditable production. No- 
name appears in the last catalogue, answering to the initials 
given; and, unless some brother of that day can further enlighten 
us, the secret of its authorship will never be known. The fact, 
however, that the dedication is to the members of the Frater- 
nity, might furnish some ground for the inference that its author 
was without the fold ; some loyal sister, perhapa At any rate^ 
this polka of ours is now out of print, and exists only in a few 
copies, possessed by one or two of the Alphas, or among the 
memorabilia of some of our brothera We would suggest that^ 
while it is yet possible, this pioneer of our music, be rescued 
from coming oblivion. Would it not l)e well for the next 
Convention to order a reprint 7 

There's a Chi Psi waltz, too, which is of a more recent date,, 
but is, we understand, also out of print Brother Rev. Herbert 
B. Turner, X 74, is the author, and the title page is appropri- 
ately adorned with an enlarged copy of our white-cross blazon. 
Both pieces are from the press of Oliver Ditson & Co., of Bos- 
ton. Will it not be well to secure a reprint in each case? 



There's another alumni association already brewing, we are 
told. For some time, our infant, Alpha Omega, at the Univer- 
sity of Rochester, has felt the need of stronger alumni support,.

rivals are all old chapters, in most cases, long established, and 
with large chapter rolls in the city of Rochester, itself.

Brothers of this section of .the State, 
not members, have for years been wholly shut off from those 
vivifying associations which spring from reunions, prandial or 
otherwise, of Chi Psi alumni. We have a goodly corps of 
alumni in Buffalo, Rochester, Elmira, Auburn, Penn Yan, and 
smaller places, and, what is better still, they are active and 
enthusiastic, beyond the average even of the alumni of Chi 
Psi. The district of the association-to-be, covering all of New 
York, west of a north and south line drawn through Syracuse, 
will include also our thriving Alpha at Cornell, with some of 
its young alumni in Ithaca and vicinity. There's no reason 
why a large and profitable association should not reward the 
present effort It needs only a little work to get the organiza- 
tion perfected. The alumni will be quick enough to see the 
advantage, both to the increase of their enthusiasm and interest 
and pleasure, as "jolly old Chi Psis," and also to the building 
up and strengthening of our Omega at the University of Roches- 
ter.

Undoubtedly there will be many changes in this schedule 
ere it reaches the eye of the reader; but it is a fair indication 
of the numerical strength of the Chi Psi Alphas at this writing, 
so far as reported to the editor-in-chief. 



The progress of the Fraternity during the semi-unconscious 
months of vacation time, is, this year, a cause for much self- 
congratulation. The reader of " Alpha Correspondence " of 
this issue, will get some idea therefrom of the tremendous 
strides that have been taken. We cannot forbear collating 
these various improvements here, adding what little we may, 
from other sources at hand. 

A loyal recognition of the purpose of the writer of " Chi 
Psi Homes," in the number for last April, is found in the exis- 
tence of two new Chi Psi chapter houses. Hitherto, Theta, 
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Phi, Chi and Nu have been reported as occupying chapter 
homes of their own ; while Alpha, Epsilon, Iota rented houses 
and Psi, a block ; one-half the active Alphas being thus practi- 
<;ally housed. Now we note that two other sisters have taken 
themselves to homes, Gamma and Rho, leaving but six Alphas 
of Chi Psi without the advantages of chapter house discipline, 
fellowship and strength. The laying of the corner-stone of the 
new Delta Psi house, (which fraternity has a history stretching 
back for forty-two years or more at Rutgers,) inspired some 
vigilant Chi Psi alumni in New Brunswick to go and do like- 
wise. This, the Alumni Association of Alpha Rho proceeded 
to da When the undergraduates returned in September, they 
found their home awaiting them, the Association having pur- 
chased a house excellently adapted to the use intended, as 
appears in Rho s letter. This gives Chi Psi, the youngest 
Fraternity at Rutgers, the proud distinction of owning the first 
chapterhouse in New Brunswick. That an eight year old 
could accomplish so much in the short space of three months, 
augurs well for her future, and proves that our unhoused Alphas 
need no longer remain without roof-tree and hearth-stona 
Our far southern sister, Gamma, at the University of Mississippi, 
has also felt the spirit of the times, and reports that she is occu- 
pying a rented house for fraternity purposes. It is noticeable, 
too, that Gamma, like Nu and Rho, is the first (though sixth in 
point of age) Fraternity at the University of Mississippi to test 
the benefits of chapter house life. 

It is a further evidence of progress that, since the last issue 
of The Pukple and Gold, Chi Psi has gained two new Alpha 
corporations. At the reunion, held at Hamilton last com- 
mencement, an organization was perfected which resulted in 
the incorporation of the Alpha, early in October. Prior to 
taking active steps towards the purchase of a chapter house, 
"The Alpha Rho Alumni Aasociation of Chi Psi" was incor- 
porated, under the laws of the New Jersey, the date of incorpo- 
ration being, July 29th, 1887. An important difference in the 
two organizations will be noted. Phi's corporation includes 
all members of the Alpha, whether undergraduates or jjlumni, 
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and several undergrates, are members of the board of directors- 
Rhos association is exclusively composed of alamnl These 
recent steps toward legal organization give Chi Psi four incor- 
porated Alphas. That more will soon take the necessary action 
cannot be doubted. If you ask further proof of progress, 
there's the strong probability of a flourishing new Alumni 
Association of Western New York. And all in the three 
months of vacation ! Who will say that Chi Psi is not pros- 
pering? 



Among the " Open Letters ^ of the October Geniwry^ is the 
following, over the signature of our brother, the Rev. Dr. Charles 
S. Robinson, ft '49, of New York. For the better information 
of the Fraternity, it may be said that the " new secret society" 
which "swung out," was Beta Theta Pi, which latter, three 
years later, was adopted and absorbed by Alpha Delta Phi, a 
second repudiation of the anti-secret principles of the "AS S," 
it would seem : 

The time has arrived again when the classes are gathering in out various 
institutions of learning over the land, and many young men are just begrin- 
ning the new and strange life embraced within those eventful four years which 
mold and in a g:reat measure fix their after career among scholars and profes- 
sional associates in the real world outside. 

I should like to say a few words about one matter, concerning the societies 
which have place, rightly or wrongly, in most colleges. The process of what 
used to be called " electioneering " commences almost at once when the fresh- 
men come on. The secret and the anti- secret associations alike select their 
members ; and so most of the new students are compelled to take sides on a 
question which grows more and more intricate as they advance in years, and 
are able to mark the workings of an experience thoroughly unique and prodi- 
giously influential, upon themselves and upon others. The least that can be 
said at the beginning, and the least that can be urged to the end, is that men 
should be conscientious at the beginning and consistent to the end of their 
course. 

Let me tell an old true story : When I was in college, it was an admitted 
custom for the secret-society students to attend at pleasure the regular meet- 
ings of the anti-secret association, then called there the Social Fraternity. On 
one occasion the news went around that the delegates of a number of affil- 
iated institutions had assembled in some central city during the vacation, and 
formed a quasi national consociation, embracing all the local ones, which here- 
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.after were to be understood to have become auxiliaries. Curiosity was at its 
height, and the assembly, convened to accept the report, was visited by a large 
•number of outsiders also, and the small chapel was nearly full. Even th'e 
** neutrals" doffed their dignity in order to witness the novelty. 

The committee proceeded to read their preamble and constitution for a for- 
mal adoption. It was in the regular form. It began by saying that the name 
of the new organization should be the ** Anti-Secret Society of the United 
States." It then rehearsed the purposes, the aims, and the hopes of the mem- 
bers in thus banding themselves together. The ofiicers were fixed, their duties 
prescribed, and all that. By and by an article was reached which specified and 
described, somewhat particularly, the way in which it should be known. Of 
course I am not going even to tr\' to quote anything more than the substance 
of the language. It was like this : *' The badge of this Society shall consist 
of a bosom-pin about six-tenths of an inch in diameter, circular, a black disk 
of jet surrounded by a wreath of gold, bearing in the center the initials of the 
Society *s name in raised letters of gold in the enamel." 

Thereupon there was an instant explosion of laughter from one of the visi- 
tors — the unfortunate writer of this article. He meant no derision, and indeed, 
was as innocent in his indiscretion as he was mortified by such a disclosure of 
it. The usual shout, with all its precipitation of student-wrath, was started for 
his comfort : ** Put him out ! " He replied with the usual Greek : " Strike, 
but hear ! " Then the ordinary amount of intellect was invoked to perceive 
that really there was some incongruity in such noble and scholarly men wearing 
on their bosoms the great golden letters "A S S" before all the college. 
Anger gave place to fun ; and ultimately the convention did their work better 
by changing the name of the society to Anti-Secret Confederation ; and 
through the rest of our course members were labeled '* A S C " 

Such a discomfiture would have been fatal in most cases, and inevitably 
would have given a most unphilosophical advantage to the other side of the 
<)uestion. But the fact was, those men were the chiefs of the college. They 
had among them some of the maturest and best the classes loved to honor. 
They managed the rest of the meeting skillfully. Before we retired, they 
forced in a splendid chance for an appeal to all that was decent and generous 
in oar minds ; they stood up in the power of real manhood, and told us the 
meanness of cliques and the injustice of exclusiveness, and the wickedness of 
oaths. Some of the Social Fraternity men of that year have done magnificent 
work in this old world since then ; and I speak simple justice when X own they 
^hook many of us that night with their arguments and their truths. 

For one, I like conscience when I see it ; I always did ; and more than that, 
I like outspoken words for what is right and good and true. But I like consistency 
also ; and now I must tell the rest of my story. On the day we graduated, sobered 
and thoughtful, gentle and pensive in the backward look and the forward 
dread, a new secret society, running through all the four classes, " swung out " 
before the eyes of us all in complete organization. Among the men who spoke 
their commencement orations in our class were three or four wearing the badge 
of that association. They were the men who argued and pleaded two years 
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previous to that day in the small chapel. They repudiated their principles an<f 
defied their former record, when it was too late for an apology or for an expla- 
nation. The Social Fraternity was wounded and betrayed by its leaders in the 
whole four classes ; the secret-society men were not inclined to feel compli- 
mented ; and the conversation was worried and perplexed* when the youn^^ 
fellows asked and wondered what it meant. Some said that these men had 
always been shamming because they had not for themselves been taken, and 
were spiteful instead of conscientious. 

Simply and earnestly I say again, as I close the tale, let those who take 
ground on this unsettled question of secret societies in college, put conscience 
and consistency together. If any one changes his mind, because of fresh con- 
victions, let him own it frankly, and take a clear stand early enough to retain the 
respect of those who have loved and trusted him in the days gone by. For I 
soberly declare that it is my pain to this day to recall how my confidence was. 
broken then. 
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After a brief illness, and surrounded by his dearest ones, 
Isaac Adriance has found eternal rest One who loved him as 
a brother, cannot but offer a few words in memory of his bright 
and earnest life, borne witness to, by a great and increasing 
number of frienda At the age of twenty-five, with a success- 
ful past and full of buoyant hopes for a still more successful 
future, God took him; so shrouding us who are left, with the 
mystery of His love. Those who have lived in the quiet but 
majestic beauty of Williamstown, which was his home, know 
that much that was sweet and strong in his character was 
ingrafted thera The elements of that character were not for- 
tuitous. No one who knew his family failed to see its influ- 
cnca A grandson of the late Hon. H. L Sabin, that " beloved 
physician " of the Berkshires, and for many years senior trustee 
of Williams College, he had, like his grandfather, that genial 
sympathy and kindliness with all classes of men, which made 
every one, at once, his friend. I think his father, the late Mr. 
John Adriance of New York city, had given him his sweetness 
of character and that brightness of wit that always made the 
bright sun to sparkle and lighten up the clouds, however dark. 
And then in bis energy of purpose, his intensity of interest, 
and in his patient courage, I have often seen the image of one 
who now mourns with a mother's grieL And so, out from this 
refined and Christian home, he brought these qualities into his 
college life, where he used them untiringly for the Fraternity 
he loved, of which his father had been a member, and in 
which his brothers joined him. 
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Here at Williams he learned much of the meaning of life 
from that great teacher, his grandfather's friend, Mark Hop- 
kins ; and here, too, we learned to know him and love him 
well. After his graduation, in 1884, he began the real work of 
life, and to that he brought all these qualities, strengthened by 
manhood's experienca Although so young, he was the junior 
member of the firm of Burling & Adriance, of New York, and 
was making his way with such ability and success that the 
future was bright with promisa Well did he use his inheri- 
tance. 

Sweet geniality, intense energy, inexhaustible hope, these 
marked his life; and through it, like a golden thread, binding 
all together, there was Christian faith. Back to his borne he 
has come to rest We can see from his grave the glorious 
eastern hills he loved so well, but he is " looking unto the hills 
from whence" the sun of righteousness has risen in eternal 
day.

Brother Kreyer, *88, has accepted a position 
with H. H. Warner & Co., and expects shortly to sail for Europa 
Brothers Baird and Wright, '90, are travelling in the interests 
of Brother Fred D. Ailing, CP. '65, while Brother Hamlin has 
entered a railroad office in the city. Two expect to return to 
college next year. 

At our initiation we were favored by the presence of Brother 
Wm. R Hotchkiss, <P. '86, Brother Shattuck, W. '87, and 
several of our resident alumni At commencement we had the 
privilege of entertaining Brothers Bailey, Gilbert and Miller of 
C^., who were here to play ball. We did our best to console 
them after their defeat, and hope to extend the same hospitality 
to all comers.

Upon 
receiving his degree, he packed the body of a colored man in his trunk and 
started west. He took his subject out of its case when he reached Ann Arbor, 
Mich., and began to lecture on anatomy. He occupied the chair of surgery at 
the University of Michigan for seventeen years. He went to Detroit in 1853, 
and entered the army in 1861. He came to Chicago in 1866 and entered the 
faculty of Rush Medical College. Dr. Gunn, it is said, has no superior in the 
rapidity and accuracy with which he diagnoses surgical cases before a class. 
Chicago University put an LL. D. at the end of his name in 1877. — Chuago 
Daily News, 



Dr. Jonathan Adams Allen, (M. 45), was the third president of the Rush 
Medical College, and still holds the position. He entered the faculty in 1859, 
as the professor of the theory and practice of medicine and became its president 
in 1877. When ** Uncle Jonathan" holds up three fingers, the oldest student 
knows the lecturer is going to say that the three essentials for a practitioner to 
study, are the part affected, the character of the blood, and the condition of 
the nerves. Besides being one of the best instructors in the country. Dr. Allen 
is something of a wag. His pupils are regaled with many a joke and they like 
him. He is a great after-dinner talker. He handles the English language as 
skillfully as he does his pill-bags, and has written a number of readable theses 
for the medical journals. Dr. Allen is 62 years old, and besides practicing 
medicine for forty-one years, has doctored the laws enough to get an LL. D. 
erected at the rear of his name. — The Chicago Daily News, 



Springfield was shocked Saturday by the annoancement of the sudden death 
of Dr. John S. Bagg, (X. '72), of this city, at Nantucket, whither he had gone 
Thursday with his wife and daughters. This ending to a life so full of promise 
will be universally regretted. Dr. Bagg was the third son of Aaron Bagg of 
West Springfield. He had served for eight years as assistant surgeon in the 
navy before coming to this city to settle, about four years ago, and he was fast 
winning his way here with the general public, while among the profession his 
standing was exceptionally good. The doctor was only 38 years old. He had 
complained of chronic nervousness, but it was expected that relaxation and 
change of air and scene would speedily build him up in health and spirits. He 
was a man of modest nature, but sterling worth, studious and capable, peculiarly 
esteemed by those who knew him best. The news of the going out of his life 
under a mental cloud, will greatly distress all who knew the value of the man 
and understood his worth to the community. There will be tender sympathy 
with the bereaved family and especially for the mother who waited yesterday 
for more definite details of the death. Dr. David Clark, who went to Europe 
with Dr. Bagg, it will be remembered, expresses the feeling of the profession, 
in saying that it has lost one of its brightest members. — Springfield Republican, 
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Commodore Gerry. (Z. '57,) has won for himself during the yacht races this 
summer, a reputation among tlie newspaper men as enviable as that which Mr. 
Tams earned last year was not. Several of the correspondents who went East 
on the cruise, have overflowed to me with compliments to the commodore as a 
gentleman and a host. They say that nothing in his power tiiat is likely to be of 
service to the press comes amiss to him, and that he has rolled out of his berth at 
midnight to deliver himself of an item worth recording. But Commodore Gerry 
has always been a thorough yachtsman, and a thorough yachtsman is necessarily a 
gentleman.

The greatest change to occur in " conservative" Hamilton, for many years, 
is the adoption of a new marking system. For many months it has been under, 
stood that the old way of announcing annually the numerical standing of each 
student, was to be abolished, and the college has been waiting expectantly for 
the announcement of a new system. Friday the following order in regard to 
scholarship records and honors was adopted and bulletined by order of the 
faculty : 

1. — The flrst integral third of each graduating class (in scholarship) and the 
IVuyn, Head and Kirkland orators shall be the commencement orators. 

2. — Of great honors — Each class shall be divided into the following groups, 
viz. : high honor, honor, credit and graduation. The high honor group shall com> 
prise those whose average is 9. 25 or over, (ro being maximum) ; the honor group* 
those whose average is from 8.85 to 9.25 ; the credit group, those whose average 
is between 8.30 and 8.85 ; the graduation group, those whose average is below 
8.30. An announcement of the standing of the high honor, honor and credit 
groups only, shall be made for previous years, but no numerical standing is ever 
to be announced. Valedictorian and salutatorian are to be chosen by ballot by 
the faculty from the high honor group. 

3. — Of department honors — In each of the following departments, viz.: 
classics, mathematics, English, modern languages, law and history and philoso- 
phy, one honor shall be awarded at the end of the course, on the basis of the 
best average grade in the required and elective work of that department, pro- 
vided that no one shall receive a department honor, whose general average is 
below 8.30. If a department honor be given to the valedictorian or salntatorian, 
another honor may be awarded in that department — Clinton Courier,

FOUR CONVENTIONS. 



More than a decade has passed since the writer has attended 
a convention of our Fraternity, but, during collie days and the 
year succeeding graduation, it was his good fortune to be hon- 
ored by elections as delegate from Alpha Mu to four of the 
iinnual conventions, viz. : those held at Albany, N. Y., in 1874 ; 
;at New York city, in 1875 ; at Middlebury, Vt, in 1876, and 
iit Minneapolis, in 1877, being respectively, the 34th, 35th, 36th 
and 37th Annual Conventions of Chi Psi. 

The first of these was held under the auspices of Alpha Pi — 
the alma mater of Chi Psi — among whose oldest sons the idea 
was conceived, which soon developed into those principles which 
gave birth to our Fraternity. We did not gather about the 
same secret portals, to be sure, as did Philip Spencer, Judge 
Major, General Duane and their associates in 1841, but suffi- 
ciently close to " Old Union," to catch somewhat of the inspira- 
tion which, history' and tradition tell us, possessed the above* 
named and those other of her distinguished sons who gave 
us Chi PsL Alpha Pi and the paucity of her membership, and 
what should be done to restore her prestige, was the query of 
the hour. Many different plans and suggestions were proposed 
And made, some one of which we hoped would prove the proper 
-course for adoption by the active members of the parent Alpha. 
Tliis convention was not largely attended by undergraduate 
members, but the majority of those present were familiar with 
the condition and needs of the Fratemity-at-large. Many matters 
of interest and importance were then discussed, which have 
since assumed definite sliape, and have demanded a permanent 
l)laco in the life and vv'ork of tlie Fraternity. 
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The next year we assembled in New York, at the Fiftli Avenue 
Hotel, with increased representation from various Alphas, and, in 
nearly every instance, with larger delegations. Committees ap- 
pointed at the previous convention had accomplished the work 
assigned them with commendable zeal ; and the Fraternity seemed 
to be recovering from certain misfortunes, practically unavoida- 
ble, which the period, covered by the late war and the six or eight 
years immediately succeeding, had wrought in so many institu- 
tions of learning, both in the north and south. The presence 
of quite a number of the brethren of the alumni, resident in the 
■city, during the business hours of the convention, and the lively 
personal interest by them manifested in what the boys were 
doing, as well as their attendance at the banquet and participa- 
tion in the exercises there, caused us all to feel that the spirits 
of our ancestors were not myths or ghosts, but real, genuine, 
live Chi Psis. Their presence, as the presence of our alumni 
always is upon such occasions, is evidence of their loyalty to 
the Purple and the Gold, and love for the " Sawbuck," as some 
of them used to call the fraternity badge, — loyalty and love that 
always warm the heart and stimulate the ambition of those, 
upon whom the active interests of the Fraternity have devolved 
and its welfare depends. The more wrinkles and gray hairs the 
boys can meet at these reunions, the greater is their joy ; and 
their pride in the Fraternity is at such times measured more by 
these than by anything else. 

In 1876, the convention was with Alpha Mu. Here the plans 
and work laid out when the convention was with Alpha Phi, 
the year before, concerning the revision of the constitution, were 
taken up, and the work fully accomplished It was an usually 
busy session. No time was wasted. The work was compre- 
hensive, and it was thoroughly done. We believed it was needed, 
and we believe much benefit has been derived from it Beside the 
revision of the constitution, the report for the year sliowed, that, 
during the year, much had been done to bring to all active mem- 
bers a more perfect knowledge of the condition of the Fraternity 
and the comparative standing of the various Alphas. This 
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convention closed with public exercises, the prominent features 
of which were an address by President J. Adams Allen, M. D., 
LL D., of Bush Medical College, Chicago, of Mu, '45, and 
Prof. R S. Hohnes of Auburn, N. Y., of Mu, '62, followed by 
a social reunion and banquet 

The last of the four conventions was held in the "far off 
west," with Alpha Nu, then an infant in the galaxy of Chi Psi 
Alphaa A goodly delegation was present, and found this 
yoong sister strong in fraternity spirit and eager to further the 
interests of Chi PsL The meeting was a profitable and glorious 
oncL The volume of business transacted was not so vast as at 
either of the last two preceding conventions, but the alumni^ 
some of whom for many years had resided so far west as to 
be deprived, to a considerable extent, of Chi Psi associations 
and associates, were here privil^ed to renew those features of 
the Fraternity, which in college they had learned to love, and which 
can never be erased from the memory of by*gone days. Alpha 
Nu was then the only Greek-letter society in the University of 
Minnesota, with no other Alphas of Chi Psi nearer than the 
University of Michigan, at Ann Arbor. No better proof of Nu'a 
patriotism could be manifested than was evinced by her mem- 
bers and friends, at a reception at the home of one of her number 
upon, the close of the convention 

As we review fteriatim^ the programmes of these several conven- 
tions, the attendance and work, the receptions and banquets, we 
recall so many pleasant recollections of them all and remem- 
brances of first greetings with those who had before then only 
been known to us in name, but from which greetings and con- 
ventions acquaintances have ripened into permanent friendships 
— that it is with difficulty I stop short of filling the next number 
of The Purple and Gold with a detailed account of these 
"Four Conventions." 

I am glad to learn that many of the matters which had their 
inception during this period of our Fraternity, have been carried 
forward to successful results, and have become part and parcel 
of its possessions and life. The archives and property of the 
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three or four Alphas, who could no longer boast of a member- 
ship of undergraduates, were returned to the proper authority 
or accounted for, and measures passed for future protection of 
them. The songs, innumerable as they were almost, and many 
of which yet remain unsung, were, the fittest of them, collected, 
and a small volume published, as a nucleus for further poetizing 
and music by those who should come after us in the Fraternity, 
and 

" Tread the paths which once we trod" 

During this period, also, a thorough revision of the constitu- 
tion was made, and thoroughly appreciated by all undergrad- 
uates at least; the permanent advantages of which in these later 
years have been more and more noticeable. Two or three of the 
old Alphas, which, for unavoidable reasons, had passed into 
temporary silence and a sleep which had all the conditions 
of death, were, because of the life behind them, in enthusiastic 
and generous alumni, aided by the indomitable eneigy and per 
sistency of brethren on the ground, re-instated in triumph, and 
have ever since maintained an honorable and enviable position 
in the respective institutions where they are located, and, by 
their reappearance and record, have reset for themselves brilliant 
gems in the never-ending circle of Chi PsL Alpha Nu, the 
pioneer chapter of Greek letter societies in the University of 
Minnesota, was founded during this time, no fairer comment 
upon the wisdom of whose establishment can be made than its 
record and the record of its members. And, in connection with 
the 37th convention, was organized, at Minneapolis, " The Chi 
Psi Association of the North-West," which has ever since held 
annual reunions, and now numbers more than seventy-five 
members. 

Ten yeare out of college finds the Chi Psi heart as young as 
when all the activities of rushing, incident to active membership 
in the Fraternity, surrounded it. It is only when we count the 
time on memory's tablet and note the stars in the fraternity 
catalogue, that we can realize how far removed we are from those 
scenes and associations that made college life so dear ; and while, 
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in this communication, we may have seemed to congratulate 
ourselves and associates of the middle seventies upon what was 
done by Chi Psis then, we are by no means unmindful of the 
continuance of her prosperity ever since, and take great pleasure 
now in extending our cordial congratulations to all the brothers 
who have conducted the conventions since our time, and to those 
upon whose shoulders the mantle of Chi Psi now rests.

EARLY DAYS OF TAU.

Back to youth^s love and youth's arcadian dawn.

The Bev. Benjamin Wofford s munificent gift of one hundred 
thousand dollars established Wofford College, in 1856, at Spar- 
tanburg, South Carolina, The Kev. Dr. Wm. May Wightman, 
afterwards a bishop of his church, was its first president He 
was ably assisted by Dr. James H. Carlisle, Rev. Dr. Whiteford 
Smith, Dr. Warren Du Fr6, and Prof. David Duncan. The 
civil war swept away the college's endowment Dr. Wight- 
man was elected chancellor of Greensboro* University in Ala- 
bama, and Bev. Dr. Albert M. Shipp was chosen president in 
his stead. Dr. Shipp was president through the dark days of 
struggle, which came to the college after the war. He has 
recently passed away to a holier sphere of activity, but no boy, 
who came under his genial influence, can ever forget the highly 
gentlemanly ways of this scholarly man. When Dr. Shipp 
was elected to a professorship in Vanderbilt University, Dr. 
James H. Carlisle was made president of Wofford College, and 
still occupies that position. 

A Chi Psi badge, glittering with gems, first made its appear- 
ance at Wofford College when Dr. Shipp was president, 1869 
being the happy date. In those days, Dr. Shipp sat before his 
class and twirled his spectacles, the motive power, we seniors 
verily maintained, of all that moral philosophy and brainy 
psychology which flowed from his lips. While Prof. Du Pre 
made us all love the sciences that sent us from the laboratory 
to study chemistry and geology in nature's wilda He was 
elected president of Martha Washington Female College in 
Abingdon, Va, and shortly afterwards died. Bev. Archibald 
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H. Lester then lolled in the chair of History and taught Hebrew 
in the " Biblical Department." Prof. David Duncan was dubbed 
by the boys " Old Upe,"because of his emphatic correction of 
their mispronunciation of the Greek upsilon. How we all 
loved him ! Who that ever recited to him can ever forget the 
^'urn," the fateful box where the names of the class on bits of 
pasteboard were shaken together, and one, taken out at random, 
called its possessor to recite 7 No freshman but had to make 
the regular personal application of Horace's verses, as he came 
to them in Ode ll : S : 

Omnes eodem cogimur^ omnium 
Versitur uma serins ocius 
Sors eodtura el nos in CBiernum 
Eocilium imposiiura cumboe. 

He was a sailor once, and on St Helena tried to see the caged 
Corsican. He has gone to his reward. He left a most valuable 
classical library to Wofford Collega Dr. Carlisle was " Uncle 
Jimmy," and many a time has he made a boy see beauties in 
dry mathematics. He forcibly illustrated to our class once the 
reluctance with which people said, "I don't know," by the 
following incident : He had gotten off the train in the night 
Wishing to find his bearings, he asked the negro driver where 
the north star was, supposing that most field hands even knew 
its whereabouts. Sambo was not to have his astronomical 
ignorance exposed by such a question, so running his eyes over 
the heavens, he said to his interlocutor, ' I 'spect, boss, it's sot* " 
Dr. Carlisle's influence over boys for good is wonderful Dr. 
Smith, strangely dubbed " old brevity," then taught the boys 
to use their native tongue correctly, and how to " evidence " 
the truths of Christianity, and your Barbara, Celarent, eta 

Almost from the commencement of the college, there were 
two literary societies, the Calhoun, and the Preston. A secret 
society of some description was in the college before the war. 
Its badge was a silver crescent The Kappa Alphas had put 
in an appearance a short while before the Chi Psis in the same 
year, 1869, along with a student from Washington Lee College 
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in Virginia. Their pin was a shield with the Greek letters, K. 
A upon it Along side of its plainness, the handsome X. W. 
badge caught all eyes, as suddenly it flashed on the breast of a 
chosen few. Two visiting students from the South Carolina 
College, in Columbia, S. C, created a good deal of talk and a 
deal more of curiosity, as they went about among the boys, 
apparently bent on nothing in particular and everything in 
general. They staid in town two or three days, joined in our 
sports and seemed as unconcerned about the curiosity their 
presence begot, as if they did not perceive it But Howe and 
Thornwell were visiting Wofford for a nobler purpose than 
merely to join in our sports. In the witching hour of mid- 
night, using for light a bull's eye lantern in one of the literary 
societies* halls, they met Boyd, Bryce, Gilbert, Jones, Kirkland 
and Partridge, and initiated them into the mysteries of Chi Psi. 
The precautions of a bull's-eye lantern and the midnight hour 
were necessary, as boys roomed in the college building, and too 
much otherwise might have been seen. 

Of those who met in that first meeting of Chi Psi at Wofford 
College, George Howe, Jr., has joined the Adaodroe. The Chi 
and Psi for him have dropped apart, the Chi to mother earth, 
the Psi to glitter in its own bright worth amid the splendors of 
its glorious realm. Of the charter members, J. W. Boyd is an 
attorney of fine standing at the bar of St Joseph, Mo., and 
solicitor of his district; J. H. Boyce has become a minister of 
the Gospel, and is a missionary to Mexico ; Frank Gilbert is 
teaching ; L. P. Jones is farming — when he is not hunting — in 
Edgefield, S. C. ; W. Davis Kirkland is a minister of the Gos- 
pel and editor of the Southern Christian Advocate^ published at 
Columbia, S. C. ; H. E. Partridge is also in the ministry and is 
at work in Florida. While of the class of '69, D. A. DuPrd 
is a professor in Wofford College ; George W. Walker, presi- 
dent of The Paine Institute, Augusta, Ga. C. A. David, of 
72, has become a fine cartoonist — some of his best appearing 
in the Harper periodicals, and othera regularly in the Texas 
Sifiings. Of course, we knew it would result in this, for didn't 
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we all see ourselves ludicrously bounding over the fence, whei> 
the calf, tied to the bell rope of the Female College chapel, unex- 
pectedly broke away from us, but not from the rope? Didn^t 
the valentine parties know his worth and bis heavy hits done 
in a stroke or two of his pencil? Yea. verily, we had our 
Tho& Nast Charles F. Smith went off to Leipsic, won a 
Ph. D., was professor in Wofford, afterwards associated a 
short while with that model instructor, Dr. Mark Hopkins, as 
a professor in Williams College ; and is now in charge of Greek 
at Vanderbilt University. He is rapidly becoming a versatile 
writer of excellent English. 

How vividly I recall those early days of Tau ! We had no 
hall, but stealthily used the hails of the literary societies, first 
one and then the other. Boys rooming in adjoining rooms 
necessitated the work being done in tenebre densa. I see tonight 
the awesome look put on as we, moving on tiptoe in the star- 
light, before entering the building, bade the neophyte take off 
his shoes, and whispered into his ear the necessity of death-like 
quiet Again I join in the jolly suppers where oysters, relished 
with wine and talk and laugh and song, carried us into " the wee 
sraa' hours." There were fine fellows in those days of 1869-72 
— Tau's first ; but they are gona A busy life forbids ray keep- 
ing up with the dear old Alpha.

EDITORIAL. 



SOME WANTS. 



First and foremost, we want a song book. We now have a 
little volume, published several years ago, containing a too 
meagre collection of loyal verses, set to " profane " airs, and 
reasonably good for its time and kind. But things have changed 
in the fraternity world in the past decada Everything and 
body is looking up. Organizations of much less years and 
influence than Chi Psi, now have histories and catalogues and 
songs and song books, such as we cannot claim. We note, 
with envy, that one of our eastern rivals, but a few years older 
than Chi Psi, has published eight song books ; and, with fur- 
ther envy, that some of that rival's songs are so captivating as 
to merit their use by those not members of the order. We are 
far behind the times in the matter of songs and singing. Note 
the consequence of our remissness. It has come to be almost 
a proverb in the Fraternity, that to be as poor a singer as a 
Chi Psi, is to be none at alL Our banquets sometimes drag 
for want of some ringing glee or loyal melody. True, we have 
"Philip Spencer," and "When Jupiter Gave unto Mortals," 
and a song or two more, frequently heard and enjoyed But 
these are but fraternity words set to ancient tunes. This is not 
enough. We must have Chi Psi melodies, as well as Chi Psi 
words. We must also have more, many more songs. The 
influence of a loyal song, well sung at a banquet, is greater 
than all the speech-making. Songs somehow go deeper ; they 
inspire the young members and revive memories of college 
days in the brothers who are older. Songs are the very heart- 
throbs of all fraternal gatherings. Their need in the campaign- 
ing season, too, is well understood by the veteran campaigner. 
Freshmen are often successfully influenced by the "musical 
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argument." And you have perhaps noticed the remarkable 
loyalty of Yale men, their intense desire to return to alrM 
mater on all occasions. We account for not a little of this 
loyalty to Yale by the great number of charming glees and 
songs, which have become known the land over as the songs 
of Yale, and which, sung on all occasions, inspire the enthu- 
siasm by which her sons may be always recognized. College 
life, without singing, would be but existence. How much hap- 
pier, then, would be our chapter life, had we loyal Chi Psi songs 
and airs! The chapter house would become more cheerful; 
and each brother would surely be thereby inspired to work the 
more for the Fraternity. So we say, we must have more sing- 
ing, more songs, — at the banquet, in the chapter house ; every- 
where, where Chi Psi enthusiasm exists, it should find expres- 
sion in jolly Chi Psi songs. We must, then, have a song book. 
A collection of characteristic glees will soon enough disprove 
the almost proverb we have quoted. Once give the boys 
good, ringing Chi Psi songs, and well risk that there will be 
singers enough. A song book, then, is a pressing want 
Brothers, let your representatives in Convention, devise some 
plan from which the long-delayed collection of our melodies 
may materialize. 

It is of course known to a majority of the Fraternity that 
the matter of a song book is now in the hands of a committee. 
Through the kindness of its chairman, some of the best of 
those collected are printed in this issua We also give some 
original music, written for the song it accompanies. These 
selections show that something has already been done, and 
promise abundant reward for further efforts. And yet, though 
not wishing in any way to discourage the present movement, 
we believe that a slight change in plan is necessary, that it may 
be a complete success. 

And this leads the writer to suggest what appear to him Co 
be the usual steps in all works of this natura The sine qua 
rum of a fraternity song book is a man at the head of the enter- 
prise, suited by tastes and talent for the work. Find a brother 
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who has musical tastes and talent, who has a critical under- 
standiug of correct yerslQcation, and who is a loyal and earnest 
Chi Psi ; who is, still further, an alumnus; and, if he be will- 
ing to undertake the task, the song book may be considered 
half dona An undergraduate assistant, a very worker of the 
cht^pter hive, should be chosen by each Alpha. The board, 
thus constituted, should then go methodically to work, each 
undergraduate assistant to labor only among the alumni of his 
own Alpha. The editor should of course take general charge, 
and to him all songs should be submitted. We believe that 
better results would be obtained ¥?ith a salaried editor, than 
with one whose labor is wholly one of lova When sufficient 
songs, (say 100 or 125), and some original music are collected, 
an allotment of copies, the total being adequate to pay all 
expenses, to each Alpha, proportionate to its total active and 
alumni membership, can be made. By such a plan, all possible 
financial distress may be avoided. And, we doubt not, more 
than enough cash to cover the cost of collection, salary of editor, 
printing and binding, would flow in, in response to a vigorous 
canvass by these assistants. By some plan similar to this, other 
fraternities have procured a song book. We could do worse 
than adopt it in toto. But, of the book itself. Ghi Psi wants 
only Chi Psi songs. The fraternity song is a very dirge with- 
out /raiemity in it Chi Psi wants tunes and airs and melodies, 
written by Chi Psis, too. We would not draw the line so 
strictly as to exclude from the collection those grand old airs, 
which have become a part of the college world and its history. 
Coin Chi Pai verses to fit these ancient gems of college mirth 
and life. But give us as well original melodies and songs that 
shall soon become like old friends at chapter house and ban- 
quet Then, too, the book itself should be carefully arranged 
and indexed; and, we hardly need say, printed and bound in 
the best of style and tasta Its price should be just enough to 
cover cost If some plan of this nature be adopted, we proph- 
esy a song book, of which Chi Psis could be proud, and which 
would take high rank among similar volumes. 
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Shall we not, then, take immediate steps in the directiott 
indicated ? Everyone remembers the " shrill gathering " song,, 
and famous " martial ditty/' of Clan Alpine, in Scott's Lady cf 
the Lake, Our clan needs more such songa By the having of 
them and the singing of them, we will become more loyal clans* 
men, more enthusiastic Chi Psis. 



Our two other wants are quite analogous Readers of Ths 
Purple and Gold have noted an eflEort to store away in its 
pages all the history within reach, especially in relation to the 
days of our youth. Chi Psi has no written history, and the 
actors of her earlier scenes are all too rapidly being called from 
life's staga The semi-centenary of our founding is now but 
three years distant; and, it has been suggested that the event 
be commemorated by a memorial volume — the history of the 
Chi Psi during its first fifty years. It is this history that is 
another of our wants. In his efforts to secure the articles which 
have appeared, the writer has learned that Chi Psi has plenty 
of history, if some one but collect and collate it At present, 
it is scattered through records and the memories of early mem- 
bers. It would be a shame upon Chi Psi to allow the record of 
her years to remain longer unchronicled. Our gray-beards will 
not be with us always. Chi Psi wants, and wants badly, a his- 
tory ; yes, and an historian. Again, ^n(2 the man, an alumnus^ 
who combines the attainments of the antiquary and archaeolo- 
gist with those of a compiler," and the work will be half done. 
Indeed, much that has been said, as to a general plan for a song 
book, can be read again in this connection. The historian 
should, however, give his personal attention to all matters, save 
the procurement and collection of subscriptions. 

Scientific history-making is an art of which we know little. 
Two feasible plans, however, suggest themselves. The first is 
a history, combining a resume of the history of the Fraternity 
by the historian himself, with separate and revised chapter his- 
tories by some member chosen by each Alpha for that purpose. 
This plan would result in a history, somewhat fragmentary, but 
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complete and authentic. The plan adopted by the editor of 
The Psi Vjpsilon Epitome seems to promise better results. Under 
such captions as "Chapter Annals," "Insignia," "General 
Organization," "The Membership," "Social Life,*' "Hymnol- 
ogj/' eta, Mr. Jacobs has given an admirable compilation of 
fraternity facts and figures. The interest in his work is sus- 
tained throughout, and its single authorship gives a uniform 
tone to the book, entirely impossible under the other plan. But 
these are matters of small present moment We want a his- 
tory, and an historian. That there is no Chi Psi history in our 
libraries today, is due solely to lack of effort to that end. Let 
the effort be made ; see to it that the coming Convention takes 
fiome decisive action ; let the delegates go prepared to propose 
practicable plans for a "History of the Chi Psi;" seek well 
for the man most qualified; and, when the work is well begun, 
give it your hearty support, both in reminiscences and money ; 
and the Fraternity^s second great want will be satisfied. 



A late writer in these pages advises action by the Forty- 
Seventh Convention, to the end that the fifth decennial catalogue 
may appear promptly on our semi-centennial anniversary. We 
stand in great need of a new edition of the catalogua The 
last bears date, 1883, and the addresses given therein are rarely 
older than five years. But Chi Psis are great wanderers, and 
those, who have occasion to use the catalogue frequently, know 
how diflScult it is to find a goodly proportion of our members 
whose whereabouts were known in 1882. The catalogue of the 
" unknown," too, is yearly on the increase. A fraternity cata- 
logue is continually growing more of a necessity in every 
brother's library; especially that of the undergraduate. Its 
value to The Purple and Gold is almost incalculabla But 
that it may be exhaustive, elaborate, and, so far as possible, 
positively accurate, its editors must not be hurried in their 
work. The urgency, therefore, of action at this time must be 
apparent 

It has been suggested that the history of Chi Psi, of which 
we have spoken, be incorporated in the same volume with the 
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catalogue. The publication of the two should be simultaneoua. 
But would not a catalogue-history be too bulky a volume? 
The catalogue will be a large book in itself. Our history cannot 
be fittingly told in one hundred and fifty or even two hundred 
pages of the size of those of this magazine. Why not have 
two volumes, the catalogue and the history, in uniform binding 
and general typographical appearance? The Fraternity will 
not think of putting this double duty upon one man. We 
should have both a cataloguer and an historian. It were more 
fitting, then, to print the results of their separate investigations 
between different covera What has been already hinted as to 
undergraduate assistants of the song book editor and his- 
torian, may be re-read in this connection. This was practically 
the system adopted by the editor-in chief of the last catalogue. 
But we may add, that, should it be thought well to have a his- 
tory in connection with the catalogue, the undergraduate, 
selected by each Alpha, can easily act as assistant to both his- 
torian and cataloguer. The work in the preparation of the 
history would be very little, and would naturally fit into hia 
labors as associate editor of the catalogue. 

As in our other wants, the wheel within the wheel, the more 
pressing want is a man, qualified for the peculiar labors of 
catalogue making. That the Fraternity has several such, we 
do not doubt Find the one most fit, secure his services in the 
work, pay him for his labors, and, above all, devise for him a 
plan which will put the catalogue from the start on a paying 
basis; then leave the rest to him and his assistants. We doubt 
not, the fifth decennial catalogue will then issue promptly, and 
that it will excel our successful catalogue of 1883. 

These are the more important of our pre-convention wants. 
More could of course be said, by way of advice as to details 
and specific plans. But the hints thrown out are only intended 
to arouse a thoughtful interest in the minds of the Brotherhood. 
The Fraternity's wants are confessedly many and large. We 
believe its vitality is now so great, that it can and will give an 
enthusiastic support to all these needed enterprises.

Kappa Alpha Theia, organ of the ladies' fraternity of that 
name, for September, contains this gentle remonstrance : 

** Purple and Gold devotes considerable space to biog^raphical sketches of 
strong members of X. W, in former years. We wbh more would adopt this 
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plan» for thus each one in the fraternity may become acquainted with those wh* 
have been loyal brothers in chapters other than his own. In the April number 
are cuts of several X. W, homes. Four are evidently elegant, roomy houses, 
yet we venture to give as our opinion that more, if possible, of X. vim and 
spirit found vent in the little cabin than in the luxurious and conventional 
dwelling. 

As to making the Purple and GoU^ a thoroughly conservative magazine, we 
do not approve of it. Such policy has always seemed to us rather cold and 
selfish. Moreover, we will be sorry to miss the Purple and Gold from our 
•exchange table, as it ranks among the best of our exchanges, and is filled with 
matter of interest to every Greek. We sincerely hope X. W, will alter its 
•decision oh this point, yet in either case we assure X. of the best wishes of 
Kappa Alpha Theta. 

A recent number of The Delta Kappa Epsilon Quarterly con- 
tained several reduced fac-sirnile copies of the first Greek-stu- 
dent annuals. Chi Psi would have only the interest of curios- 
ity in these reprints, save that, by a comparison of them with 
our last catalogue, we find that the one or the other must be 
wrong. The Ovlielmensian^ published at Williams College in 
March, 1857, gives a name in its list of the active membership 
of our Theta of that day, which does not appear in the cata- 
logue of 1883 ; Nathaniel Jabez Bartlett, '57. And the Bow- 
doin Bugle, published at Bowdoin College in July, 1858, prints, 
as names of active Chi Psis, three which are unknown to our 
catalogue ; Roscoe E. Farnham, '60, Wendall A. Anderson, *61, 
and Edward R Upham, '61. Brother Anderson has been 
reclaimed through his "young Chi Psi " at Cornell ; but of the 
others we know nothing. It is possible that some misfortune 
severed these one time brothers from the Fraternity. But that 
all three were so lost is very jmprobable. We fancy the error 
to be in the matter of records. Herein is a lesson for the future 
cataloguer. If a few stray reprints can furnish so large a pro- 
portion of unknowns, great must be his care and research t9 
find and correct the errors and omissions of past catalogues. 
Can any brother enlighten us as to the present address, if living, 
of Brothers Farnham, Upham and Bartlett ; or give us any 
light in the matter of their omission from the Fraternity's 
Alpha rolls ? 
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Alumni associations are budding blithely these days. No 
«ooner was that of Western New York auspiciously organized, 
than some active Chi Psis in Boston began planning for an asso- 
ciation of Eastern New England. And we find ourselves won- 
dering that such an effort was not made many years aga The 
last catalogue gives us a membership in Boston of twenty-five, 
among them such active brothers as Abraham Avery, A. '48, 
<}eorge O. Manchester, 0. '57, Stephen H. Tyng, £. 71, and 
the Eev. Dr. E. B. Webb, H. '46 ; and at least a score more 
hail from the neighboring cities and towns. Providence, R L, 
is a hot-bed of loyal Chi Psis, and the home of royal Lambda, 
whose light is now out but whose spirit remains. Lowell and 
Lawrence, Masa, boast small corps of Chi Psis, Congressman 
Allen, X '69, being a resident of the former. And as you go 
northward, the graduates of famous old Bowdoin, of our Alpha 
Eta, multiply. Portland has a good half score, among them, 
the Hon. Francis Fessenden, Charles W. Goddard, William L. 
Putnam, and ^^Tom" Beed; and the smaller places an equal 
proportion of well-known men and Chi Psis. It should need 
little effort, with such a body of alumni to work among, to 
make the Eastern New England Association the rival even of 
our booming organization of the northwest The headquarters 
would naturally be Boston. If the brothers who first conceived 
the idea will make the attempt, we are confident that a perma- 
nent and beneficial organization can be formed. Meanwhile, we 
eommend the matter of a Chi Psi alumni association to the Chi 
Psis of eastern New England. 



A recent letter from CoL Alexander P. Berthoud, '44, one of 
the founders of the Fraternity, contains the following charac- 
teristic nugget, relative to our early history :

It was not a vinous mist ; I think it was beer, in those days. California had not 
f et been discovered and wine was dear . 
It is too far of! for me to give many details. The chief end of roan in a X. 
of 1 841 and '44 was to be happy at one or the other end of the merit roll, 
and we generally succeeded. As Brother Witherspoon happily says we were 
gentlemen, and had a truly brotherly feeling for each other. 

I was called Old Pete, probably because I was the youngest man in the ctas8«. 
and was looked up to as a sort of a patriarch. 

I knew Philip Spencer well *, my room was next to his in West College. He 
was a good X. V., a good friend, and of a dreamy, listless tone of mind, toa 
lazy to be a pirate, just the man to imagine he would be one and make others 
believe it. 

I always knew he was innocent and fell a victim to the cowardice and nepo- 
tism of family influences in the Navy of those days. It is generally thought 
that in his case the adage that *' Vengeance is mine saith the Lord," was well 
illustrated. 

Of my other classmates and associates, 1 will say but little. They were not 
hung and require no defense, but one and all, whether alive or dead, are dear 
to me, and cast a more or less bright light over the departed shadows of our 
college days. Of us all, it will soon be said as of some one in one of Shakes- 
peare's plays : 

" He drew a good bow, 
He shot a good shaft, 
So he's dead." 

The following notice, relative to a Chi Psi Legal Directorj^ 
has been banded us for pablication : 

" The plan of making a directory of the Ohi Pais engaged 
in the practice of law, has been suggested more than once ; but, 
although its advantages are obvious, it has never yet been car- 
ried into effect As a result of recent correspondence between 
the editor-in-chief and Mr. Stephen EL Tyng, E. 71, the latter 
has undertaken the work. It is urgently requested that all 
who wish to have their names enrolled will send them and their 
business addresses to him, mentioning whether they wish a 
copy, which will be furnished at actual cost, and in an inexpen- 
sive form. It is also requested that each Alpha will forward to 
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him a list of the names and addresses of its members known 
to be in active practice.

The benefits to be derived from such a directory, must be 
obvious. Though not so extensive as the directories of the 
collection associations, familiar to members of the bar, it would 
give to Chi Psi lawyers the name of a legal brother in a large 
number of cities and towns. And, besides being a convenience, 
it would afford opportunity for many a brotherly action. Few 
of our lawyers are there who do not send business to attorneys 
in other places. A Chi Psi legal directory would supply the 
address and class and college of a brother in a majority of the 
lai^e cities and towns of the country ; and, by reference to it, 
the business might be given to one who could be the better 
relied on, because a Chi Psi, than one of the profane^ The 
reflex influence of such a directory would be most beneficial. 
It is sometimes difficult to maintain the active interest of alumni 
after graduation. What better means, by which to accomplish 
this, than the interchange of business, rendered possible by a 
legal directory I The brother would certainly be more apt to 
keep alive his college interest, being constantly reminded of 
his membership in a business way ; and the Fraternity is ever 
the gainer, the greater the average of loyalty within its borders. 
So we say, all encouragement to Brother Tyng I And, in his 
labors, we especially urge the hearty, fraternal co-operation of 
our " brothers-in-law." 



From " American Collegas," by Charks F. Thwing, pub- 
lished by G. P. Putnam's Sons, New York — a book, which, by 
the way, should be in every Alpha library — we take the fol- 
lowing: 

RegardiDs: the usefulness and the injury of the secret society system in 
American colleges, the most opposite positions are held by college officers. Tbe 
late President Chadbourne of Williams, Chamberlain of Bowdoin, maintain 
that their influence on the whole is beneficial ; but Chancellor Howard Crosby, 
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recently of the University of the City of New York, Presidents Robinson of 
Brown, and McCosh of Princeton, oppose them on strong grounds ; one college 
president writes of their ** babyishness," and another calls them an "unmiti- 
gated nuisance." The principal objections which may be urged against them 
have been summarized by Dr. Crosby, as : 

1. ** They are pretenses, and thus at war with truth, candor, and manliness.** 

2. The opportunity given by the secrecy to immorality." 

3. ' ' The confidence between parent and child is broken, and hence destroyed, 
by these secret societies." 

4. They ** interfere with a faithful course of study." 

5. " Natural use of these societies for disturbance of public order." 

6. " Their evil influence upon the regular literary societies of the college 
which are instituted as adjuncts of the curriculum." 

7. " Their expensiveness." 

But the truthfulness of these objections would be denied by many college 
men. For, though the grounds upon which the objections are based exist in 
certain societies, they are not, it would be claimed, necessarily inherent in the 
system. 

On the other hand, the arguments most generally urged in their favor are the 
friendships which they foster, the literary and forensic discipline they give, the 
home which they afford to the homeless student, and the mutual helpfulness 
which they extend to both undergraduate and graduate member. 

********* 

The principal secret societies which have established chapters in different 
colleges, are seven in number, and bear the names of the Alpha Delta Phi, the 
Delta Kappa Epsilon, the Psi Upsilon, the Kappa Alpha, the Sigma Phi, the 
Chi Psi, and the Delta Psi. 

The three first-named societies have by far the largest number of chapters, 
and, though there are frequently additions to the list by means of new founda- 
tions, and omissions in consequence of dissolutions, each of the three has 
about twenty- five chapters. The remaining societies have some ten chapters 
each, established in as many different colleges. 

This latter generalization by one who may be considered a 
natural judge will strike every ona And his division of the 
seven societies into two groups cannot escape attention. It has 
always seemed that the seven great eastern organizations were 
naturally separated into two distinct classes, " the three first- 
named societies " comprising one, and the rest the other. Dis- 
tinctive features will be readily noted. The first class is marked 
by large chapter rolls, by public conventions, by permitting 
class chapters at Yale, by a greater public celebrity, and by a 
larger number of public men. The other class is marked by 
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greater conservatism and secrecy, by small chapter rolls, by 
secret conventions, by having no chapter where the active 
membership is confined to one class, but, more particularly, by 
the deeper interest and loyalty of its alumni after graduation. 
We may be prejudiced, but, in our view of these seven great 
organizations, the difference may be well expressed by calling 
the first class, societies, and the second class, fraternities. 

And a query occurs to us : Should not Delta Upsilon be 
added as the eighth, and the fourth of the first class ? 



The resignation of Dr. McCosh, as President of Princeton^ 
has set many Chi Psi heads to thinking that perhaps now the 
auspicious moment for the revival of our Delta has come. We 
indulged in such fancies for a time ourselves. But some 
research has brought facts to light which show that Dr. McCosh 's 
resignation will have, practically, no influence in the matter. 
A personal friend of the editor, a graduate and resident of 
Princeton, has, at his request, made an investigation of the 
anti-secret-society feeling at Princeton. His information, com- 
ing from members of the faculty and the records of the college, 
may be taken as quite authoritative ; and, though his judgment 
is a trifle colored, perhaps, by the natural prejudice of a " Hall " 
man toward chaptered societies, we deem it the fairest statement 
of the peculiar attitude of the Princeton authorities within 
reach, and gladly give it publicity in these pagea Chi Psis 
will mark with surprise how very little Dr. McCosh has really 
had to do with the prohibition of chaptered societies at Princeton. 

I am unable to discover any proof of the report, which I had heard, which 
connects the name of Dr. McCosh with the history of Secret Societies in Prince- 
ton. His coming here from Scotland did not effect their history, and his resig* 
nation can have little influence upon their future. It is true that the kst 
action Uken against the societies was during his administration ; but the fact 
is, that he neither prompted nor led the investigation then made ; nor did he, 
in the faculty meeting, even declare his opinion as to the societies, nor take any 
part in the debate. The case seems somewhat analogous to even the execution 
of the anarchists, which was during Cleveland's administration, but not owing 
to Cleveland's exertions, endeavors or expressed sentiments. To establish the 
fact of the insignificant part played by Dr. McCosh, let me call your attention 
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to three points : (i.) The great improbability that the Doctor, coming to 
Princeton as a foreigner and knowing nothing as to the actual working of fra- 
ternities, having met with nothing similar in the British Universities, would at 
once come forward as the leader of the then opposition. (2 ) The fact that 
the powers of the President of Princeton are so limited by law that he is pow- 
erless to affect any such change as was affected in the history of Fraternities in 
Princeton during Dr. McCosh's administration. Dr. McCosh did not declare 
the abolition, but it was declared by the Board of Trustees. The Boafd and 
not the President, has authority in such matters ; and when the matter was 
finally discussed and settled by the Board, Dr. McCosh did not lead the anti- 
fraternity movement ; the speeches were made by members of the Faculty, 
whose connection with the college far antedated the Doctor's. These gentle- 
men were five in number, who had been appointed to investigate the matter, 
and to report to the Trustees. (3.) When the matter was finally settled by the 
Board, it was not at Dr. McCosh that the Fraternity men were enraged ; they 
went in a body and stoned the house of Prof. Cameron, who had made the most 
telling speech against the societies. 

It is ceruinly true that Dr. McCosh is opposed to Secret Societies, but he 
came to Princeton with no such preconceived notions ; and you will be sur- 
prised to learn how little his action and endeavor have influenced the existence 
of fraternities at Princeton. The oath, to which we all must subscribe, was 
not introduced by Dr. McCosh ; this oath, and also the enactments which 
declare fraternities illegal, are both older than his connection with the college. 
The fact really is that fraternities have never been legal, and have never been 
favored by any President or faculty of this college. At three different periods, 
they have been established here, and have risen to some prominence ; at one 
time they even seemed to be in a fair way of becoming reputable ; but each 
time they have been treated with harshness ; each time there has been less prob- 
ability of a revival. For twenty years it has been impossible for any man of 
honor, who respected an oath and his own integrity, to join a society, while he 
has been a member of the body of the undergraduates ; and hence, it is unne- 
cessary to say, that during that time a very small minority have seen fit to vio- 
late their pledges ; and at no time, in the history of Princeton, has a larger 
number than one-third of its students been members of fraternities. Societies 
first obtained a footing here between '45 and '50. Dr. Cameron always opposed 
them, and Dr. McCosh followed his ejcample, it being " Old Johnny " McLean, 
who drew up and offered to the Board that pledge, to which all entering stu- 
dents must subscribe. 
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ELBRIDGE T. GERRY. 



The clear out features of the Hon. Elbridge T. Gerry, which 
appear as frontispiece to this number, will instantly be recog- 
nized by a goodly majority of the readers of The Purplk 
AKD Gold. No Ohi Psi is better known than oar genial Pres- 
ident. His life and work have been as an open page to us for 
years, and yet our magazine has never printed a sketch of him, 
whom all the world, as well as Chi Psi, delights to honor. 

Elbridge T. Gerry was born in New York, on Christmas day, 
1887. His grandfather, Elbridge Gerry, had been one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence, Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts, and Vice-President of the United States; and the 
philologist will always discover his name unjustly embalmed in 
that expressive Americanism : gerrymandering. Mr. Gerry was 
by birth a typical New-Yorker and a typical American, and 
he has not belied his ancestry. When not twenty years of age, 
he graduated from Columbia College, in the class of 1867, 
delivering, as a Commencement honor, the German Salutatory 
Oration. Choosing the law as his profession, he entered the 
office of William Curtis Noyes, and subsequently became the 
partner of this great jurist, and, at a later period, of Judge 
William F. Allen, subsequently judge of the Court of Appeals 
in this State, and of Benjamin V, Abbott, author of AbboU's 
Digest^ Abbott's Forms^ and other law works. He has been 
counsel in several of the most famous of New York will 
oases, and, though not now in active practice, is still in chaige 
of several large trusts as executor or trustee. Mr. Gerry's 
law library is said to be the finest private law library in the 
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country, ooraprising nearly twelve thousand volumes, and 
being particularly rich in canon and ecclesiastical law. Hi» 
fame as a lawyer, even while a young man, won him a seat i» 
the New York Constitutional Convention of 1867. 

But it is not as a lawyer that the name of Blbridge T. Gerry 
has become almost a household word. He is better known t# 
the world as a philanthropist His mother was the sister of the 
late Peter Goelet Mr. Gerry has been almost prodigal of his 
large means in the f utherance of two of the prominent benevolent 
institutions of the metropolis, — the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, of which he is Vice-President and counsel,, 
arid the Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Children, of whick 
he is President He has held the latter office for more than seven 
years ; and his philanthropy militant, among other reforms 
perhaps equally as salutary, has resulted in the checks and 
prohibitions now on our statute books relative to the employ- 
ment and labor of children. His latest honor in this field is 
his choice as Chairman of the New York Commission on Capi- 
tal Punishment, in which capacity, it is rumored, he will sooa 
report to the New York Legislature an exhaustive but concise 
history of the punishment of capital crimes in all times and 
peoples, and will recommend the adoption of electricity instead 
of hanging, as less barbarous and more humana 

Mr. Gerry has always been a prominent figure in New York 
society. In 1867, he married Miss Louisa M. Livingston, 
daughter of Bobert J. Livingston, and a kinswoman of Chan- 
cellor Livingston of New York. Their union has been blessed 
with five children, three girls and two boys, the two latter, by the 
way, so says Mr. Gerry, already marked and set apart for Chi 
PsL Our enthusiastic President is a patron of all manly 
sports. His beautiful yacht, the Electra^ has already been 
described in these pages, and, in the yachting season, there is no 
name more quoted by New-Yorkers than that of Elbridge T. 
Gerry. He has been twice elected to the enviable distinction 
of Commodore of the New- York Yacht Club, and it was under 
his personal supervision that the international races of 188<^ 
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and 1887 took place. His name appears as one of the one 
hundred Patriarohs, whose recent ball at Delraonico*s was the 
social event of the New York season. 

Mr. Gterry is tall, straight and robust, with ruddy counte- 
nance, his closel j-cropped side- whiskers just sprinkled with gray. 
He possesses a world of information, is one of the most fluent 
of speakers and versatile of writers. He is a very busy man, 
but never so absorbed that the mystic letters on a brother's 
card, will not prove an open sesame and provoke the heartiest 
of^welcomes. 

His Chi Psi life has always been jin active one. He declared 
the principle, that Chi Psi recognized no dividing line between 
college days and after life, that it never dies, and most stead- 
fastly has he preached and practiced it. It may be news to 
some that Mr. Gerry was at the head of the undei-graduate 
body, while still a student at Columbia. He is a very mine of 
fraternity symbolism and heraldry ; and the historian of Chi 
Psi will find, stored away in his memory, a thousand and one 
facts not recorded and doubtless forgotten by othera He was 
elected President of the Fraternity, in 1882, has been unani- 
mously re-elected by each succeeding Convention, and, it may 
be safely predicted, his tenure of office will be for life, if he 
so desires. He is also President of its New York Alumni 
Association. In his private relations with members of the Fra- 
ternity, the same great interest in the welfare of each integral 
part of our Brotherhood, is manifest His loyalty does not 
spring wholly from his pocket-book. Indeed, a man, worthy, 
every inch of him, the name, before the world, he is, as a Chi 
Psi, a fraternity man j^ar excellence The poet says : 
" Lives of great men all remind us. 
We can make our lives sublime." 

The life and loyalty of Elbridge T. Gerry surely must remind 
us, that we all should strive to be, like him, manly men and 
earnest Chi Pisis.

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So far as Michigan has had any representation in the Cabinet 
of the President, it has been by men of conspicuous mark, who 
have not only added honor and fame to their State, but whose 
genius and work of patriotism have shed lustre upon the nation 
itself. The names of Lewis Cass, Bobert McClelland and 
Zachariah Chandler are shining spots on the country's roll of 
honor, and represent brains, unswerving integrity and devotion 
to the cause of the nation, in its varied era of war and peace. 
But their mantle has fallen, and there has been none since to 
take it up. The Chief Executive has again called upon Michi- 
gan for a member of the council of state. It is no light task for 
any man to succeed those who have gone before to council and 
shape the affairs of state, as ministers of the executive will ; 
but, in the selection of Don M. Dickinson, the members of all 
parties unite in expressing their approval, and in voicing the 
belief that the mantle has fallen wisely and on strong and able 
shoulders, and that the nation is to be as much congratulated 
by the choice as his State is honored by it 

Mr. Dickinson was born at Port Ontario, Oswego county. 
New York, January 17th, 1846. Coming from good old puri- 
tanic lineage, his sturdy bent early asserted itself. His parents 
came to Michigan in 1848. He attended the public schools of 
Detroit, entered, in the fall of 1864, the Literary Department of 
the University of Michigan in the classical course, and finished 
his scholastic career by graduating also from the Law Depart- 
ment of the University, from which he passed immediately to 
the practice of the profession which has yielded him both honor 
and profit As a lawyer, he enjoyed the friendship and con- 
fidence of not only the bar, but also of business men of all 
classes, in respect to both his business and legal ability ; and 
he materially aided in molding and perfecting the practice under 
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the bankruptcy laws in Michigan. In politics, his career has 
been likewise upward and onward. He was Secretary of the 
Democratic State Committee during the Greeley campaign in 
1872, where his abilities as a leader, were first recognized. In 
1876, he was Chairman of the Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee, and, in the subsequent campaign, was made member of 
the National Democratic Committee, where he has won so much 
distinction for himself and his party. 

As a public citizen, he is admired and respected by the men 
of all parties, but it is as a Chi Psi that he is loved and hon- 
ored by those of the faith, who have had the good fortune to 
come within the circle of his personal acquaintance. Through 
the solicitation and instrumentality of Thomas W. Palmer, 
Henry M. Duffield and Henry F. Lyster and other names bright 
and well-known in the city and State, he was induced to become 
a member of Alpha Epsilon of Chi Psi, and was initiated in 
the fall of 1864 ; his friend and sponsor being the lamented 
Charles L Witherell, one of the brightest minds of his time ; 
and the connection, formed at that time, has since been with 
him one of the most cherished associationa From the founda- 
tion of the Chi Psi Alumni Association of Michigan, he has 
been one of its warmest and most enthusiastic supporters, and, 
much of the time, as at present, its President As a friend and 
supporter of Chi Psi and its institution, he is foremost of all 
Epsilon's alumni, lending to its aid whatever of time, money 
and influence come within the range of his ability to put forth. 
Many a young man, both those wearing on their breasts the 
badge of Chi Psi, and those as well who do not, have owed 
their start, their position and even subsequent prosperity to the 
personal interest and kindly offers and aid volunteered by Mr. 
Dickinson. His private liberalities exceed even those that are 
of a more or less public nature, and many a young lawyer, start- 
ing in his office, has shortly gone forth to climb the arduous 
ladder with a light heart and courage renewed by words of 
cheer and encouragement, made binding by the substantial 
influence with which it could be backed. 
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Mr. Dickinson, in his new position, is an honor to the nation, 
to his State and to his Fraternity, to all of which his labor and 
zeal have been devoted. But, in the connection in which this 
is written, it is especially significant, that his star shines forth 
to take its place among those of the first magnitude that have 
shone in the firmament of Chi PsL He is for us, indeed, one 
of those ^^hmic «mb, who, from the common starting point of 
the blue-lighted altar, bj devious ways, have reached the high 
places on which the light falls first and lingers last, but whose 
hearts are kept forever fresh and sweet by the tender memories, 
the loves and friendships of their yoQth."

Apropos of Helena, there is a man occupying a government position there 
who has a rather romantic history. His name is Michael Meyendorff, '70), — 
he is a Russian — and he is a melter in the United States assay office, a very 
responsible position, to which an excellent salary is attached. During the war 
of the Rebellion, Meyendorif, then a lieutenant in the Russian army, was sen- 
tenced to Siberia for alleged nihilism. He had a brother, a captain in the 
Union army. At the close of the war, this captain, as a reward for his services, 
asked this government to secure the release of his brother. It vas done mainly 
through the efforts of Mr. Blaine. Meyendorff came to this country, and, 
though absolutely ignorant of English, attended the University of Michigan, 
where he perfected himself in a knowledge of our language ; after graduation, 
he was almost destitute and tried to turn his hand at several things, but with 
little success. Finally he applied to Mr. Blaine, then secretary of state, who, 
remembering him, secured him a subordinate position in the Helena mint, from 
which he has risen to the responsible position of head melter and leader of the 
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Helena dadedom — equally arduous if not equally important positions. He 
-swears by Blaine, of course, and when the proper time comes will go East t» 
make stump speeches for the man from Maine, even, perhaps, favoring Minne- 
*sota with his eloquence. — \Ex. 



Don M. Dickinson, (£, '67,) is in his 41st year and comes of American stock 
•on both sides, through generations running back to the Seventeenth century. 
On his father's side he is descended from the Massachusetts Dickinsons and oa 
his mother's from the Holmeses, who were with Roger Williams at the Prori- 
"dence plantations. His father was a man of rare intellect and high cultivation. 
Circumstances made it necessary for young Dickinson to earn his own way to 
^education, and he accomplished it at school and college with his own means, 
.^ined at first by manual labor and later by an exceptional capacity and judg- 
ment for all business, and a remarkable facility for turning off work and for 
taking responsibility. Admitted to the bar when barely 21, he rose rapidly ia 
the profession, and from the age of 25 he has been a leading lawyer in his state, 
and from the age of 30 one of the first counsel in the Northwest. His name 
lias been associated as counsel in nearly every famous litigation in Michigan, 
and, in the Supreme Court of the United States, his record of successes has 
been brillant. Mr. Dickinson's contest in behalf of the state courts against the 
alleged invasion of their jurisdiction by the Federal judiciary, under the Bank- 
ruptcy Law, was quasi-political in its character, and in the Supreme Court of 
the United States, in the Le Roux case, after seven years of defeats in the 
lower courts, his position was sustained. His latest widely known appearance 
in that court was in the great telephone contest, where he made the leading 
argument for Drawbaugh against Bell, and was associated with Senator Edmunds 
and Lysander Hill. His professional income runs from $30,000 to $50,000 per 
annum. In politics, Mr. Dickinson is a Jeffersonian Democrat, believing in 
domestic self-government, a strict construction of the Constitution, and oppos- 
ing class legislation. But he advises care and caution in dealing with protection 
as it exists. He has been a recognized leader of his party since he attained his 
majority. Mr. Dickinson's first vote was cast for Horatio Seymour. He was 
SecreUry of the SUte Central Committee at 24, and Chairman of the Tildem 
Campaign of 1876. when 28, conducting one of the most vigorous campaigns 
Michigan has known, and doing a great part in reducing the 60,000 Republican 
majority to 20,000 plurality. He was close in Governor Tilden's counsels both 
in 1876 and 1880, and was on terms of friendship with that distinguished man. 
Mr. Dickinson was delegate-at-large to the convention of 1880, and chairman 
•of the Michigan delegation. Since 1884, he has represented Michigan on the 
national committee. Mr. Dickinson has constantly refused the use of his name 
as a candidate for Congress or for any other office. The only public position 
he ever held was that of Visitor to the United States Naval Academy, the 
«xpenses and emoluments of which he devoted to the use of that institution. 
Mr. Dickinson is a man calculated to make an eminently efficient Cabinet 
officer.— [7>vy /'wj. 
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When the aspiring freshman has passed his entrance examination, the first 
university honor that he craves, is an election to one of the college fraternities. 
If he is a Bostonian, his father, his brother, or his cousin before him belonged 
to the Psi U. ; if he is a Providence man, his chums are reckoned in with Zeta 
Psi ; if he is a New Yorker, he affiliates naturally with Beta Theta Pi, Delta 
Kappa Epsilon, Chi Phi or Chi Psi. In some of the younger Western institu- 
tions, the Greek-letter society, bringing its members, as it does, into relations 
with the oldest and richest colleges in the country, must seem at times more 
powerful almost than alma mater herself ; certainly by students and alumni it is 
often better beloved. There are thirty-three such fraternities at present, exist- 
ing among the men of the American colleges. The chapter houses are not 
-infrequently among the finest buildings on the campus. Each society, as a rule, 
has its badge, which is conspicuously worn, its publications, its songs, its ban- 
•quets and its conventions. That a similar state of affairs is growing up in the 
women s colleges, that girls* Greek-letter fraternities not only exist, but are 
multiplying, is a fact not so generally known. 

From an a priori point of view, there is no reason why the fraternity idea 
-should not commend itself to girl students, and many reasons why it naturally 
would. For one thing the men's societies in a co-educational college exclude 
the women students. The locked door of the fraternity rooms is a perpetual 
•challenge to retaliation. That talk of initiation ordeals, hints of passwords, 
mottoes, grips and recognition signs should be, as it were, in the air around 
them, tokens of mysteries always to tantalize them, never to be revealed, would 
rouse emulation in a more passive creature than the average college girl. It 
was, as a matter of course, in the colleges which admit men and women both, 
that the women's Greek-letter societies originated, and it is in them that the 
-sisterhoods have chiefly flourished. Repeated efforts have been made to estab- 
lish a chapter of this order or that at Vassar, but no fledgling has ever proved 
strong enough to withstand the faculty's frown. Wellesley has had secret soci- 
eties at one time and another, but they have never proved permanent institutions. 
The new women's college at Bryn Mawr has a local society which may or may 
not gather strength with age. Cornell, Syracuse University, Boston University, 
St. Lawrence, in the northern part of this state, Ann Arbor, Kansas Univer- 
sity, Northwestern University, Minnesota University and a host of Western 
•co-educational schools are the homes of the women's Greek-letter societies. 
No one of these organizations is old enough — the senior society reckons barely 
seventeen years — to count any large number of prominent alumnae, but several 
have a creditable list of women who are known, and more who are doing good 
work, though they may not be before the public. The number of sororities at 
present, organized with principles and methods akin to the Greek-letter fraterni- 
ties, is seven. About fifty active chapters are known, and a conservative esti- 
mate of the membership would put it between 2.000 and 3,000. 

The oldest society is Kappa Alpha Theta, started at Asbury University, now 
De Pauw University, Greencastle, Ind., January 27, 1870. The largest society 
is Kappa Kappa Gamma, which has nineteen chapters and whose membership 
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is something above a thousand. The richest society is probably Alpha Phi, 
whose Alpha Chapter at Syracuse University has erected this year a beautiful 
chapter house, the only building of the sort, so far as the writer is aware, thus 
far owned by any of the ladies' societies. 

The women's societies by name, as furnished me by Mr. William Raymond 
Baird, whose book upon college fraternities, a new edition of which is now in 
preparation, is the main authority on the subject, are as follows : Sigma Kappa 
was organized at Colby University in 1874. It has but one chapter. Alpha 
Beta Tau has two chapters, one at the Mississippi State University, the other 
at the Oxford, Miss., Female Institute. Alpha Phi, though it has but three 
chapters, is one of the strongest of the fraternities, being very securely 
entrenched at Syracuse University, where it was founded in 1872. The badge 
is a jewelled monogram and the colors silver-gray and Bordeaux. Delta Gamma 
has ten active and two inactive chapters, all in the West and South. It is a 
rapidly growing fraternity and holds biennial conventions. The badge is a , 
golden anchor and the organ of the society is a quarterly magazine called the 
Delta Gamma Anchora. Gamma Phi Beta has three chapters. Its badge is a 
gold monogram and its colors light and dark brown. 

Kappa Alpha Theta and Kappa Kappa Gamma, founded in the same year 
and already referred to as the oldest and largest, respectively, of the women's 
fraternities, have long been rivals. The planting of Eta Chapter by the senior 
society at Ann Arbor, the first feminine association to get a foothold in that 
university, was considered a great acquisition. The society now has eleven 
chapters. The fraternity publishes a magazine and a song- book. 

Kappa Kappa Gamma is the most fully organized of the women's Greek- 
letter societies. Founded at Monmouth College, 111., October 13, 1870, the 
anniversary of that day is generally celebrated by the chapters. The governing 
power is vested in a Grand Council, with a representative from each province, 
which manages the fraternity in the interim between the biennial conventions. 
The last general convention was held at Akron, Ohio, and the next is to be at 
Minnesota University. Province conventions are also held. The fraternity 
publishes the Key^ a quarterly magazine, averaging 145 pages, which is edited 
by the Boston chapter, and was the first journal published by a woman's fraternity. 

One of the largest of the college societies managed by women, is not a Greek* 
letter society. The I. C. Sorosis, with headquarters at Kansas University, has 
twenty*five chapters in the west and publishes a journal called the Amrw. 
The growth of the girls' societies has been very rapid during the past two years, 
and inasmuch as the secrecy of any Greek-letter society, whether managed by 
men or women, consists mainly in the two facts that it refuses to divulge the 
meaning of the crooked characters borne on its seal, and holds very innocent 
meetings with locked doors, no domestic or other revolution is to be apprehended 
from their prosperity. — \New York Mail and Express.

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WAR TIMES AT ANN ARBOR. 



I have been asked to write some reminiscences of the early 
days of Alpha Epsilon, and particularly to give all details in my 
knowledge of the now famous coijflict between the fraternities 
and the college faculty, " anecdotes of the members, incidents 
of the stormy days when you took to the woods, a description 
of the cabin," eta I determined last October, to attempt com- 
pliance with this request, and at once entered into correspond- 
ence with some of our brothers, to try and obtain dates and 
data to freshen my memory ; but, until now, owing to change 
of station, and a press of official duties, I have not been able to 
get to work at the paper. To Brother A. Braden Clark, of 
Alpha Epsilon, I am particularly indebted for the trouble that 
he has taken to obtain and send me information from the 
records of the Alpha. You will please pardon me if the neces- 
sities of my subject force me to say more about myself than I 
feel disposed to do. 

I graduated from Ann Arbor in 1848 — the youngest student 
that ever graduated there — ^being but seventeen the April before 
graduation. My freshmen year closed in 1845, on conmience- 
ment day of which year I saw graduate the first class of the 
University of Michigan. At this date no secret society existed 
in the University. Two literary societies had been established, 
the Alpha Nu, and the Phi Phi Alpha, which met every Friday 
evening, and indulged in debates and essays. I belonged to the 
first named, whose motto was dui/jp po5c. 

The absence at this time of Greek-letter societies was not due 
to any disapprobation or opposition of the faculty, but to the 
newness of the coUega It was but little known among eastern 
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nniverBities. The Chi Psi Fraternity had no idea that, in 
establishing itself at Ann Arbor, it was acting in opposition to 
the faculty. 

I am of the impression that Wait told me, (though I am not 
positive), that he consulted Prof. Williams, the doyen of the 
faculty, on the subject That good old man, of all the faculty 
the most beloved by every student, neither objected to secret 
societies, nor mentioned the afterward notorious Rule 20. 

However this may be. Alpha Epsilon was established not 
very long before commencement day in 1846. Its charter 
members were C. W. Noble, H. D. Goodrich, W. W. Phelps, 
W. H. Wait, J. B. Witherell, S. Ewer, B. F. Parks, W. P. C. 
Whiting, H. H. Schoff, S. S. Schoff, G. B. Alcott, D. E. James, 
G. P. Kellogg and A. B. Levisee. Their principal eastern corre- 
spondents in the matter were J. H. Black and C. L. Seymour of 
Hamilton college. J. A. Priest of Hamilton came on to estab- 
lish the new Alpha, and initiate the charter members. 

Priest and myself had been fellow students and room-mates 
at the Black River Institute, Watertown, N. Y., and even in 
those days Priest had gained a reputation for sound scholarship 
and Christian graces of character. It was with great regret that 
I missed seeing him at this visit of his to Ann Arbor. But the 
Mexican war had then begun. My father was an officer of the 
army, and had summoned me to New York to say farewell on 
his departure for the scene of hostilities. I left Ann Arbor a 
little before Priest*s arrival, and remained absent more than a 
year. J. A Priest is still in good health, an eminent clergyman, 
and lives in Cincinnati. Writing to me under date of Decem- 
ber 5th, 1887, he says, concerning this visit to Ann Arbor: 

"I am sorry, also, that I cannot recall any special incidents 
connected with my visit I remember chiefly the great kindness 
with which I was received, and how much I enjoyed my visit" 

At the beginning of the college year, 1847-8, 1 returned to 
college, and having been examined on the studies of the junior 
year, which I had prosecuted at home, I re-entered my class, 
then become the senior. My room-mates were W. H. Wait and 
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P. R Latimer. I was speedily invited to join the Alpha Delta 
Phi; but preferred the society which included the larger num- 
ber of my intimate friends, and became a Chi Psi Burdick 
an*d Latimer had joined that society the previous year, making 
seven of my class who had become members, viz.: Burdick 
Latimer, Parks, Smith, Wait, Whiting and WitherelL About 
this time, Parks resigned his membership, believing it his duty 
so to do. His resignation was accepted with regret, and he 
always remained the personal friend of every one of us. We 
also lost the active membership of Whiting. His room was 
about a mile from the college building; he was not, at best, dis- 
posed to early rising and still less disposed to attend early chapel, 
attendance on wliich, however, was compulsory. On all these 
accounts he succeeded in scoring ten absences, and was in con- 
sequence expelled. 

At a meeting not very long after my initiation, the question 
was informally discussed whether I should " swing my badge," 
and was decided in the affirmative. When I matriculated, no 
pledges were exacted from the students on the subject of secret 
societies, and having recently returned, I might fairly be sup- 
posed ignorant of what had taken place the year previous on 
that subject Ignorant, indeed, I was of the details, though 
now I was soon informed thereof as follows : 

In the fall of 1846, it had been reported to the faculty that, 
on many recent occasions, parties of students had been seen after 
nine o'clock moving around the halls of the college building, 
crossing the campus, frequenting the ice cream saloons and prom- 
enading the streets of the town. Depredations on chicken roosts 
were also reported The faculty began to investigate, and 
Prof. Ten Broeck, on his own account, instigated a system of 
watching, which the irreverent students termed spying. His 
watchfulness was rewarded, for he discovered, on a certain 
evening, several small parties of students leave their quarters 
and proceed to the edge of the neighboring woods to a small 
house figured in a former volume of this journal Some of these 
students he recognized, and some he stopped and questioned as 
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to their purpose. They all refused to give satisfactory replies, 
on the ground that, being pledged to secrecy, they could not in 
honor do so. 

Here was indeed a mare's nest discovered, endangering the 
welfare of the state I A faculty meeting was called, and, with 
bated breath. Prof. Ten Broeck unmasked the villiany he had 
discovered. The criminals were summoned before the faculty 
and put to the question, and, having previously consulted, 
replied that they were attending a regular meeting of a secret 
society. Cross examination elicited the information that chap- 
ters of two recent societies existed in the University, viz., the 
Chi Psi and the Beta Theta Psi, affiliated with similar oi^aniza- 
tions in many eastern colleges ; also a full list of their members. 

The next day, all the members of these societies were notified 
by the faculty that they must promise to admit no new members, 
and the recent matriculants were called on to promise that they 
would join no college secret society during their University 
Ufa These promises I have never seen, nor have I heard in 
what form, if any, they were given ; but, if given, they were 
in such form as not to be considered binding at a future date on 
those who were claimed to have given them. At any rate, my 
Chi Psi brethren and myself agreed that no promise was bind- 
ing on me, having never been taken, and I accordingly appeared 
in public wearing my X. W, badge: The second day after thus 
appearing, I was summoned to the chapel to appear before the 
faculty, where I went wearing my badge. I was not asked to 
sit down, and was questioned by Prof. Whedon, who was acting 
President of the faculty. 

It happened that the day previous, before daylight, I had taken 
my gun and started directly across the campus for a turkey roost 
to shoot a wild turkey, and on my return was seen with gun 
and game on shoulder. Now this had never been forbidden ; 
but nevertheless to this oflfence inquiry was first directed Of 
course, I plead guilty to the facts as charged, but attached no 
criminality thereto. Prof. Whedon then asked me if I was a 
Chi Psi, to which I replied in the affirmative. " Do you not 
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know," then said he, " that in joining them you violated your 
honor and sacred pledge you made?" I replied that I did not 
belong to the new class ; that I was an old student, and had 
matriculated before any such pledge was exacted, as the pledge 
to which I supposed he referred. Strange to say this view of the 
case seemed not before to have occurred to the faculty; their wise 
heads leaned toward each other, and a whispered consultation 
ensued. After a few minutes, which seemed to me sufficiently 
long. Prof. Whedon turned towards me and said, " Young gen- 
tleman, your connection with the University is by an exceed- 
ingly slender thread, whether this thread, so slender and weak^ 
must part, I am now unable to tell yoiL You can go for the 
present" 

I went About an hour thereafter, as I was standing in one 
of the rear doors, the faculty meeting broke up, and the mem- 
bers dispersed. Some minutes after the others had passed, 
appeared Pro! Williams. His path to his house passing near, 
he saw me, and called me. I was without hat or overcoat, and 
as it was chilly, when I joined him, he took me under his big, 
blue cloth cloak, and walking along said : " my boy, don't you 
know you ought to obey all the college rules?" I replied 
that I was trying to. "Well, well," said the Prof., "go to 
your room, there is no harm coming to you." Good old man I 
Immersed in the study of his mathematics and churchmanship, 
(he was Professor of mathematics and an Episcopal clergyman), 
never did an harsh or unkind thought toward any one find 
harbor in that loving, kindly brain! I have visited Ann 
Arbor once since then, in 1878. A few of my class met then 
and there, and were entertained at supper by Prof. William* 
My old friend referred with a smile, to the occasion I have just 
told about 

Proi Whedon, at that period of his career, in my judgment, 
was not indisposed to be just, and even considerate to the stu- 
denta Thin in person, saturnine in face and feature, he was 
extremely dignified, slow in speech, and disposed, in conversa- 
tion as in his sermons, (he was a Methodist divine), to use the 
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figures of rhetoric which he taught He appeared to be more 
severe than he really was, and, when approached on his right 
side, was quite human. Oood scholarship in his branch was a 
sure passport to his favor. 

It was Prof. Agnew who seemed to keep the rest of the 
faculty to the mark in all the differences occurring with the 
undergraduates. He was a Presbyterian clergyman of the 
most rigid and inflexible type. Upright and unbending, free 
from apparent weakness, the students were satisfied that he 
fully believed the dogma that in hell were infants not a span 
long; and yet an actual wrong or what seemed to him an 
injustice, he was incapable of; but he did seem to regard the 
slightest peccadillo of the young men with very unforgiving 
eyes. Prof. Agnew had a charming family, occupy i ng the highest 
plane of society. I enjoyed the privilege of visiting them on 
quite intimate terms ; and, when next I visited them, after my 
above described interview with the faculty, great interest was 
manifested by them in my badge, which one of the young ladies 
of the family even wore under her father's very nose ; and about 
this time the Professor's eldest son, Sam., a freshman, became a 



No further controversy or collision between the societies and 
the faculty, took place before the graduation of my class in 



Whiting, whose expulsion from the University has been 
narrated, was permitted to return and graduate with his class. 
At this period in the history of the University, it had not become 
customary to assign the honors^ (salutatory, valedictory, etc), 
specifically as such, to honor men ; nevertheless it was a satis- 
faction to our society men, that, at this commencement, my 
address led oflF, and that of my chum, Wait, closed the cere- 
monies of the day. 

What I have now U) write is gathered from various sources ; 
from the records of Alpha Epsilon ; from newspaper statements 
published at the time; from private correspondence ; and from 
the mouths of some of the actors. 



Chi Psi. 



1848. 
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During the year 1848-y, the Chi Psis in the University of 
Michigan prospered, and some of the finest young fellows in 
college were initiated into the mysteriea 

In December, 1849, one of the University catalogues was 
picked up on the campus and taken to a member of the 
faculty, in which was found an extra leaf, printed by the Chi 
Psis, and containing the names of all the members of that Fra- 
ternity then in college. 

It would seem that, up to this time, the faculty had remained 
in ignorance of the continued existence and prosperity of the 
secret societies ; at any rate they had given no outward and 
visible sign of a knowledge thereof. In proportion then, to the 
indignation aroused by the revelation of their prosperity, was 
the uncompromising nature of the war now to be inaugurated 
on the Chi Psi Fraternity — the sternness of the determination 
to destroy it It has always seemed to me a proof of the 
weakness of the faculty's position ; — a proof that they them- 
selves felt such weakness in regard to the pledge exacted of 
matriculants not to join secret societies, — that they did not at 
once proceed to discipUne the lately initiated for violation of 
their word. This they did not do ; but they summoned every 
Chi Psi before them ; read to them the before referred to Bule 



No student shall he or become a member of any Society connected 
with the University whose constitution has not been submitted to, and 
approved by the Faculty 

And demanded that they take such steps as might be considered 
a compliance with the rul& 

It was at this time that to the aid of the Chi Psis, stepped 
forwai-d the brotherhood of the Alpha Delta Phi, who, learning 
the state of affairs, sent to the faculty the names of their mem- 
bers, and manfully expressed their determination to share the 
fate of their Chi Psi fellow students. 

College bred men will easily understand that the members of 
Alpha Epsilon informed the faculty that it was impossible for 
them to submit to the faculty the constitution in which so many 
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others far away were interested, and respectfully declined to 
renounce their Fraternity. So at the end of the December 
term, the faculty announced to the Chi Psis and Alpha Delta 
Phis, that, unless by the commencement of the January term, 
1850, they had forsaken their societies, they would cease to be 
members of the University of Michigan. 

This announcement, not unexpected, was as distasteful to 
non-society as to society men. Little knots of students here and 
there, discussed the situation, generally without noisa But, 
about midnight, a pile of light wood was seen in flames in the 
wood yard, some distance away from the University building ; 
the faculty caused this to be extinguished ; but, in a short time, 
it was again lighted, and this time the fence and wood shed 
were burned down. I shall not attempt to excuse this foolish 
act, of which, later, the faculty attempted to make so much. 
I will only state the additional fact that the University building 
was not endangered by this fire, nor was it intended to be, nor 
was any other act of violence committed. 

The University of Michigan was a State Institution con- 
trolled by a Board of Regents, and to this board the secret 
societies determined primarily to appeal for justice. To this 
body was reported the simple facts of the expulsion, and the 
chairman of the executive committee of the Eegents, December 
29th, wrote to the faculty asking the reason for the expulsion 
of so many students. The faculty sent their reply to the 
Regents, January 10th, 1850. After giving the reason, they 
expressed their opinions in the case, as follows : 

" Your faculty will proceed to state their positive objections 
to these societies. 1st — The whole history of these societies is 
a detail of obliquities. One year they existed contrary to the 
known law, requiring the exhibition of their constitution, hold- 
ing their meetings at unlawful hours and in unlawful places, 
and, when first detected by their after-midnight depredations, 
they attempted to overawe the faculty, and have ever since 
stood their ground by violating pledges and breaking law& 

2nd. — These extended affiliations are a great irresponsible 
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authority, a monster power which lays its hands upon every 
college and college faculty in the country, requiring submission 
when there is no obligation. The will of the state of Michigan 
is the only power by which we are here placed. To the latter 
power we yield a compliance any time ; to the former, never. 

Srd. — They are exclusive and oligarchic in their selection of 
members, and oppressive toward all who are not of their own 
organism. There are many who are refused admission; many 
who, conscientiously perhaps, refuse to be admitted ; the equal 
rights of the former, and the conscientious rights of the latter, 
are equally violated and trampled upon. They are oppressed 
and crushed between rival corporations, and browbeaten if they 
attempt to set up rival secret societies, or complain, as they 
sometimes do, to the faculty. Yet these despotic and intolerant 
oligarchies raise an outcry at the despotism and bigotry of all 
who question their tyranny. Many have admitted that they 
were persecuted into a membership of these societies ; they 
found no peace without, and surrendered to them as their only 
refuge. 

4th. — The societies entrap into an immature commitment 
the sons of parents who wholly disapprove of them. Many a 
father believes that secret societies are in themselves wrong. 
He feels his responsibility for the moral character of his chil- 
dren, and entrusts them to us. Forthwith they are beset on all 
sides by these affiliations, and, contrary to their filial duty and 
original purpose, are hastily committed. How can we answer 
our responsibility to such parent? 

5th. — The meetings of these societies are liable to become, 
and often are lawless and convivial. Th^y are held in private 
houses, beer shops, and hotels, at hours when by all law honest 
folks should be at home, and the student in his room. The 
transition is easy, and is often made to the bar, the groggery 
and the midnight haunt Let parents be assured that this is 
often the route which their sons have taken to ruin. 

6th. — ^The poor student, and many of our students are poor, 
comes to the University, struggling to attain an education by 
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his own exertions. Persecuted into these societies, the money 
he has labored to earn for his education, goes for badges, para- 
phernalia, convivial entertainments and journeys on society 
business. 

7th. — These societies are the permanent source of mutual 
intrigues and jealousies. One society or one generation of a 
society may be comparatively elevated and pure in purpose, but 
the organization still stands a tool for mischief in crafty hands. 

There are artful seducers whom we could name, who are this day, 
through these societies, standing not only between the faculty 
and the students, but between the parent and the deluded vic- 
tim* These combinations often exist as organized clans for 
the support of a few demagogue leaders, and for mutual offen- 
sive and defensive support, and, while they thus stand in the 
varied relations of mutual combination in the same class of 
jealous hostility against rival associations, of oppressive intoler- 
ance toward the uninitiated, and of ready common defiance of the 
authorities, societies of this sort are susceptible of indefinite, 
incontrollable multiplication. If three (3) can exist, thirty (30) 
may ; and the government may be completely hemmed in and 
the community distracted by a collection of juntos mutually 
hostile to each other, but united in common opposition to 
authority." 



The Regents, after due consideration of this paper, appointed a 
committee of seven of their number to visit Ann Arbor and still 
farther investigate. This committee, Feb. 7, 1850, reported sub- 
tantially as follows : ** In absence of any proof to the contrary, 
the committee are bound to consider as true, the statements em- 
bodied in the communication of the faculty, and the question pre- 
sented to the committee is, whether the faculty are, under the 
circumstances set forth in their report, justified in the course 

♦ I have not given the entire report of the faculty nor that of the Regents, 
next in order. So much, however, I believe, is given as is necessary to a full 
understanding of the case. 



*( The signatures of the faculty.) 
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which they pursued in reference to the delinquent students. 
Upon this question the committee entertain no doubts; a 
judgment less lenient could not, under the circumstances, have 
been expected. They must either submit to the laws of the 
University, or their connection with it must be dissolved." 

In reading now these papers, after the lapse of so many years, 
first, I am struck by the want of calm dispassionate argument 
or logic, and the plenty of indefinite, unsupported assertion in 
the report made by the faculty ; a body of men whose position 
would warrant the expectation of a different treatment of a ques- 
tion which they certainly regarded of grave importance. Next 
comes a feeling of surprise at the credulous trustfulness of the 
highly respectable committee of the Eegents — a trustfulness 
which could induce them, "in absence of any proof to the 
contrary," to be sure, but equally without, as far as appears, 
affirmative evidence, to declare themselves " bound to consider 
as true the statements" in the faculty's paper, — statements 
giving such a dreadful picture of anarchy and lawlessness,— of 
timid teachers browbeaten and crushed by powerful pupils, as 
was entirely incompatible with the history of successful uni- 
versity education where secret societies had existed prior to 
1849-50. 

But to return to my history; the societies, having failed 
with the Regents, determined to take the matter to the Legisla- 
ture, and selected D. E, James and M. H. Goodrich to memori- 
alize that body. So far as is known these gentlemen failed to do 
the work they were asked to do ; but the citizens of Ann Arbor, 
becoming deeply interested and sympathizing fully with the 
societies in the matter, caused one of their Senators, McGinley 
of Washtenaw, to introduce a seuate resolution calling on the 
Regents for all documents in their posession bearing on the dif- 
ficulties in the University. In response to this demand, the 
Regents sent the report of the faculty, and the report of their 
own committee above quoted ; a short letter from Prof. Whedon, 
and some extracts from letters received by the faculty from 
professors in eastern colleges opposed to secret societies ; and, 
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in answer thereto, the Chi Psis and Alphas Delta Psis sent to 
the senate the following paper : 

" In undertaking an answer to the report of the faculty of 
the University of Michigan to the Hon. Board of Regents, we are 
not in ignorance of the strong prejudice against us in the public 
mind created by it We hear men every day ask why, if that 
report is not true, it has not been answered, since so fair an 
opportunity for that purpose was offered by the Brents. All 
inquiries of this kind we hope to answer in a satisfactory man- 
ner before concluding. In an order-loving country like our 
own, where every thing that looks like insubordination or impa- 
tience of restraint, meets with little sympathy from the public 
at large, newspapers filled with such italicized words as BMLlion^ 
Insubordination^ &c , have easily caused many worthy people to 
look, with a sort of holy horror, upon the fact that a large num- 
ber of students have dared to differ with their instructors upon 
the tendencies of secret societies, and, differing, have dared to 
maintain their opinions and associations even at the peril of ex- 
pulsion. There is, moreover, a shade of that bugbear, anti-ma- 
sonry, yet lingering in the memories of many ; and hence any 
cry against the corrapt tendencies of secret societies meets a 
warm and hearty response. We are not inclined to set our- 
selves up in opposition to the established character and reputa- 
tion of such men as the Hon. Board of Regents and the faculty 
of the University ; but, feeling that the reflection cast upon the 
characters individually and collectively of the students compos- 
ing these societies is unjust and unoalled for, and that the 
truth of many statements of the faculty report cannot be sub- 
stantiated, we have taken the resposibility of answering, to clear 
up the character of the accused, and to refute the misstatements 
submitted to the publia In all cases where we shall be com- 
pelled to differ in the statements of matters of fact, from the 
faculty and committee of the Board of Regents, we shall make 
no statements which we are not prepared to support by the full- 
est and most positive evidence aside from our own. Perhaps 
the more weight will be attached to our testimony when it is 
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known that a high compliment has been paid to oar " wisdom " 
and " moral courage," by the chairman of the committee of the 
Board of Regents in consequence of our dissolution of our for- 
mer connection with secret societies. After having been mem- 
bers, we may be supposed to be as well acquainted with the ten- 
dencies of the secret societies as the faculty who have no 
advantage of internal evidence ; and, after resisting the influ- 
ence of arguments appealing to a false pride or threats appeal- 
ing to our fears, we would not very naturally be inclined to 
extenuate their vice or magnify their virtues. We are all aware 
of the great discrepancies of age, wisdom, and reputation exist- 
ing between the Hon. Board of Regents, the faculty and our- 
selves, but it has been happily said by Lord Bacon that, " while 
assertion is a long bow, the effect of which depends on the 
strength of him who uses it, argument is a crossbow, which 
has equal force whether shot by a boy or a giant" So long 
then as the last named weapon is used, there is safety ; in the 
use of the first, there is no desire to rival the faculty or the 
honorable board. 

And first of the report of the Regent's committa — A narra- 
tive is given of a meeting of a committee of the Board of 
R^ents and the students on the 19th of January, which is in 
the main correct But we have something to say on the implica- 
tion of want of good faith on the part of the students there assem- 
bled. The students were not only advised that they were at 
liberty to examine the communication, (the faculty report), but 
were promised possession of a copy of that report The chair- 
man of the committee, in the presence of the faculty and a 
number of the students in the library of University, upon 
learning that said report bad been left in Detroit, and upon 
request of Mr. Brooks for a copy, promised, that upon the return 
of the Regents to Detroit, a copy of the report should be sent 
to the students through the hands of the President of the faculty. 
Upon this condition,and no other, did the students promise a writ- 
ten answer or exposition. Now, how was this promise regarded ? 
In about a week the document came into the hands of thePres- 
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ident As soon as the fact was known, a committee called 
upon him and requested a copy of the promised report He 
replied that his orders were not to let it go out of his posses- 
sion — that they were at liberty to read it, but not to take notes 
for publication. Subsequently, a request to copy it was made, 
which was also refused. It is evident that it would be impos- 
sible to reply to all the important charges contained in a docu- 
ment of twenty-two pages, from merely a slight reading, but that 
possession and repeated reference was necessary. Where then, 
we ask, is the want of faith apparent? It is a truth, as old as 
moral law, that if one of the parties break a mutual contract the 
other is not bound. " In the absence of any proof to the contrary, 
the committee are bound to consider as true the statements 
embodied in the communication of the faculty." This might 
have been said with truth and justice if their part of the con- 
tract had been fulfilled. The report states that a number of the 
expelled students have resumed their studies in the University, 
in the face of obstacles well calculated to deter them — that these 
obstacles consisted in arguments appealing to false pride, or 
threats appealing to their fears." In regard to threats, we have 
yet to learn that any such have been made ; arguments were no 
doubt made to their pride, but to a pride which we consider far 
from false. It is sincerely believed and hoped that there is no one 
among the expelled students who would hesitate for a moment 
to re-enter the University, did he not believe that the law, under 
which he is removed, is beyond the proper sphere of college 
legislation, and deprives him of a right. The report states that 
the societies, by excluding from membership a portion of the stu- 
dents, " create a sort of monopoly in literary and scientific know- 
ledge." The sjune charge is made in the faculty report, the 
answer to which will be reserved for a review of that document. 
Immediately following that quotation is an insinuation calcu- 
lated to convey an impression entirely false It is said that 
many of the young men who resort to the University are poor — 
obliged to work for their support, and that "it is the duty of 
the Board to suppose all organizations aristrocratical in their 
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nature, by which a line of distinction is drawn between the 
youth who may resort to our University." Now this language 
either means nothing, or it means that the societies in the Uni- 
versity are aristocratical in their nature/' and calculated lo 
draw this line of distinction. We cannot believe that the com- 
mittee of the Hon. Board would be guilty of willful misrepre- 
sentation, and must therefore ascribe their argument to their 
ignorance of the facta It the committee had taken the trou- 
ble to possess tliemselves of full information, they would have 
discovered that these young men who are supported by their 
own labor form a large portion of the societies, and that some 
of their number, who have enjoyed the highest reputation in 
college, and swayed the greatest influence, come from this very 
class. Then, by bringing rich and ixx)r into the closest con- 
nections, and uniting them by the strictest bonds of brotherhood, 
the societies have a direct tendency to break up the* aristocracy 
of wealth. It is stated that the multiplication of these societies 
will create a rivalry among the students, and, when united, will 
wield a power strong enough to overthrow all law. We ask, 
what would cause societies, among which exists so much rivalry, 
to unite? If their rivalry grows out of earnestness of com[)e- 
tition get new members, surely, societies, if there arc fifty, 
would not unite to prevent the expulsion of one from college, 
when by this very action, this competition would be decrciised. 
If there is so much rivalry and enmity, it is absurd to supptxse 
tliat a union would take place, to prevent the execution of 
University laws \i\x>n any member. If rivalry should exist, it 
would be a rivalry for the good will of the faculty. One would 
naturally suppose that in the case like the expulsion mentioned, 
when war was declared upon secret societies generally, that a 
union would take place if ever. Yet we find that such was 
not thcciise; that a third scxjiety did not unite with the other 
two in opposition to the action of the faculty. It is said that 
the Board are unable to prescribe a code of laws, without con- 
sulting the opinion of those they are intended to govern. A 
still stronger statement than this might have been made, for 
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the Board of Regents, as now constituted, are amenable to no 
one, and may safely act in utter disregard of popular opinion ; 
it possesses a power equaled by no other corporation or body 
of men in the state. It is not pretended that the opinion 
of students should have been consulted in the formation of the 
laws; but, in the adoption of the 20th rule, there would have 
been nothing derogatory to the dignity of the Regents to have 
asked secret societies for an argument upon their favorable ten- 
dencies, and testimonials from eastern professors, members of 
such societies, upon the same point. As it is now, extracts of an 
unfavorable character have been presented by the faculty and 
printed, while letters of a contrary tone, if received, have been 
carefully suppressed. We are informed by a graduate of Yale 
college, a clergyman, that, while he was an undergraduate, no 
law analogous to the 20th rule existed, and the only one possi- 
bly referring to secret societies, was, that no student should be 
excused from recitations to attend their meetings, it is stated 
that there are two literary societies connected with the Univer- 
sity ; " the benefits are extended alike to every student." These 
benefits are not extended to every student as his right The 
societies mentioned have all the executive features of a secret 
society. In one it requires a two-thirds vote, and in the other 
a full vote to become a member. It is seldom that a person 
goes through college without becoming a member of one of 
them, but this is owing to the rivalry between the two societies. 

We have now something of a historical narrative to make rela- 
tive to, the enactment of the rule 20, and the establishment of 
secret societies. This regulation, which in substance forbids 
any student to connect himself with any associations not 
approved by the faculty, was, no doubt, as they say, adopted 
long before these societies came into being. * * * * 
Utterly unconscious of any violation of law, and with the best 
motives, several students in the winter of 1845, commenced 
the establishment of two of these associations. The founders 
of one of them applied to one of the oldest professors of the fac- 
ulty, and requested his opinion as to their ability, and whether 
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there were any objections to its foundation. The professor never 
mentioned the law, and, if he did not express his opinion, cer- 
tainly did not his disapproval of such an organization. That 
society was organized and commenced operations without any 
intention of concealing its existence from the faculty. On the 
contrary, they met in the chapel for some meetings, when they 
were told, as there were lectures immediately below them, they 
could no longer meet thera This is evidence enough to show 
that, inasmuch as there was no reference made to rule 20 by the 
professor in the conversation mentioned, its scope did not 
include what are not considered interdicted societies. We after- 
ward find from the faculty report that no definite answer was 
given to a request for the establishment of the A, J. <P, society, 
but that this was also established by sufferance, if not permis- 
sion. Thus we see how two at least of these societies engrafted 
themselves irresponsibly upon the University * * * 

The next specification is that these societies are formidable 
to the law, and the whole argument is drawn from the difliculty 
in putting them down, and from circumstances that have occurred 
solely through the attempt to do so. Now the strength of an 
association and the difficulty in suppressing it, is not, and can- 
not be an argument for suppressing it. The masonic fraternity 
and the order of odd-fellows are certainly powerful bodies, and 
the state or general government would find great difficulty in 
suppressing them. The Christian church is a most powerful 
organization, exerting a controlling influence over the whole 
lives and characters of millions, and any attempt on the part of 
the government to put it down, would doubtless be followed 
by rebellion ; yet so long as the influence is good, who mur- 
murs against its power? Who dares to say it is dangerous to 
the State? We repeat then, that the power of an organization, 
or the difficulty of destroying it, is in itself no just cause for 
commencing a crusade against it It is objected that the soci- 
eties are " exclusive, oligarchic in their selection of members, 
and oppressive to all who are not of their own organization." 
" There are many who are refused admissions and their equal 
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rights are thereby violated." That the societies are oligarchic, 
is perfectly true. It probably will not be denied that the end 
and purpose of government is to protect all the governed in all 
their rigbta If the equal rights of many are violated by these 
societies, it is certainly a good reason that they should fall 
under the displeasure of college government. The question is, 
what right has been violated ? Every student has a right to 
claim from others a kind and courteous treatment; but the 
devoted friendship, the unhesitating confidence, the generous 
assistance and sympathy in times of misfortune, which the mem- 
bers of a society extend to each other, are not dues which every 
one has a right to expect They are free gifts, which every man 
has a right to bestow upon or withhold from whomsoever he 
pleases. The socif^ty makes certain conditions of membership, 
that every man whom they elect shall be of such a character as 
to make a worthy member, who will not, by his imbecility or 
wickedness, disgrace the society to which he belongs. Are 
they to admit everyone to their friendship and confidence, no 
matter how base his character may be, how contemptible his 
talents? That unworthy members are admitted into these 
societies, is indeed undeniable ; so also there have been traitors 
in high places in our government, and hypocrites at the Altar of 
God ; but these should only be reasons for greater care in the 
administration of their laws and the admission of members. 
Let the faculty point, if they can, to any organized society, 
government, social, literary or religious, which is not exclu- 
sive," " oligarchic," and " monopolizing " enough to exact some 
test on condition of membership ! How is it with these respect- 
able fraternities to which the faculty have no objection ? Is 
there no such thing as a black ball in their lodges ? Do they not 
make some inquiries into the moral character or religious belief 
of applicants? Deny the principal contained in this objection, 
and you deny all right of combination for mutual benefit which 
does not freely and unconditionally admit the whole world. 
Surely the faculty have preached a wilder doctrine than was 
ever dreamed of or broached by Fourier or Robert Dale Owen ! 
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We are told in one paragraph that the societies persecute indi- 
vidaals into membership. It is not true to say that any are 
persecuted into membership, and we know of no one who has 
ever admitted such to be his experience. 

" The societies are oppressive to all who are not of their own 
organism, and brow-beat them if they attempt to set up rival 
secret societies, or complain as they sometimes do to the faculty." 
We are somewhat puzzled by the first of these charges. 
How, in a body of students, governed by the same laws, enjoy- 
ing the s&me privileges of instruction, sustaining no relations 
to each other of master and servant, debtor or creditor, em- 
ployer or employed, one portion could be able in any way 
to oppress another, is difficult to say. By inquiry from the 
faculty, we learn that the oppression consists in a certain con- 
tempt supposed to be manifested or felt by the members of the 
societies toward the neutrals. It is very true that every man 
has a right to form just what opinion he pleases of another, and, 
if he feels a contempt for him, it will be somewhat difficult to 
convert it into respect by a law of the Regents. Still, if the 
societies tend to produce such feelings when they would not 
otherwise have existed, it is undoubtedly an evil. The facts 
are these : the societies, in their selection of members, seek those 
who by their character and talents will do most honor to the 
society of their choica It is manifest that those who are not 
judged worthy of an election by any of the societies cannot be 
such men as to command the greatest influence and respect in 
college. If there are some among these who have a much 
higher opinion of themselves than others have for them, they 
may at times, perhaps, as stated in the report, complain to the 
faculty of the non-appreciation which their manifest virtues have 
met with, and it is probable that they will consequently be 
looked upon by the students as informers ever are in all colleges. 

" These societies entrap into an immature commitment the sons 
of parents who wholly disapprove of them." This objection 
perhaps, is the most valid of any advanced by the faculty. Still 
it would seem that few young men would be willing to break 
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the express commands of a parent in this matter, and that a • 
young man, who was disposed to set at naught parental author- 
ity, would scarcely be saved by removing secret societies out of 
his reach. " The meetings of these societies are liable to become, 
and often are lawless and convivial;" and to substantiate this 
charge, they call into Court, the Rev. J. P. Thompson, who 
testifies that sometimes these societies are truly useful, combin- 
ing a pleasant relaxation from severe study with varied intel- 
lectual entertainments, but that more commonly the meetings 
degenerate into a mere carousal, from which some of the first 
schoIai*s are carried to their beds at midnight, dead drunL" 
Tell us, if you please, that the meetings of these societies are so. 
It will be noticed by referring to the report, that the marks of 
quotation at the end of the extract are ommitted, we don't say 
purposely ; but, as it is, many have supposed this to be the 
language of the faculty. They do say, however, that " the trans- 
ition is easy, and often made to the bar, the groggery and the 
midnight haunt." Upon what grounds the faculty make this 
charge, it would be difiicult to say. Certain it is, that the facts 
are not derived from the faculty records, for, the last four years, 
it is believed there has not been an individual before the faculty 
upon the charge of being off the college grounds after 9 P. M., 
or for any of the " transitions " mentioned above ; all of which 
are properly amenable to the faculty discipline. Now tliis 
dilemma follows : Either these statements are willfully untrue, 
or the faculty do not " answer their responsibility " to parents. 
It is a fact well known in the University, that the most lawless 
and immoral young men whom we have had among us, have 
been neutralsL Reasoning then upon the system of the faculty, 
who infer from every act of mischief committed by a society 
man, that the direct tendency of secret societies is toward the 
commission of such acts, we must certainly conclude that the 
tendency of neutralism is to make men law-breakers, and to 
lead them to the " bar, the groggery and the midnight haunt." 
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The faculty, " with the utmost pleasure, bear testimony to the 
general good conduct of the collegiate young men of Mich- 
igan," and yet a majority of those young men belong to the 
societies which they have just accused of lawlessness and 
insubordination; of after midnight depredations; of faithless- 
ness to their pledges ; of despotism, oppression and intolerance ; 
of violating filial obligations and encouraging others to do so ; 
of lawless revels, and of resorting to the " bar, the groggery and 
the midnight haunt," How can they reconcile such glaring 
contradictions? Which of these statements is true ? It is said 
that the "college officers have the same affection for these meet- 
ings that a quadruped has for the constrictor that is lovingly 
coiled around him." Strange as it may appear, one of these 
societies connected with the University, received last term a 
petition from Professor West, and another professor of Hamp- ' 
den-Sydney College, Ya., asking leave to establish a chapter 
in that collega Here the petition comes from the faculty of a 
college containing no secret societies, asking leave to establish 
one. Does that look like the " anaconda affection ?" We are 
told by the faculty that their opinions are sustained by the 

ablest college faculties of the age," and they have given us 
several extracts from letters, which, although generally dis- 
approving secret societies, are far from sustaining the strong 
denunciations of the faculty report ; indeed, these very letters 
testify that the influence of some of these societies has appeared 
favorable to scholarship and discipline" Isolated pages from 
letters can never have great weight as evidence. It is much to 
be wished that the faculty had given us the whole of these 
letters, and that they had told us whether these were all the 
letters which they received in reply to communications they 
addressed to other professors on the subject. We are also told 
that these very professors and presidents who have formed these 
societies and presided at their meetings, speak of them with 
the deepest reprobation. What must we think of a professor 
or president, who, after having learned the constitution and 
rules of one of these societies, has voluntarily joined it, has contin- 
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ue<l in his position as a member, and who moc^ks at the obligations 
he has taken, and the solemn promises he has made? He has 
deceived those who have stretched out to him the right hand 
of fellowship ; he has betrayed those whom he has called 
brethren. We deeply regret that this unfortunate difference 
should have arisen in our University. We regret that our facul- 
ty should have been influenced by corporate pride and by the 
fear of seeming defeat in a favorite measure, to push that 
measure after it had evidently l)ecome unwise and impolitia 
We are sensible tliat the faculty were justly irritated by many 
of the attacks made upon them subsequent to the late exposure ; 
still, it is to be wished that, rising above such considerations, they 
had used in their report the language of moderation and kind- 
ness, rather than that of anger and vituperation. They would 
then have been spared the reproach of having made many 
strong and bitter, as well as unjust charges upon the strength 
of mere conjecture, and we the pain of appearing as the antag- 
onists of men whom from their position we must respect 
Sidney A. Bean, /f.

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THE CONVENTION. 



The Forty Seventh Convention op the Fraternity 
WILL be held April 4th, 5th and 6th, at Willard's 
Hotel, Washington, D. C. ; the Banquet on the Even- 
ing OF Thursday, the 5th. 

The coming convention is unique in several particulars. It 
is the first, in our memory at least, ever held in Washington. 
It meets under the auspices of Tau, a southern Alpha, the first 
so honored, we believe since ihe war, it not since the founda- 
tion of the Fraternity. It will also be held under the auspices 
of a Chi Psi Alumni Association ; and this is a notable step in 
our history. The Washington City Alumni Association is newly 
formed — its organization being doubtless hastened by the pros- 
pect of entertaining the convention ; yet its more active members 
have taken charge of the arrangements for our annual gathering 
— in particular the banquet — in a way and with a vim, which 
promises to make Chi Psi's forty-seventh convention a great 
success, and pave the way to a combined undergraduate and 
alumni censorship of all conventions in the future. 

At this writing, the plans of those in charge have not been 
perfected. We can safely say, however, that the business ses- 
sions will be held much as were those of the last convention. 
The brothers in attendnnce can also look forward to the " secret 
literary exercises," which were an enjoyable as well as profita- 
ble feature of last year. But the banquet seems destined to 
prove the event of the three days. From arrangements already 
perfected, we can confidently prophesy that it will be a sympo- 
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siiim such aa Ohi Psi has never known before. Why should 
it not be so? The large number of Chi Psis now in Washing- 
ton, the active supervision of their alumni association, and the 
presence of the younger members from the convention itself, 
surely promise a banquet long to be remembered.

elected member from Michigan, the Postmaster General, Gen- 
eral Duane, Chief of Engineers, U. S. A., and a score or more, 
prominent in the branches and departments of the government. 
Again, there's the new Alumni Association, which has so 
promptly taken the convention under its wing. And still again, 
the attractive program, the banquet, and the many important 
matters of Chi Psi legislation which are slated for the three 
days.

SPONSORS AND SPONSION. 



The approach of another campaigning season calls to mind 
a topic too little considered by fraternity men. Fraternity god- 
fathers are numerous enough, rather too numerous, if we but 
believe some of our active brothers. It requires little effort on 
the part of the ambitious sub-freshman to interest an alumnus 
or undergraduate of the chosen fraternity, and to secure from 
him the coveted letter of introduction or recommendation. 
Godchild thus may too often prove unworthy his sponsor. On 
the other hand, such letters are apt to be treated lightly, even 
ignored by the wiseacres and independents of the chapters. 
Jealous motives and subterfuges sometimes prevent the consid- 
eration which a brother's opinion should merit, and the rules of 
common politeness are forgotten, in omitting to acknowledge 
the letter or express thanks for the interest shown. We would 
preach, then, a lesson of reciprocal duty, yes, of fraternity 
etiquette. 

Now, suppose this case. In a certain city lives an alumnus 
of our Fraternity. In the same city lives a certain young man. 
The alumnus has seen this young man grow up under his eyes, 
has watched the moulding of his character through the succes- 
sive stages of boyhood and young manhood. By and by, his 
young acquaintance decides to enter college, and chooses an insti- 
tution other than that from which our alumnus graduated, but 
in which his same old fraternal altar-fire is burning. The 
alumnus at once becomes more interested, examines closely 
into the antecedents and character of the prospective collegian, 
and, at last deciding him to be worthy, writes to " the boys " of 
the chosen college, giving the facts, in short, recommending him 
as a candidate. This is fraternity sponsion in its purest foroL 
A very much mixed question of duty now presents itself. 
What if the expectant godchild, in the hurly-burly of a heated 
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campaign and the exuberance of feeling, characteristic of the 
newly-fledged collegian, is — in short—" very fresh," and offends 
one of the brethren, indeed literally moulds his own blackball? 
What if he prove a hard-looker,'* or if he be devoid of even 
the modicum of refinement allotted to the average freshman, or 
if beseem stupid and anything but a "good fellow" in the 
hasty glance which a campaign permits ? What if this glance 
cannot discover any of the points of merit, noted and vouched 
for by the absent godfather ? What if he intend to take a spe- 
cial course and you are adverse to initiating special students? 
What if the chapter even makes ready to vote an emphatic and 
unanimous negative ! Our brothers, we believe, in such a case, 
the highest wisdom will be found in that epigram of Augustus, 
fesiina lente. Delay, postpone, consider, examina For, remem- 
ber, you have on the one hand the judgment of a brother, who 
has perhaps scrutinized this candidate during more years^ than 
you have, days; who knows just how completely the well- 
known qualifications are fulfilled; who has, above all, shown 
such intetest in his Fraternity as to step aside for a time from 
the busy round of a busy life, and turn detective, that the Fra- 
ternity' of his youth may still have men worthy of its fame. 
It will not be well to treat his recommendation lightly ; it will 
be worse to blackball his godchild, after but a few days' acquaint- 
ance; and. Sir Undergraduate, it will be a fatal mistake, if, 
whatsoever you do, you fail to acknowledge by letter or in per- 
son the obligation of " the boys " to the brother of the olden 
time ; most fatal, if you disregard his advice and then are so 
lacking in manly politeness and fraternal courtesy as to make 
no explanation of your action. This is an extreme case, one in 
which, we venture the opinion, in nine cases out of ten, the 
best and wisest course would be to elect the candidate, even if 
hastily judged unworthy. In all cases a letter of recommenda- 
tion from an alumnus of accredited loyalty, should be pre- 
sumptive evidence of the desirability of the candidate. It 
puts him immediately on the defensive, and those who stand 
up and say, No I should prove conclusively that the sponsor is 
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in error and that his godchild is unworthy, before the deci- 
sive blackball be cast The circamstances of the case must 
always be weighed. If the alumnus be one of the intermit- 
tent sort, whose interest is subject to sudden flows and long sub 
sidences, if he be known to possess not the best judgment in 
fraternity matters, or if any other circumstances militate against 
his opinions and recommendations, the presumption becomes 
very weak. But we repeat, the sponsorship of an alumnus is 
presumptive that the candidate is worthy ; the contrary must 
be proved. And rememl)er always that common politeness, 
sad to say, sometimes comes to be quite one of the virtues in 
the intercourse of members of fraternitiesi 

The sponsorship of an undergraduate is but another phase. 
Two boys grow up together, and go to different c<»l leges, the 
one perhaps a year or two later than the other. The first has 
meanwhile become one of the chosen, and may be supposed to 
have learned what manner of boy alone is worthy an election 
to his Fraternity. He. too, sends a letter of recommendation to 
" the boys " of the college which his friend proposes to enter, 
or perhaps he secures such a testimonial from the chapter itself. 
Now, what is the duty of the other chapter? D >esthis letter 
become presumptive evidence of the worthiness of the candidate ? 
In all fairness, we must say, it does not. The friend who 
recommends doubtless knows more of the candidate than did 
our alumnu.') of his godchild; he knows him intimately, his 
people, — his sister perhaps,— and he can tell you his marks in 
preparatory school, or his records as an athleta But he is 
confessedly his intimate friend His judgment cannot escape 
an excusable biaa His letter must be taken cautiously. The 
same objection holds against the testimonial of his chapter, as 
it rarely means more than the recommendation of the one 
brother. Still, such a letter from either puts the candidate at 
once on the defensiva Some one within the fold, one who 
knows him and his antecedents well, has stood sponsor for him, 
and the caution and delayed consideration of his case, essential 
to that of our former godchild, becomes imperativa Another 
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oiim of ooDsiderations are of weight in sach cases of recommend- 
ation. Snppofle the sponsor be from a city whence have come 
oaany and generally good and loyal brothers, or suppose he be 
of a chapter whose qualifications are much like thone of the 
memorialized chapter, or that he has already become known as 
an earnest fraternity man ; then, it is undeniable, the recommend- 
ation, almost, if not quite, becomes presumptiva But if the 
oolites are widely different in the quality of their men ; if the 
qualifications for membership in the two chapters are neces- 
sarily different — which often happens in the best of frater- 
nities — or, if the sponsor be so little known as to east suspicion 
on the disinterestedness of his recommendation, then, the candi- 
date must, we feel, stand upon and be judged by his own merita 
The former conditions are more frequent than the latter ; and 
it would be a serious comment on fraternities if, in many casea, 
the sponsor be charged with subordination of fraternity to 
personal interests. And so, we repeat, a letter of recommend- 
ation, even in the worst case, puts the candidate upon the 
defensive, and he at once becomes entitled to an invitation and 
careful examination. If closer acquaintance prove him worthy, 
so be it ; inform and thank his sponsor. If he be found, after 
careful scrutiny, not worthy, so be it, also ; but remember your 
debt to the brother who did all he could for his friend and his 
Fraternity. See well to it, that you show your appreciation by 
a letter of thanks and explanation. 

The duty of sponsors has been already indicated. If chap- 
ters must be cautious, godfathers must be equally so. ▲ 
recommendation means, or should mean to the chapter, the 
expenditure of time in a season when time is valuable, and 
of money when there seems a plenty of outlets. The alumnus 
will rarely recommend a boy whom, in his best judgment, he 
does notconsider suitable The undergraduate will, we believe, 
be nearly as conservative. This is as much the duty of both, 
as it is of the chapter to entertain and consider those vouched 
for in this manner. Let sponsors be wise and loyal to the Fra- 
ternity ; they will have done their duty. 
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We should all remember this traism : fraternity sponsion is, 
not only etymologically, but in fact, aarc^y^Atp. You go on 
the candidate's bond that he ia what you say he ia You 
become responsible, in a sense, for him and his record as a 
fraternity man. You say to the Fraternity : he is worthy, I 
will vouch for him. Be careful, then, to whom you give such 
a valuable letter of credit And the chapter, as well, should 
feel all this ; that one, who knows of the candidate at home, has 
said that he was worthy, and has interested himself in the 
election of his godchild. Be careful, our brothers, not to give 
an hasty negative to such a recommendation, to disapprove the 
suretyship of such a sponsor, but be most careful, in all cases, 
to acknowledge your debt to the godfather, whatever you may 
do with the godchild. 
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The music of the song in Vol. V, No. 2, was not written by 
Brother Dorr, as we were informed We make this correction, 
in the interest of accuracy in fraternity memorabilia, and lest 
Brother Dorr be some day unjustly charged with plagiarisnL 

The most important article which it has been our good for- 
tune to give to the Chi Psi world, is that begun in this num- 
ber, and treating of the stormy times at Ann Arbor when Chi 
Psi was young. Indeed, it is one of the few articles which 
have appeared in fraternity journals, and which would attract 
wide-spread attention from the world at large. Its length pre- 
vented publication in one number, but the concluding portion 
may be expected in No. 4, Every Chi Psi should read it. 

Our queries in No. 2 as to several uncatalogued brothers, 
have elicited the following information of two of them : 

Roscoe Edwin Farnham, when last heard from, was a civil 
engineer, connected with the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad. 
This was but a few years ago. 

Edwin R Upham has been dead several years. 

Both were Chi Psis of good standing, and should be in the 
catalogue. 

The announcement, in the last number, of the preparation 
of a Chi Psi Legal Directory, has caused much comment, and, it 
is asked: why not have Chi Psi directories in other professions? 
We know of no reason more serious than the want of a man or 
men, with time and enthusiasm to carry such an enterprise 
through to completion. To be sure, the utility of such a cata- 
logue would not be as great in the other professions Tet 
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directories will in time become part of the official literature 
of every well-ordered fraternity. After thus taking the ini- 
tiative, Chi Psi should be the first to complete its set of 
"professional directories." Will not some brothers of the 
other professions volunteer? 

Customs of our " ancestors " are of growing interest to Chi 
Psi, and one of old Zeta s is thus described by President Gerry. 
On all days of special importance in the college or to Chi Psi, 
especially, we believe, on days of initiation, the members of 
Zeta were wont to wear " full regalia." This, in Brother 
Gerry s own words : " consisted of a red Latin cross of crimson 
or purple velvet, with a border of gold worked on the edga 
At the intersection of the cross arms the badge of the Fra- 
ternity was usually pinned, and then the velvet itself fastened 
on the lapel of the coat" 

Such a custom merits adoption by later generationa. 



A recent Detroit newspaper, commenting on the various 
fraternities at Ann Arbor, has this to say of our Epsilon : 

*' Now, aren't there other societies out there? I know there is the one like 
this with an X over a Neptune's spear head." ** Oh, I know what you mean. 
It's the Chi Psi pin. This is the picture you was gettingr at. This is the 
venerable gray-beard of Mi chigan University secret societies. It was to its 
mystic circles that Senator Palmer belonged way back in the '40s, when he 
used to sling the crimson and Vermillion so dexterously. Then, again, to this 
fraternity belonged Postmaster General Dickinson. These gentlemen and a 
few other Detroiters had a rather thorny time of it in college. But the Univer- 
sity would take it all back now, you know. That's the way the world goes. 
Yes, this is a very reserved, discreet society. The boys are never over- 
burdened with college spirit. The membership is select and among themselves 
are accustomed to having a rollicking good time. Their present chapter house 
is on State street. They expect to have a new one built on Washtenaw avenue 
next summer." 

From among the samples of recent atrocities committed by 
the "intelligent compositor," as given by the writer of " Some 
Experiences in a Newspaper Office," in the October Chautau- 
quart, we quote: 
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A printer who once got the announcement that the annual conyention of 
the Chi Pat Fraternity will be held at the Fifth Avenue Hotel tomorrow mom- 
ing/' evidently thought "Chi," was a contraction something like ** Phil." for 
Philadelphia or " Bait." for Baltimore ; at any rate, when the three-line item 
left his hand it announced the convention of the " Chicago Psi fraternity." The 
members of that college society would find it difficult to recognize themselves 
under this novel designation. 



The Editor in-Cbief takes great pleasure in presenting in this 
number to the consideration of the Fraternity, several original 
songa The " Requiem," by President Gerry, will be remem- 
bered as written in memory of Samuel Hand, and published in 
Vol. IV, Na 1. Set to the arrangement from Mozart, which 
appears in this number, it will speedily become well known as 
a Chi Psi song of mourning. The Fraternity owes its heartiest 
thanks to Brother Jerome B. Parmenter, of old Pi, for hissfries 
of songs which appear in this number. Their clever rhythm 
and loyal ring will strike every member ; and those set to pop- 
ular airs should at once be heard in every Alpha homa 
Brother Parmenter's talented wife has added to his feeling lines 
a tuneful score for a quartette of male or mixed voices. Need 
we urge that each Alpha at once become familiar with this 
loyal melody t We are conscious that we court criticism in 
publishing several " secular " songs among those devoted to the 
Fraternity. Tt is suggested, however, that our song book 
should not be composed exclusively of fraternity songs ; the 
suggestion is, we believe, based on good reason. The noo- 
fraternity songs in this number are given as examples of what 
may be done toward popular little airs, which will become dis- 
tinctive'enough to us because first known through " The Song 
Book of the Chi Psi." 

We feel a little pardonable pride at the responses made to our 
appeal Jor [songs, and believe that our rapidly growing 
hymnology will now be speedily catalogued into book form. 

Will not some of our music-loving brothers set airs to the 

tuneless " songs in this number ? 
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The cumulative evidence of prominent men in praise of 

Greek letter fraternities of late has been quite remarkable. We 
are indebted to The DeUa Kappa Epsilon Quarterly for the fol- 
lowing extract of a portion of President Seelye's speech before 
the Alpha Delta Phi convention, at Amherst, last June : 

Every one familiar with the facts in the case must judge favorably of the 
Greek letter societies in Amherst College. Without a doubt they exercise a 
wholesome energy both upon their individual members and upon the College. 
Combination is strength, whether with young men or old, and where men 
combine for good ends better results may, of course, be looked for than where 
the same ends are sought by individuals alone. 

'* Now the aim of these societies is certainly good. They are not formed for 
pleasure simply, though they are one of the most fruitful sources of pleasure in 
a student's college life. Their first aim is the improvement of their members 
— improvement in literary culture and in manly character. They are all of 
them literary societies. An effort was made not long since to introduce among 
us a new society with prominently social rather than literary aims, but it not 
only failed to receive the requisite assent of the President of the College, but 
was not favored by any considerable number of the students, many of whom 
stoutly opposed it." 

" The aim of these societies is, I say, improvement in literary culture and in 
manly character, and this aim is reasonably justified by the results. It is not 
accidental that the foremost men in college, as a rule, belong to some of these 
societies. That each society should seek for its membership the best scholars, 
the best writers and speakers, the best men of the class, shows well where its 
strength is thought to lie. A student entering one of the societies finds a 
healthy stimulus in the repute which his fraternity shall share from his successful 
work. The rivalry of individuals loses much of its narrowness, and almost all 
of its envy, when the prize which the individual seeks is valued chiefly for its 
benefit to the fellowship to which he belongs. Doubtless members of these 
societies often remain narrow-minded and laggard in the race, after all the 
influence of their society has been expended upon them, but the influence is a 
broadening and a quickening one, notwithstanding. Under its power the self- 
conceit of a young man is more likely to give away to self-control than 
otherwise." 

Of chapter houses he speaks with unqualified approval and puts himself quite 
at issue with the conservative, or rather non-progressive, college governments 
that see collegiate anarchy and the overthrow of all established, and therefore 
good, institutions in the erection of a chapter home. President Seelye's words 
are worth quoting at length : 

" There are no better residences, and none better kept, in the village than 
these. They are not extravagant, but they are neat and tasteful, they have 
pleasant grounds sucrounduvg them, the cost of cooms in them is not greater 
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than the average cost in other houses, and they not only furnish the students 
occupying them a pleasant home, but the care of the home and its surroundings 
is itself a culture. 

" There need be no objection to these societies on account of their secrecy. 
The secrecy is largely in name ; is, in fact, little more than the privacy proper 
to the most familiar intercourse of families and friends. Treated as the 
societies are among us, and occupying the ground they do, no mischief comes 
from their secrecy. Instead of promoting cliques and cabals, in point of fact 
we 6nd less of these than the history of the college shows before the societies 
came. The rivalry between them is a healthy one, and is conducted openly 
and in a manly way. " 

*• These societies must give back to the College the tone they have first 
received. I observe that good Dr. McCosh at Princeton is solicitous about 
their influence there, but I am persuaded that in any college where the prevail- 
ing life is true and earnest, the society fed by its fountain will send back bright 
and quickening streams. They certainly give gladness and refreshment to our 
whole college life at Amherst." 

Some of the miseries of those societies which indulge in 
public conventions are well illustrated \\\ the following, from a 
late number of the Delia Upsilon Quarterly : 

" The Psi Upsilon Convention held in New York last Spring was attended 
with a number of little incidents that had a very depressing effect on our friends 
of the Psi U. The public exercises were presided over by Mr. C. K. Adams. 
He introduced as the principal speaker ex-President Andrew U. White, (a 
Sigma Phi from Union), who delivered an address on "College Fraternities," 
of an hour and a quarter's duration. Its length and dryness caused many 
of the audience to prematurely disperse. Mr. White made a general defense 
of fraternities and advanced as one of his strongest points their non-secrecy. 
Though nominally secret, he claimed that they were not the fearful things 
brimming over with vice, conducted under a cloak of iron-bound oaths, that the 
popular imagination pictured them, and that they were secret only in name. 
Following him came Chauncey M. Depew, who had arrived just at the close of 
Mr. White's oration. When the applause which greeted this popular New 
Yorker had died away he rather surtled the audience by giving them the 
impression that he was only present to keep the Committee out of a scrape — they 
having put his name on the programme without his consent and then gone to 
him trusting to his generosity to help them out. After these candid and refresh- 
ing remarks Mr. Depew rested for a few moments to allow them to percolate 
through the assemblage. He then launched out with, "Of course we're 
secret," and continued on in a strain that was ill in harmony with what Dr. 
White had said about the non-secrecy of Psi Upsilon a few minutes before Mr. 
Depew arrived. The poem by J. N. Ford was read by the Rev. Dr. Vandewater, 
who appeared on the programme as from the Eta (Lehigh) Chapter, which was 
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only esublished in 1884. Now, the Rev. Dr. graduated from CcMiiell along 
aboot 1873, Aod was a member of Chi Phi. Mr. Adams in his introduction 
alluded to him as from the CAi (Cornell) Chapter, and said that he had kindly 
consented to read the poem owing to the absence of Mr. Ford. Dr. Vande- 
water, in opening, begged leave to correct the President ; that it was not because 
Mr. Ford was absent, for he was at that very moment sitting two seats at his 
right, but because he had a voice and Mr. Ford did not. Taken altogether, the 
convention was quite enjoyable. 

And we may add still further ; the President of the occasion, 
President Adams of Cornell, is an ex BetaTheta Pi. 



An excellent picture of the Amherst fraternity system may 
be obtained from the prize article of Brother R S. Bounds, X. 
'87, in LippincotCs Magazine for November, from which wc 
quote the following: 

"Amherst secret societies are not to be confounded with class societies, like 
those at Yale, for they are different in every respect, though the names may be 
the same. At Amherst a man joins his society in freshman year and continues 
his connection throughout the four years ; at Yale his membership is for a year 
of his course. Many attempts have been made, and are still made, from time 
to time, to establish class societies at Amherst ; but their term of existence is 
generally very short. The four year societies find it for their interest to dis- 
courage all such organizations, as weakening the bands between their own 
members : hence the long list of *' dead " class societies. At present there 
is no such society in college, if we except Phi Beta Kappa, which is in no 
sense social. 

The four-year societies are eight in number, representing as many fraternities, 
and they enroll as members more than three-fourths of the college. As the 
m'>st able and influential men are chosen for societies, the remaining fourth are 
practically without influence in college affairs, and the societies meet with no 
opposition. New members are chosen from the incoming class at the time of 
the entrance examinations in spring and fall, and the " campaign," as the 
annual struggle for recruits is called, often becomes very exciting. Every 
effort is made to obtain previous information in regard to desirable men and to 
bring favorable influences to bear upon them. This plan often succeeds, and 
occasionally desirable men are secured before rival societies have even seen them. 
As a rule, however, election is the result of work at " campaign " time. When 
a society man sees a promising looking freshman going to examination or on his 
way to his room, he forthwith button-holes him, and before releasing him makes 
an appointment for the evening. Calling for him at the appointed time and 
place, the upper-classman escorts him to the society parlors. Here are gathered 
most of the members, and for half an hour the tired candidate is talked to, 
joked with, and sung to, and during all keenly examined. He is then borne 
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away to repeat the ordaal elaewhcre. If as a tcsuft of ae^^mU sueh internewt 
he is approved, be is asked to " pledge/' that is, to promise to join the society. 
If all fi^oes well, he is initiated five or six weeics after the beginning of the fall 
term, with such accoinpaniment ctf practical jokes as may seem suited to his 
case. As a rale, all the societies initiate on the same night, in accordance with 
previous undersUnding, and ^t such times the various parts of the village offer 
very amusing pantomimes in the way of tree-climbing, barrel-rolling, and other 
such gymnastics, all performed blindfolded and amid perfect silence. The buf- 
foonery of initiation -night must not, however, be taken as an indication of the 
character of Amherst societies. ♦ ♦ ♦ ♦ Contrary to what might be 
expected, the strongest influences toward industry and morality are those exerted 
by the Greek-letter societies. Lazy members are stimulated to work for honors, 
wild fellows are made to behave, and erring ones are punished with a severity 
from which the faculty would shrink. Capital punishment in society jurispru- 
dence is expulsion from the fraternity, which is not only virtual expulsion from 
college, but a barrier to success in all other colleges where the Greeks are 
prominenl. 

Class spirit is not the only victim «f the growing strength of the secret 
societies : the debating society belongs to the same category. Alexandria and 
Athanae, the open literary societies, founded with the college and for years the 
centers of fiercest rivalry, rapidly declined as Greek societies strengthened, till 
at last they have united in the hope of prolonging existence. Thus the centre 
of literary effort and interest has been gradually transferred from open to secret 
halls. 

More important still, the secret societies are the real centres of the social life 
of the college. Their fondameotal idea is to bring their members as closely 
together as possible ; and it has.already l>een shown bow completely this is done 
by means of the houses. The house is the home of half the society ; for the 
other half it is a constant resort, both night jmd day. It is easyto imagine the 
strength of the union resolting from these class associations, especially in a col- 
lege where, as at Amherst,there is no outside society to lessen the vigor and 
intensity of social life among the students themselves. It is easy to see how 
great must be the influence of organisations which thus control the social life 
of their members. 

Formerly it was not uncommon for members of the same society to eat at a 
common " table," often in the society house itself. This practice has been 
entirely abandoned (the last such *' table" vras given up about two years ago), 
perhaps because college sentiment, in accord with the catholicity of the times, 
demands less exclusiveness. 

One of the most interesting features of the society system is its relation to 
village society. Each of the different chapters has its circle of acquaintances 
in town, and usually considers it a part of its duty to give a reception or enter- 
tainment of some kind during the winter. Hardly any undergraduates from 
rival societies are invited, and the entestaininent is joonsideccd as the payment 
of a debt to faculty and town. 
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The Washington City Ohi Psi Alumni Association was orga- 
nized at a meeting, held at Willard's Hotel, Washington, on 
the evening of March 12th, 1888. Through the efforts of 
Brother Auaburn Towner, 0, '58, and several members of the 
Fraternity domiciled in Washington, a*jneeting was called, late 
in February, and adjourned to the above date, with the result 
more fully detailed below. Just as we go to press, we are in 
receipt of a characteristic letter from Brother Towner, a por- 
tion of which is quoted. He says : 

"I write you with feelings of the utmost gratification. It is 
a jwLi nccompli The Washington City Chi Psi Alumni Asso- 
ciation has been launched in the smoothest of seas and under 
the fairest of auspices. We have just bad a most interesting 
and enthusiastic meeting at Willard's. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral was there, and took a hand in with the rest There were 
about twenty-five present, and many chapters were represented. 
It was decided to form a permanent organization, and one was 
formed, the officers being elected as follows : 

President^ SENATOR Thomas W. Palmer, '49, of Epsilon ; 

Vice-President, GENERAL F. D. Sewell, '46, of Eta ; 

Secretary, L. W. Naylor, '86, of Iota; 

Treasurer, L. N. BuFORD, '81, of Gamma; 
These, with the following, constituted the Board of Managers : 

William E. Earle, '61, of Upilon, Chairman; 

George Doolittle, '51, of Phi ; and Charles F. Lewis, 
'64, of Union. 

The whole affair of the convention was turned over to this 
Board of Managers, and they will look out for it that the boys 
are taken care of. * * * * * 

By the way, you may mention in the magazine, that any Chi 
Psi making himself known to me at the Treasury Department, 
will be dealt with according to Chi Psi tradition. I am "only 
around the corner " from Willard's, and when the boys "come 
on," they had better report to me at once." 

Further comment is not needed. Under such censorship, 
the coming convention must succeed, and the attendance will 
be large. We trust that the boys will remember Brother Tow- 
ner's invitation, and "report at once;" they will find in him a 
Chi Psi par eoccellence.

Ann Arbor, February i^, {Special), — A meeting of the eleven members of 
the University Medical Faculty was held in the faculty rooms of the Medical 
Department to-day, at which an important action was taken which will render 
the appointment of a successor to the Chair of the Theory and Practice of 
Medicine and Clinical Medicine, left vacant by the death of Dr. Palmer, a fore- 
gone conclusion. » 

The question of the recommendation was discussed for some time and resulted 
finally in the suggestion of the name of Dr. Henry F. Lyster, (£. '58), of 
Detroit, professor of the practice of medicine in the Detroit College. This 
met with universal approval and a resoluion was finally passed, without a dis- 
senting vote, recommending the name of Dr. Lyster to the Board of Regents, 
which meets to-morrow night to make the appointment. The candidate thus 
recommended, did not seek the position, and his name has not before been 
mentioned in connection with it. The remarks made concerning Dr. Lyster 
were highly commendatory of him as to his qualifications for the position and 
as to the value of his services to the faculty and the medical department. — 
Detroit Free Press, 



Too little notice is taken by the college publications of Amherst's prominent 
graduates. A few words of comment upon the deeds or actions of her sons, 
must, in the end, benefit the college by showing to the world at large, and 
especially to the college world, the positions which some of our alumni are 
taking in life. Among the latest successes achieved, was that by the Hon. 
Charles H. Allen, {X, '69), at the presentation of the portraits of the Massa- 
chusetts ex-speakers of the House, to Congress, on January 19. Mr. Allen 
spoke of the life and work of Josephus B. Vamum, speaker in the X and XI 
Congresses, and delivered an address that was one of the most effective of the 
day. The Tribune says : " Mr. Allen's speech will give him a reputation as 
an orator in the House which he did not before possess. It was polished and 
eloquent." This is only one of the many instances in which Amherst men have 
attained prominence, and in recognition of which the college papers ought to 
pay what tribute they cau,— Amherst Student, Feb, /, W.

(Concluded from April Number). 

As I have written my first impressions concerning these papers 
of the faculty and the Regents, so I will give them as to this 
last paper, of the students : Notwithstanding its crudities and 
redundancies, it is ingenuous and honest Its moderate language 
is in striking contrast to the immoderate language of the fac- 
ulty's paper, which it was intended to answer. When the age, 
the experience, and the presumed character of the writers of the 
first are compared with the youth, inexperience and presumed 
character of the writers of the last, the last paper certainly does 
not suffer by the comparison. 

One other paper was also sent to the senate on this subject 
It was sent by a committee of five of the first citizens of Ann 
Arbor, which committee had been appointed at a mass meeting 
of the Ann Arboreans, held at the Court House. Strong as 
this paper was, in behalf of the expelled students, I merely will 
give its most salient points. It vouched for the high character 
of the expelled students; it gave reasons why Rule 20 was 
impolitic and illegal ; from such knowledge as they had gained 
of the workings of the secret societies in the University of 
Michigan, from daily intercourse with their members, it gave 
their view of the character of these societies, stating that therein 
"confidence is engendered, honor cultivated, the intellect ex- 
panded, truth enjoined, and virtue and morality taught" It 
then depicted the probable effects on the University, should the 
decision of the faculty and Regents be adhered to, and sug- 
gested the best course to ensure its success, prominent among 
the suggestions, being an amendment to the organic law as to 
the appointment of Regents, and a complete change of the 
faculty.

No legislation followed these reports and memorials ; and the 
secret societies, having failed to obtain relief, were much dis- 
heartened, while the faculty were correspondently triumphant 
The students, however, determined to still maintain their efforts- 
Nothing, of course, was to be expected from the sense of justice 
of the faculty or the Regents. Either they or the societies 
must go. It was a struggle to the death between thenu At 
this precise time, a convention had been called to frame a new 
constitution for the state of Michigan. Up to this time the 
Regents had been appointed by the governor. In the new con- 
stitution was inserted a clause, providing that thenceforth the 
Regents should be elected by the peopla This constitution, 
with this clause, was adopted by the vote of the people of the 
state, and, the next Spring, a new Board of Regents was elected. 

Early in their official life, the new board declared vacant the 
chairs of natural philosophy, mathematics, logic, rhetoric, his- 
tory, and Greek and Latin languages, and they also repealed 
Rule 20. 

Since that day, secret societies have found in the University 
of Michigan a fertile soil in which to flourish. 

Almost four decades have now elapsed, and the question may 
be submitted to the impartial observer : Has the career of the 
secret societies in the University of Michigan justified the 
deplorable picture, the sinister judgments, delivered by the 
faculty in their startling reports to the Regents, of January 
10th, 1860? Indeed has their history even tended to prove 
their ill effects on their own members, on neutrals, or on the 
institution of learning in which they were re-established? 

For our own Fraternity, the Chi Psi, we make bold to claim 
that, taking for evidence the standing and behavior of the mem- 
bers of Alpha Epsilon, during their college life, and their careers 
since graduating, and comparing the same with the university 
and subsequent careers of the non-society men, no jury — not 
even one formci of the hostile professors — could be found to 
give a verdict that ill effects had resulted to the students, to the 
University of Michigan, or to the community at lai^ from the 
continuance in existence of the secret societiea 
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The exact history of the secret society men, a history of 
whose discipline by the faculty is above recounted, I am unable 
to give, although I have made several efforts to trace the same. 
Some renounced their aflSliation ; some, without public renuncia- 
tion, remained members of the college, seemingly on a sort of 
sufferance, and some left the University of Michigan, entirely. 
Four of these latter, Becker, Knight, Poppleton and Trask, pro- 
ceeded to Union College, told their story and asked admittance. 
President Nott possessed a liberal mind and broad views of 
things, and the comity of colleges to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, r^eived the fugitives, who all graduated at Union with 
honor. Since then, they have lived the lives of law-abiding 
citizens, they have obtained the respect and confidence of their 
fellow citizens, attaining, themselves, honor and distinction. 

It would be hard to assemble together anywhere, a group of 
young men, of the ages of college students, devoid of animal 
spirits, or so free from their influence as not to do deeds unwise, 
in the estimation of the college dona Ann Arbor students in 
my day were full of pranks, but the doers were not secret 
society men alone. I remember, well, the mysterious ringing 
of the bell, without visible hands, as detailed by Brother Noble 
in the seventh page of this volume: These ringers were not 
acting particularly as secret society men, but as frolicsome 
youngsters — students in coll^a 

My cotemporaries will readily recall Tutor Smith's long legs 
and body. Besides teaching, he sang, and was not regarded as 
an enemy by the students, that is, as being inimical for pleasure, 
more inimical than his duties required him to be. ^'"^ Ad dextram 
verie" his salutation to students colliding with him, (accidentally 
of course), on stairs, or in halls, I can still hear. He occupied 
a comer room on the second floor of the single building which 
in those days contained dormitories, recitation rooms, chapel, 
library and museum. Saturday mornings the professors did not 
find it necessary to come to the chapel for early prayer, and 
Tutor Smith generally officiated. Few of ua will fail to remem- 
ber how frequently the tutor's room door was fastened to from 
the outside, so that egress on Saturday morning was impossible. 
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As there were no r^itations on Saturday, the result of this 
was that, those who knew of the fastened door did not feel 
obliged to show at the chapel, particularly as our first janitor, 
" Pat," and his successor, " Almandingor," had it represented to 
them, and soon learned, that if the tutor did not appear promptly 
at chapel, on Saturday morning, they need not necessarily feel 
alarm, worry about or search for him. The writer is able to 
testify that non-secret society as well as secret society men 
remained absent from chapel on these particular mornings. 
Brother Noble, "Charley Nob," as he was called by his inti- 
mates, was very apt to be absent every tima I well knew 
Charlie, and his hospitable home in Monroe, MicL, and can tes- 
tify that none went beyond him in appreciation of innocent fun 
and frolic, or surpassed him in popularity with his fellowa 

At the news of hostilities with Mexico, patriotism seethed in 
the breasts of the university pupils. One evening without 
previous concert, a large proportion of the students gathered in 
front of the campus, and thence marched around with sticks and 
clubs and lighted brands, in procession, through the streets of 
the town, and in front of the professors* houses, where they 
kindled bonfires, sang, shouted and made speeches. I remember 
well that some of the most staid and serious of our number 
shared in this frolic, and horrified the faculty with their violent 
and illegal action. 

About this same time, a merry party hired rooms at the 
Franklin House, and there, with blood-curdling solemnities, 
initiated into a secret society, that save- for the nonce never 
existed, a freshman named M. La Rue Harrisoa Not long since, 
looking over old papers, I found the original draft of the cere- 
mony of initiation on this occassion, with the names of those 
present, including men who never joined a secret association in 
college. I am bound to admit that in the coolness and philosophy 
with which the neophyte passed through the initiation, he only 
gave advance proofs of the characteristics which made him of 
distinguished service during the wai', and since in civil service. 

Both these occurrences happened before the existence of secret 
societies in the University of Michigan, and yet the faculty held 
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secret societies responsible for both of them, which were regarded 
a.s crimes. 

It may be admitted that in college life, the closest intimacies 
and friendships exist between society fellows ; but this is not 
to the discredit of the societies, nor is it a fault, neither does it 
prohibit other intimacies arising from similar tastes and pursuits. 
I was one of a band of musicians, who, during leisure seasons, 
passed very many happy hours together in their rooms, practic- 
ing, or going around to serenade the girls of their acquaintance. 
Among the most enthusiastic of these musicians were N. West, 
now a clergyman well knoWn, the Hoa Winfield Smith, now a 
distinguished lawyer of Milwaukee, and Hoa J. S. Newberry, 
who attained wealth and political distinction in Detroit None 
of these gentlemen were Chi Psis. 

In 1845 or 1846 came to Ann Arbor a young doctor, bringing 
a subject which he dissected, and used to demonstrate anatomy, 
before a class mainly of literary studenta His name was Moses 
Guna He married Miss Terry ^of Ann Arbor, became a A. 
and a distinguished surgeon, dying but a few months ago in 
Chicago. 

In reading Brother Noble's paper, above referred to, I notice 
that all the dead, to whom on the last page he offers a tribute, 
were my classmatea Eheul fugaces labuntur annil Seven of 
my class were Chi Psi brothers, and of them I am the only one 
now living. The kind words said in their praise by Noble, I 
can echo and add ta 

Burdick was generous and reckless, and abrupt in manner. 
Nobody thought illy of " Ed" 

Of " Frank " Park's withdrawal from the Fraternity I have 
before spokea He was a fair scholar, and a genial, pleasant com- 
panioa Above all, he was a bom orator ; by long odds the orator 
of the class, and on declamation days, or in the debating society, 
his impetuous manner and torrent of words carried everything 
before him. 

" Cleve " Whiting is well described, (p. '10), as "short, hand- 
some, had curly black hair, and a full, large black eye." His 
father. Professor Whiting, our Professor of Greek and Latin, 
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had died early in " Cleve's " college life. *' Cleve " did not 
inherit any of his father's clerical characteristics, and, while 
possessing more than average intellect, was indisposed to study 
or exertion of any kind. He was one who now and then added 
his flute to our musical entertainments, and was adored by the 
girla He kept fairly up with his class in study, and was one 
of the greatest favorites in college for his many estimable quali- 
ties, being generous and a warm friend. After our graduation 
he and I maintained our college friendship while living together 
in Buffalo. I never heard the full particulars of his death. 

" Pete " Latimer was from Norwalk, O. He had more money 
to spend, and spent more money than any man in college ; but 
he had little ambition to excel in studies, content simply to 
pass. He was delicate and refined in personal appearance and 
habits, and always well-dressed. He was one of my room- 
mates during our senior year, and at his death I lamented him 
deeply, as did all who knew him well 

" Jim" Witherell, tall and rather large in college days, in the 
latter years of his life became big and burly, like his father, the 
late Judge Witherell, of Detroit He wore spectacles, on 
account of myopia. He was rather studious and stood high in 
his class, of which he was the confirmed punster, never being 
at a loss for a play upon words, or of ideas. He was a first 
cousin of Senator Thomas W. Palmer. My friendship with 
Witherell was unbroken during college life, and to the day of his 
deatL During his legal career, which lasted until 1855, we 
were frequently together in my visits to Detroit, and when Jeff 
Davis, then Secretary of War, gave him an appointment as lieu- 
tenant in the 2nd U. S. Cavalry, that r^ment marched at once 
to Texas, and we were thrown together again in the service. 
There he served until 1861, and then and there the beginning 
of the war, found him — truly loyal. That regiment, the 2nd 
Cavalry, was a pet regiment of Mr. Davis', and largely oflScered 
by Southern men ; and many thought that, in its oi^ganization, 
in 1855, Mr. Davis even then, had an eye to Secession in the 
future. Albert Sydney Johnston was its Colonel ; Robert E. 
Lee, its Lieutenant Colonel ; Hardee and Geo. H Thomas, its 
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Majors ; and Van Dorn, Kirby Smith and McClellan, among its 
Senior Captains ; while Hood and many other Generals of lesser 
celebrity, were among the Lieutenants. So " Jim " had fallen 
into good company. He was true to his flag, and his company 
having a chance to sail for the north, they embarked on a steamer 
at the mouth of the Rio Granda He went to bed that night 
at taps, and was never again seen alive. It was supposed that, 
getting up for something in the night and going to the side of 
the steamer, some sudden lurch threw him overboard. In his 
regiment he was the same cherished companion as in collega 

Wm. Howard Wait had no nickname in collega He was 
my room-mate, and most intimate friend. He came to Ann 
Arbor from Oberlin College, and entered the class in its sopho- 
more year. He was an only son and his mother a widow. I 
well recollect his first appearance on the college grounds, in a 
suit of flannel blue and white plaid, the sack coat being pecu- 
liarly short and bobtail. He soon bought and became fond of 
wearing the Oxford cap and gown, which was worn by every 
member of our class, and by the majority of the other classes. 
I think Wait was the most studious of all our comrades, and 
mastered well everything that he attempted. In build, he was 
rather small and slight, with large, grayish blue eyesL He was 
our best mathematician. One of the innocent dissipations of 
those days was the inhalation of ether, which generally was 
indulged in Saturday morning, in the room ordinarily occupied 
by the class in mathematica Of course, the drug was inhaled 
only to the production of the stage of excitement I remem- 
ber the effect of the inhalation on Wait was ordinarily to cause 
him to rush to the blackboard, seize a piece of chalk, and leap- 
ing up and down in a most comical manner, draw sundry math- 
ematical and other figures on the blackboard. Once only 
do I remember Wait relaxing study sufficiently to go on an 
excursion to Whitmore's Lake, where he narrowly escaped 
drowning, being upset from a boat Not only did we room 
together, but we boarded together at the house of Miss Spel- 
man, a lady of the highest culture and education, who kept 
house in Ann Arbor, together with her nephew and four nieces. 
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ladies exceedingly attractive and very much admired. These 
ladies I have met since, and by the light of subsequent, maturer 
acquaintance, can better appreciate what an addition they must 
necessarily have been to the society of a college town. They were 
all accomplished musicians, and several of the churches depended 
largely on these ladies for music One of them married Wait, 
about the time he acquired his profession, made him an admira- 
ble and devoted wife, and still survives him, with two sons. 
The others married non-university men, and one of them, Mrs. 
Beals, still lives in the old home in Ann Arbor. The death of 
Wait, nearly two years ago, left a void in the ranks of the Bar 
of New York City, (although he lived in Brooklyn), as well as 
in the University of Michigan alumni, but, above all, in the 
ranks of the resident Chi Psis of New York, that it will be hard 
to fill Peace to his ashes ! 

Two other Chi Psis at the same time boarded at Miss Spel- 
man*s. One was " Geo." Kellogg, the other ** Tom." Palmer. 
Geo. Kellogg was a rather good looking fellow, tallish, slight, 
blond, indisposed to study, but withal, a pleasant companion. 
The last I saw of him, a few years after graduation, he was in 
the jewelry business. 

" Tom" Palmer has since attained wealth and eminence. He 
did not graduate, as his eyes prevented that attention to his 
studies that he desired to giva He was then noted for his 
quaint way of saying good , things, the effect of which on the 
hearers was increased by the serio-comic air he could assume, 
heightened by his bandaged forehead. Personally he was well 
lik^ by all his comradea His name has recently been men- 
tioned in connection with the Presidency of the United States. 

Some sensation was created by the departure from college for 
Europe of Whiting, Witherell, Palmer and James. Of this last 
Chi Psi, save that he was asked to prepare the memorial of the 
secret societies to the state senate, I have said nothing, hith- 
erto, although he was one of the most striking characters of that 
day in college. " Dave" James was a Welshman, pock-marked, 
(I think), nearly six feet tall and a remarkable athlete, being the 
best runner, jumper, boxer and wrestler in college. Frequently, 
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immediately after evening chapel, a number of the students 
would run around the college grounds, the distance being about 
a mile. James easily distanced every other runner, and I am 
really afraid to say the time, which, according to my recollec- 
tion, he made, for fear of losing my reputation. His mental 
power and capacity were more than ordinary, and as a declaimer 
or an actor, he would have met with extraordinary succesa To 
hear him recite : 

" There Prometheus lay, bound to the bloody rocks of Mount 
Caucasus,^' 

or words to that effect, was simply to thrill his auditors. Many 
of his fellows believed that well directed efforts on his part 
would have carried him to eminenca He married in Ann 
Arbor. 

Well, the party above named started for Europe. Perhaps 
the Senator from Michigan may be induced to give us the true 
story of that trip. Bumors among the students recited a won- 
derful tale of their adventures. It was understood that, at 
times out of money, these adventurous Americans lined their 
purses by delivering to the Spanish hidalgos lectures on alchemy, 
astrology and similar recondite subjects; it was currently 
believed that one or more of them, in their capacity of distin- 
guished foreigners from [the United States, attended sundry 
balls at the Alhambra, danced with the Infanta and other Span- 
ish sefloritas of the bluest blood, and that bloodshed alone pre- 
vented these royal and noble ladies from deserting the court of 
the Spanish King to share the fortunes of their American 
lovers ! 

I have never seen the title deeds of the little house in the 
wood, at which we met, nor of the land on which it stood. 
James and Whiting occupied it, and I always understood James 
to be the proprietor. It consisted of but two rooms, with a 
partition and door between. Not only did Alpha Epsilon here 
hold its regular meetings, and her sons here invoke the sacred 
rites, but Chi Psis here resorted at other times, and more than 
one supper do I remember there partaking. Questions as to 
the source from which was obtained the good fare provided, 
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the guests were too polite to ask ; it was partaken with dae 
thankfulness, and none but Chi Psis assembled around that 
festive board. Although I now think of that cottage with 
considerable coolness and philosophy, I am disposed to confess 
that forty years ago, its approaches were wan and mysterious 
enough. No one knew what might be encountered. Near 
the road to it resided a woman, reported crazy,— supposed to 
nourish an irresistible antipathy to students — even to the extent 
of killing and eating them when opportunity might allow. 
(This last I did not, nor do I now bielieve). The apparent 
earthly residence of this Cassandra was the house of Judge 
Fletcher. I have seen her again and again with grizzled locks 
and blue calico dress, standing muttering along the road between 
the college and the cottage, or standing with the air of a sibyl, 
head bared to the storm. No sane student ever willingly passed 
near enough to be subjected to her influencea She had cer- 
tainly been seen and known to drive the cows to be milked, 
talking to herself all the tima This in itself was ground for 
suspicion ! If she would do this, what would she not do when 
occasion arose? I always believed that fear of her had pre- 
vented Professor TenBroeck from going to the cottage before 
he did, and that an unfortunate illness keeping her in the house 
one night, alone enabled him to muster up courage to approach 
and make his discovery. 

Brethren, I have given you reminiscences of perhaps less 
dignified tone, of different character from what you anticipated. 
But, what would you ? College students, — Chi Psis of Ann 
Arbor, forty years ago, were not old men, not gray beards, and 
I have not attempted to portray them wiser than their years ; 
forgive them their trespasses. And so, with my heart full of 
kind and tender recollections of alma mater and Alpha Epsi- 
Ion in ihexT youth, and of the other friends of my youth, I say, 
prosperity and success, to them and all of us !

By reason of what has been brought about among our here- 
tofore scattered and disorganized Washington alumni, I am 
most deeply imbued with the idea that our Fraternity is matur- 
ing in a marvelous degree ; it is emerging from that period when 
mere sentiment was the thing. It is now indeed an actuality, 
and, upon good lines of policy, can be made a power, and the 
day shall come when those, about to enter college, shall seek 
admittance to the Brotherhood, rather than the reverse method. 
Other college fraternities strive to "augment their lists of influ. 
ential and distinguished men by electing to their order, so-called 
honorary members. X. W. eschews such processes. Every 
Chi Psi alumnus has been in and breathed Alpha atmosphere, 
Baird, in his book on college societies, states our principle as, 
once a X y., always a X, W. He is right The legitimate 
sequence of adherence to this tenet is that those outside and 
beyond Alpha lodges must be kept in more or less "close 
conmiunion " with the fraternity corpus ; so that, as the occasions 
for gatherings and conventions come around, we may at each 
time see a full attendance of the gray-beards and bald-heads, who 
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for the hour h&ve set aside business cares and man s affairs to 
enter into song and dtoi*7 with their brothers, to meet, perhaps, 
the friend or companion of younger days and with him to revive 
college day memoriea 

To repeat, the dvoal nature and system of our Fraternity must 
not be foi^otten; there ai^ undel^raduates, in chapters or 
Alphas ; there are alumni, many of whom have not been, but 
ought to be connected with some alumni association. The Alpha 
is the nucleus of undei*graduate organization ; the alumni asso- 
ciation must be made, as far as possible, the nucleus of " post 
graduate organization. Then these branches of the system 
must be adjusted carefully, that all may tend to strength. My 
observation, especially while in college, was that our boys are 
abundantly endowed with enthusiasm, but I take it, this is not 
always the sole test of a fratemity^s strength of organization. 

Without enlarging further, I will say that I consider The 
Purple and Gold as being the best means of bringing about 
the desired state of 'affaira

EDITORIAL. 



CONVENTION ECHOES. 



Lack of space prevents any extended review of the late Con- 
vention, and it is well so, else would our enthusiasm, in 
speaking of so great a success, perhaps lead us beyond the 
limits of " dignified secrecy." Not so fortunate as to be present 
ourselves, the lips and letters of returned pilgrims have sup- 
plied us with much that is interesting, more that indicates a 
true progress and still more which proves chat Chi Psi's boast 
of and reliance on the loyalty of her older alumni have ample 
foundation. We have seen, too, the comments of the daily 
press — that very little which even the ubiquitous reporter can 
learn of a Chi Psi gathering — and the photographed group of 
many of the delegates and guests, reduced, by the way, for a 
frontispiece to this number. We hear it from all sides that the 
attendance was large, business expeditious but far-reaching, the 
banquet superb. And we cannot, therefore, believe other than 
in the seemingly unanimous judgment that the Washington 
Convention of 1888 advanced so far before all similar gather- 
ings of the past, that some of the brethren feel the last was the 
firsts instead of the forty-seventh Convention of the Chi Psi. 
The brethren will, then, pardon the editor for devoting so much 
space in this number to convention doings, thoughts and letters. 

Its Work. — Of this, perhaps the less said in these pages, 
the better. A secret magazine is, from its nature, an impossi- 
bility. The Convention seems, however, to have given its atten- 
tion to quite every matter of importance, which the past few 
years of our progress have brought forth. The sessions, extend- 
ing over three days, were long, and discussion was active. Yet 
we do not anticipate any definite results at odce from the';vari- 
ous enactments passed and reforms begun. This Convention 
seems rather to have taken up all the matters which have been 
under discussion for several yeai%, as well as some new ones, 
and put them in such shape and under such control, that future 
conventions will only be called to pass upon the success 
of the plans and methods devised by the forty seventh. For 
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instance, the song book, (of which, perhaps, we can speak), 
which has dragged along from year to year, a problem for each 
convention ; the forty-seventh put its publication into the hands 
of a committee, who will see that a collection, worthy of Chi 
Psi, is published in time for criticism by the forty-eighth ; at 
the same time enacting a measure which guarantees its finan- 
cial support from the outset This illustrates the business-like 
methods of the late Convention. But of its most important, 
most far-reaching enactment, we cannot speak. No more impor- 
tant action has been taken since the original four of Chi Psi" 
met together in old Union, and it is no flattery to say that the 
brothers, to whom the Convention gave this duty, are equally 
in earnest, and have as much the good of Chi Psi at heart, as 
did Spencer and his followers. 

What rr Taught. — First, the value of alumni co-opera- 
tion. Say what you will, the thought has often come — Chi Psi 
alumni, especially those of maturer years, have had too little to 
do with our Conventions. The Washington alumni determined 
that this should cease, and right heartily did they preach, by 
their interest and enthusiasm, the Chi Psi idea to the visiting 
brethren. They were present at all times, seemingly as inter- 
ested in the secret sessions, as when, perhaps, attending similar 
gatherings twenty, thirty or forty years ago. At the banquet, 
they turned out in force, and the undergraduates found alumni 
to be their right and left hand neighbora Their Washington 
Association had taken charge of the arrangements for conven- 
tion and banquet, and, it need not be said, everything possible 
was done for the comfort and enjoyment of their guests. The 
banquet was " complimentary " to the visiting brethren. In 
fact, to President Gerry, and the members of the Association of 
Washington, especially Brothers Don M. Dickinson, Ausburn 
Towner, Charles E. Lewis, William E. Earle, L. N. Buford and 
L. W. Naylor, the delegates and the Fraternity owe their grat- 
itude. These brothers and their associates have created a pre- 
cedent in convention management, to follow which Chi Psi 
Associations in cities where future conventions may be held, 
must strive well or fail. This, then, is one of its lessons : here- 
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after do convention should be set for any city without a Chi 
Psi Alumni Association. 

In this connection, a kindred lesson occurs to us. Conven- 
tions should no longer become wonted to a particular city, 
indeed should never, save perhaps in New York, be held two 
consecutive years in the same place. "Visiting around" is a 
dictum for conventions, as well as for Chi Psis individually. 
The enthusiasm engendered stirs up the sometimes sluggish 
blood of alumni residents of convention citiea Besides, suc- 
cessful conventions create a certain rivalry between the alumni 
to excel the gatherings under the control of another Associa- 
tion. All this results to Chi Psi's benefit. Conventions should 
''visit around/' and Chi Psi and her alumni will bo the gainers. 

The considerable number of alumni from abroad who came 
to Washington solely to attend, furnishes proof suflBcient that 
one of the lessons is that, hereafter, the practice, revived this 
year, of informing Chi Psi graduates of the time and place by 
handsome invitations, should become a custom. Those who 
will read the names of old Chi Psis in attendance, not residents 
of Washington, as well as the letters, published in this num- 
ber, of some who were compelled to regret, will be forcibly 
taught this lesson. 

Again, the last Convention teaches us, in the words of a 
brother there present : " Chi Psi is maturing in a marvelous 
degree.'* We are growing more practical ; the benefit of the 
Fraternity, both to alumnus and undergraduate, is more appar* 
ent, the meaning and life-long existence of the Bond better 
understood. We are now, perhaps, at last able to say, we have 
made up for the disastrous effects of the late war. 1865 found 
us practically an organization only in name ; — Chi Psis were too 
patriotic, believed too firmly in the causes they espoused, to 
remain inactive in college, and so it came about that the Fra- 
ternity is really two fraternities, the ante bellum and the post- 
bellum. It has taken all these years to overtake those less patri- 
otic organizations, who stayed in college during the war, and to 
again return, as a Fraternity, to those high qualifications for 
admission, which, before the war, made Chi Psi sought for, 
rather than the seeker. The advance during the past decade, 
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especially during the past five years, was fittingly maAed by 
the enthiisiaEm and wisdom of the late Convention. 

If you would know the cause of this " maturing," you will 
find it in another lesson, taught by the Washington gathering: 
the remarkable growth of late of " the alumni idea." Chi Psi's 
frequent boast has been of the loyalty of her alumnL Her 
principle is that, thei*e is no dividing line between college days 
and after lifa Yet the oldest alumni association is hardly past 
its tenth birthday, and the majority of our associations are but 
a few years old. Formerly the mere sentiment, attached to the 
fraternity principle, was thought sufficient to keep alive Chi Psi 
spirit, even in the rush and turmoil of life. But, in these days, 
mere sentiment is not enough. The duality of the Fraternity 
of today should advise different methods than those which 
Were in vogue When Chi Psi had none but undergraduates and 
very young alumnL Today, less than one-twelfth of the mem- 
bership is in college. This large alumni majority has lived on 
mere sentiment too long. It has been the aim of this magazine 
to increase their active interest ; and we, therefore, look upon 
the work of the late Convention with much satisfaction. This 
ginthering grasped' the idea of the dual nature of Chi Psi, that 
it is not only for college men, but a truly masonic order for all 
time; it took many pronounced steps forward, and, as a result, 
Chi Psi alumni, especially the older brothers, will hereafter have 
something besides m^re sentiment to interest them in the good 
and glory of their Fraternity. Yes, and the Convention taught 
another lesson : that the alumni idea" is now but started. It 
must be continually before the Fraternity. This we urge. Keep 
the alumni, in particular, the older brethren, interested in Chi 
Psi and her doings, see that the Alumniana of The Purple 
AKD Gold is supplied with every item within reach, spare 
ndther time nor expense to bring the old boys in at convention 
times, give them an active part in the policy of the Fraternity, 
ask their advice, in short, be Chi Psis, who appreciate the dual 
nature of our great and growing Fmternity. The growth of 
Chi Psi will ever go hand in hand with the growth of the 
alumni idea. 

This is the greatest lesson of the Convention. 




NEW CITIES. 



Rere, at the throBbold of anotbar oampaigniDg «ea8on, we 
wish to call attODtioD to a qualification, which has perhaps not 
received the notice it deserves. When a candidate is being ex- 
amined and discussed, that he comes from a city or town in 
which the Fraternity has no foot-hold, should be a strong argu- 
ment in his favor. This is of course peculiarly true if a rival 
draws largely from such city or town, and seems anxious to 
secure the man. Chi Psi has a score or more of cities and 
towns, from which it seems almost a sacrilege, to allow a good 
man to go to a rival. Other fraternities are similarly endowed. 
Yet, with these we should not be satisfied. Enter the enemy's 
stronghold, if you can ; destroy his monopoly in good men 
from his cities, if he is so self-reliant or weak as to allow it. 
There are also many places which are not yet under the control 
of any one fraternity, and from which Chi Psi draws rarely. 
It is to such fields that our campaigners should turn their 
attention; and, in passing upon a candidate, this should be duly 
weighed. A moderately good man from a new city is, to our 
view, a more desirable brother than an excellent man from a 
Chi Psi stronghold. He is more to be desired for the hope that 
his influence will bring others from that city within the fold. 

The question of the utility of new cities has a broader 
aspect Fraternities, covering as much territory as ours, with 
a comparatively small number of chapters or Alphas, should 
strive to have members in the cities and towns within the 
boundaries of their domain. A score of brethren in a small 
city, with none in its neighborhood, are not of the advantage 
to their fraternity that the same number divided between the 
two would ba With a wider dissemination of Chi Psi, with 
its entry into every considerable city and town within its terri- 
tory, so much the more would its influence and power increase. 
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It is said, also, that there is much merit in the infusion of new 
blood. Alphas, continually supplied, even with the most excel- 
lent men, from certain cities, become opinionated and stagnant 
With new cities will come new ideas. And so we might con- 
tinue; but this is enough to present to the Fraternity the 
advantage of pushing out into new cities and towns, and to 
show that, all other things being equal, the candidate from such 
is more desirable, than one from a Chi Psi stronghold. 
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Volume VI will be under the same management as that 
finished with this number. The dates and places of issue will 
be the same; also the subscription prica The magazine will 
continue, as far as possible, sub rosa, and exchange with the 
fraternity press will not be granted. Let every brother strive 
to make Volume VI even a greater success than Volume V, 
and see to it that The Purple and Gold continue a secret 
magazine of a secret Fraternity.

The greatly inci^sed number of resident Chi Psis, present 
at the late Washington ConventioijL, l^ads to some speculation 
as to the "why and wherefore." Are Chi Psis, a majority of 
them, that is, Democrats? Or is it true that our early brothers 
are but now reaching the age to blossom out into national 
prominence? Certainly the number of Chi Psis in the public 
service and prominent before the people, has greatly increased 
sin^e the return of the Democrats to power. The elevation to 
national prominence of such quite local names as those of 
William L. Putnam, H. '56, now a prominent member of the 
fisheries commission, Melville W. Fuller, /T.'SS, recently nomi- 
nated to be Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, Don M. Dick- 
inson, E, '67, Postmaster General, all of whom by the way, 
were at different times mentioned for the vacant Chief Justice- 
ship, and a dozen or more lesser lights, is at least unusual in a 
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Fraternity of our limited membership. Yet, it is probable 
that these and other instances of the appointment of Chi Psis 
to office, are but the results of the infusion of new blood, con- 
sequent upon a change of administration. If the President 
does as well by Chi Psi to the end of his term, he will deserve 
our thanks. As to our votes, that is a different matter. 
Reasoning from analogy, Chi Psi should vote for another man, 
and another change in administration. However, that Chi Psi's 
alumni are becoming daily more prominent needs no proof. 
Now for a Chi Psi President ! 



The following, from The ScroU of Phi Delta TlieUi, for April, 
announces a movement which will be closely watched by all 
fraternities The Scroll, however, errs in stating that Alpha 
Delta Phi was, prior to 1878, a four-years' society at Yale. It 
was the first of the junior societies, and was forced to withdraw 
by reason of its inferiority to its junior rivals, Psi Upsilon and 
Delta Kappa Epsilon : 

The revival of Alpha Delta Phi at Yale has drawn to that college the atten- 
tion of the fraternity world, and interest will not wane until it is shown whether 
A. J, is to win, or the historic customs of Yale prevail. One of the two 
will in some measure have to succumb. Vale society customs have always been 
inimical to that idea of the fraternity which pertains elsewhere, and which con- 
stitutes the salient feature of the student's life in our many American colleges. 

Her societies have been class organizations, the term of active membership 
being embraced within the limits of a collegiate year ; the election to a society 
being the more prized, as the class is the higher ; the ambition of the student 
centering in an election to the senior societies, either the Scroll and Key, or 
the Skull and Bones. All other class societies have served as mere stepping 
stones to this end, and in such capacity have the Chapters of V. T. and J. K.E. 
so long served there. In 1873 which had existed there as a four- 

years' society, had to withdraw because the influence of the class societies was 
so strong she could not secure men in the face of it. She has again entered the 
lists and will worle as before against the class system, though what her stand in 
regard to the senior societies will be is not known. As members of a fraternity, 
we can but wish her success, and will observe with delight, if it comes, any 
weakening in the old Yale customs which can claim few of the Advantages that 
pertain to secret societies elsewhere. 
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The following interestiDg statistics of membership have been 
compiled with some care, and are reasonably accurate and com- 
plete. We commend them to the study of the brothers. They 
reveal many facts about Chi Psi and her rivals, and if pub- 
lished, each year, as is at present the intention, will furnish a 
valuable system of facts for use in the history of the Fraternity : 
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THE FORTY-SEVENTH CONVENTION. 



Past and gone, — our Forty-seventh Annual Convention ! 
Past, it is true, as to naere time, but it is equally as true that 
the three days* council around the fraternity altar will remain 
ineffaceable in the memory of every brother in attendance, as a 
memorable event in Chi Pai history. 

The 4th of April dawned fair and genial, a perfect spring 
day. When the hour of ten arrived, little groups and knots 
of Pirates " had gathered here and there about the corridors 
and parlors of the Willard Hotel. The interchange of friendly 
greeting, the cordial manner, the interested inquiry, all bespoke 
a common earnestness of fellow-feeling, a unity of purpose^ 
'Twas indeed a ** band of brothers," the winnowed garnerings 
of Chi Psi from the intelligence and manliness of some of the 
best educational institutions of our country. 

The marble clock in the hall-way now pointed to half after 
ten. A goodly number of resident alumni had come in, and 
word was passed around that all would at once withdraw to 
what is known in the hotel as the " tea-room.'* Here a happy 
little address of welcome to the Convention was made by Senator 
Palmer, E, *49, president of the Washington Alumni Associa- 
tion. Further words of greeting were then spoken by Brothers 
Towner, '58, Sewall, H. '46, Buford, F. *8l, and Doolittle, 
0. *51. Thereafter the Convention proceeded formally to 
organize. 

The purpose of this report is fulfilled by dealing generally 
with matters: — the details of Fraternity legislation will be 
promulgated through the accustomed courses. Sufiiceth to say, 
that, throughout the three days* session, this was pre-eminently 
a business Convention. It was marked by extensive and impor- 
tant proposition, discussion and enactment. There was full 
and thorough-going consideration of principle and policy. 
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instructive comparison of methods and means, suggestive in- 
terchange of ideas as to custom, requirements and discipline. 
Noticeably, of much import and good omen, stands out the 
fact, that every active Alpha was represented by actual attend- 
ance, the delegations in some instances exceeding in number 
the authorized quota. 

The reports from the several Alphas were, without exception, 
gratifying, all indicating an unprecedented healthful and prom- 
ising condition of chapter affairs. All this strength and activity 
within the different lodges, together with the existence of our 
present eleven alumni associations, vital and enthusiastic, give 
assurance of present vigor and future victory I 

While enthused and zealous in the Fraternity^s business, the 
Convention, with true Chi Psi appreciation of the eternal fitness 
of things, seasonably relaxed attention, and after an early 
adjournment on the afternoon of the 5th, the members in 
attendance, accompanied by several alumni, the faces of all 
of whom may be discerned in the frontisplate to this issue, 
visited the photographer's studio. The artist's side remark, 
after the sitting, is apt ; said he : This party leaves more than 
one good impression with me." Thus, passed the second day 
of the session. The morning, devoted to business; the after- 
noon, to getting a picture; the evening, given up to the banquet 
and to merry-making. 

By neat artistic cards issued to delegates, and by oral 
announcement to all in attendance on Convention, the newly- 
formed Washington Alumni Association generously invited par- 
ticipation in the banquet festivities. And here in passing, let 



The annual convention of the Chi Psi Fraternity, one of the oldest and best 
known college fraternities in the United States, is in session at Willard's Hotel. 
The convention is composed of delegates from all over the country, and are 
worthy representatives of their distinguished fraternity. They celebrate their 
forty-seventh annual banquet at Willard's at 8 '.30 this evening. Senator Palmer, 
the President of the Washington City Chi Psi Alumni Association, will preside, 
and Postmaster General Dickinson and other distinguished members in this city 
will add to the pleasure of the occasion by their presence and words. Among 
them will be Gen. Jas. C. Duane, Chief Engineer, U. S. A., and Judge Major, 
of Kentucky, who were at the *' homing" of the fraternity, — Washington Star, 
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it be said that too macb grateful acknowledgment cannot be 
made of the hospitality of our Washington alumni, individu- 
ally and collectively. They welcomed our coming, they favored 
us with frequent visits during Convention, they feasted us, they 
treated us thoroughout as though veritably invested with the 
regal purple and the royal gold. 

The signal given, all were ushered into the banquet room, 
with music measured to the marching step. Uere a most 
inspinng sight met the eya A more tasteful and elaborately 
decorated festal board can not readily be conceived. And now 
while standing with bowed head, each one at his assigned chair, 
Brother Bev. E. A. White, A. 79, pronounced a well worded 
blessing, and then all sat down to a jovial feast of food and 
fellowship. In the preparation of the banquet. Landlord Staples 
had taken a personal interest, drawing unstintingly upon his 
resources in order that the "board"' might be in everyway 
complete and well appointed. That he succeeded in earning a 
deserved laurel in this respect, was the verdict of not only 
those who partook of his bounteous provision, but also of the 
many guests and outsiders who visited the room before the 
entertainment 

The tables were formed upon the three sides of a rectangular 
parallellogram, the head table extending beyond the other two, 
and completing an enormous /7, in honor, perhaps, of our com- 
mon mother at old Union. Flowers in choice profusion, lilies, 
tulips and roses, bedecked the board. On the head table, and 

Sixty members of the Chi Psi Greek-letter Fraternity, representing sixteen 
different colleges and universities in various parts of the United States, after 
two days devoted to routine work, sat around a long table in the tea-room of 
Willard's Hotel last night and made merry in good old college style. The 
menu cards were tied with purple ribbons and embossed in old gold — the fra- 
ternity colors. The tables were decorated with huge pieces of tulips, lilies and 
roses. Senator Palmer presided and introduced the speakers. Among those 
present were Representative Seymour, of Michigan; Gen. Duane, Chief 
Engineer of the United States Army ; Gen. Sewell and Judge Major, of the 
Supreme Court of Kentucky. The menu was elaborate and toasts, replete with 
wit and repartee, mostly of the reminiscent character. 

Postmaster General Don Dickinson was to have been present, but was pre- 
vented. He sent a letter of regret.'— 
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in front of President Palmer, a masterly master of ceremonies, 
was placed a large and magnificent floral design of our frater- 
nity badge. In a word, as the light fell from the heavy pendant 
chandeliers upon the richly adorned tables, upon the bright 
intelligent faces of youth, and of the gracious countenances of 
advancing age, there was revealed a most inspiring spectacla 

The menu cards were tied with a double knot of purple 
ribbon and embossed with golden lettering of the date, pro- 
ducing an exquisite effect in fraternity colors. 

Course followed course, the jovial and cordial manner of 
Toastmaster Palmer dissipating all formality ; and at once there 
was a general surrender to song, story and merriment The 
toasts, a list of which is herewith submitted, were in all cases 
happily responded to. Some additions to these many appro- 
priate addresses were informally made by others not herein 
named. The remarks were replete with facts and events in 
fraternity history and tradition, sparkling with wit and 
pleasantry, and brimming with Chi Psi loyalty and allegianca

Our patriarch alumnus. Brother Major, 11. '42, told in charac- 
teristic words of Chi Psi in his day, and, in the coarse of his 
remarks, communicated the fact that he was the first presiding 
officer of our Fraternity ; also that on one or more occasions, he 
had even at the point of the foil, stood in defense of principles, 

About seventy- 6ve members of the Chi Psi Fraternity, representing about 
eighteen colleges and universities in the United States, attended the annual 
banquet at Willard's Hotel last night. The banquet was well appointed and in 
every way a success. The menu cards were marvels of beauty, and were tied 
With purple ribbon, with gold lettering, the fraternity colors. At the head of 
Uble was a magnificent floral piece representing the Greek letters of the fra- 
ternity. It was decided to present this to Mrs. Don Dickinson to-day. Sena- 
tor Palmer presided over th'e feast. 
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which he declared to be faodaraental in Chi Psi, gentility and 
manliness. Brothers Harry White, J. '54, Sewall, H. '46, Drew, 
H, '53, Doolittle, '51, Towner, 9, '58, and others, related, in 
enthusiastic and happy words, incidents and reminiscences rich 
with traditions of fraternity life. Their love and loyalty for old 
Chi Psi had not gone out, — ^it was but a slumbering ember, 
and the occasion at once revived it into a warmth and glow 
that brought fervor and enthusiasm to their lips as they spoke: 
Interspersed between the courses, and between the toasts, were 
many of the familiar fraternity songa 

For Brother Don M. Dickinson, E, '67, a vacant chair was 
reserved, as he had expected to come in a little tardy. He was, 
however, unavoidably kept away. 

During the evening a number of letters from out-of-town 
brothers were read, several of which are printed in another part 
of this number. 

A telegram of greetings was also received from Brother 
Elbridge T. Gerry, Z, '67. This was read at the table and wel- 
comed with round after round of applause for our officer-in- 
chief, epigrammatically announced as " the Chi Psi-est Chi Psi 
in Chi Psi-dom." A response of the following tenor was wired 
in reply : " In grateful acknowledgment, Chi Psis now at ban- 
quet board would reciprocately extend kindest wishes. The 
Fraternity's representatives from all over the country, would 
return congratulations for the prosperity of our order. The 
present Convention has never been excelled, if equalled. It is 
an unprecedented success." 

It now had passed " midnight s holy hour," yet the jollity 
went on. The floral design of the fraternity badge was voted

At last all rose and joined hands in a circle around the table, 
and " Philip Spencer" and the " Parting Ode," were sung alter- 
nately over and over again, each and every one being reluctant 
that the time had really come " when each jolly old Chi Psi 
must go tumbling otf to bed." 

The next day, April 6th, being the last day of the Convention, 
was devoted to finishing up the business matters. Just 
before adjournment, sine die^ Brother Buford announced that, 
at half-past two that afternoon, the members at Convention 
would be specially received at the White House. In accord- 
ance with this arrangement) there was a full attendance present 
in the east room at the time appointed, and Brother Dickinson, 
Postmaster General, introduced the Convention to President 
Cleveland. After passing through several apartments of the 
executive mansion, the brothers dispersed at large, some leaving 
the city at once ; others visiting the capitol and public build- 
inga Through the hospitality of Brother Towner, ready access 
was obtained to view the interior of the treasury vaults, and to 
get a peep at that ''ominous surplus." 

It is fitting in closing this report, that credit be bestowed 
where credit is due, for the excellent appointments and unpar- 
alleled success of tliis, our 47th Annual Convention. 

To the efforts of Brother Towner, who was the first Wash- 
ington Chi Psi approached on the matter of providing enter- 
tainment for the delegates, is due the initial steps that led to 
the formation of the Washington Chi Psi Alumni Association ;

To the loyalty, thrift and energy of the officers of the asso- 
ciation, including the executive committee and Chairman 
Earle, T. *61, not foiigetting the diligence of Treasurer Buford 
and the liberality of the members of the Alumni Association, 
is due the gratitude of the whole Fraternity. And last^ but 
not least, is the generous contribution of Brother Elbridge T. 
Gerry, whose aid in the payment of the banquet expenses was 
duly appreciated. 

In view of all, cannot it be truly avowed, as a Chi Psi tenet, 
that there is no arbitrary spectral separator in the nature of a 
diploma between undergraduate and alumnus perioda Why 
should Chi Psi not be proud, — with noted names in private, as 
well as in public official life, with seven members in the House 
of Representatives, one in the United States Senate, one in the 
Cabinet, and last, with one as Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States !

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MELVILLE W. FULLER. 



Melville Weston Fuller was born February llth, 1838, at 
Augusta, Ma His father was Frederick A« Fuller, son of the 
Hon. Henry W. Fuller of Augusta, and his mother was Cathe- 
rine Martin Weston, daughter of Chief Justice Nathan Weston, 
of Maina Mr, Fuller prepared for college in the school of 
Augusta, and, at the age of 16, entered Bowdoin, in the class of 
1853. He was contemporary in college with many men who 
afterwards won distinction during the war and fell on the battle 
field in the Union ranks, and with not a few who, like himself, 
have achieved noteworthy success in civil lifa 

It is said of Mr. Fuller, that in college, he was quiet, studious, 
and little given to playing the pranks usually considered by 
college youth a necessary feature of a college curriculum. 
Nevertheless he was a favorite among his fellows and in society. 
During his course he took pnzes in declamation and oratory, 
and at graduation was appointed an honor man. His rank in 
his class entitled him to a Phi Beta Kappa key, and, on the day 
after his graduation, he was initiated into that fraternity. In 
politics, then as now, he was a Jacksonian democrat, and he 
founded in college the Granite club, the democratic political 
club of the institution. At the death of Webster, he was 
unanimously selected by the college to represent it at the 
funeral. Mr. Fuller has been faithful to his alma mater, fre- 
quently attending her anniveraaries and the reunions of his 
class, at one of which he read an ode. He is now an overseer 
of Bowdoin. 
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After graduating from college, Mr. Fuller was, for a time, cod- 
nected with The Age^'' an Augusta newspaper, and it is said 
that he reported a session of the legislature for that paper, 
while James G. Blaine performed the same duty for the " Ken* 
nebec Journal" Mr. Fuller studied law at Harvard, and, upon 
completing his course, began the practice of his profession in 
his native city. He was soon elected to the city council and 
became the president of that body. He was also chosen to the 
office of city solicitor. In 1856, he resigned his office, and 
turning his face to the young west, chose Chicago for his future 
home. The great city of the west was but a struggling town 
when the Maine attorney hung out his shingle there. She had 
need of just such men as Mr. Fuller, and his talents were 
recognized and welcomed. It was the storm and stress period 
of the republic. Stephen A. Douglas was then in the height of 
his power and fame, the " little giant of his party and the cen- 
tral figure of the life of the young city. To him Mr. Fuller 
was naturally attracted. He plunged at once into politics, and, 
enlisting under Douglas, soon became one of his trusted lieu* 
tenanta A ready and eloquent speaker, he was frequently on 
the stump, and always a favorite orator of the democratic 
gatherings of the city. Then began a friendship with Douglas, 
which lasted until death broke it ; and on several occasions 
Mr. Fuller has publicly testified to the ardency of his admira- 
tion for the great party leader. In 1860, he was chosen to 
deliver an address of welcome to his chief ; and, upon the death 
of Douglas, he was called upon to pronounce his eulogy. He 
was one of the commissioners appointed to take charge of the 
Douglas monument in Chicago, and it was only the other day, 
upon the anniversary of the birth of the statesman, that he 
responded to the toast, Stephen A. Douglas,*' at the banquet 
of the Iroquois club. Mr. Fuller has a natural bent for poli- 
tics, and has been an active factor in Illinois political life ever 
since he has resided in the state. But he has not allowed poli- 
tics to supplant the law, and has seldom turned from his 
profession to seek the honor of public office. He is a partisan, 
yet bis republican friends are as numerous and as warm aa 
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those of his own political faith. He is identified with the 
faction in his party known as " the silk stockings," yet his pop- 
ularity with all the factions of the Illinois democracy is so 
great, that he was much talked of for the democratic nomina- 
tion for the governorship this year, as the one most likely to 
heal the differences between the warring elements of the party. 
Although a partisan, Mr. Fuller is not a party slava A party 
worker, he has always been, at the same time, a party leader, 
and his influence has been thrown on the side of reform. The 
republican Chicago Tribune^ usually bitter in its partisanship 
and malicious in its injustice to political opponents, was com- 
pelled to bear witness to these facts, and, upon the nomination 
of Mr. Fuller, to be Chief Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court, it said : 

" It will give hearty satisfaction to the friends of the Hon. Melville W. 
Fnller. that the president has * * turned to Illinois and made his selection 
here of a democrat, against whom there are no animosities, and whose ability 
and character are above reproach. * * As a war democrat and as the advo- 
cate of political reform he is so far above the presidential standard that it is a 
matter of some surprise the president should have selected him." 

Soon after Mr. Fuller's settlement in Chicago, he sought a 
nomination for city attorney, but was defeated. Since that 
time, whatever political honors he has accepted have come to 
him unsought, and he has refused more than he has accepted. 
In 1862. he was elected to the legislature, as a war democrat 
from a republican district, and, in that year, he served also in 
the Illinois state constitutional convention. The democracy 
of the state chose him to represent it in the national conventions 
of 1864, 1872, 1876 and 1880, and, in the convention of 1876, 
Mr. Fuller made a speech, nominating Mr. Hendricks for the 
prasidency. 

Since his nomination to the Chief Justiceship, Mr. Fuller's 
war record has been attacked by political opponents, but with- 
out success. A careful examination of his acts in the legisla- 
ture of 1862, and in the state constitutional convention, has 
only revealed the fact that he was always patriotic and consist- 
ent with his profession as a Douglas war democrat, justifying 
the statement of a strong republican of Chicago, who said. 
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when the criticism was first made: "Whatever he may have 
done, or however he may have voted, Melville W. Fuller was 
never a traitor, never worked in the dark, was never an offen- 
sive partisan, and has nothing in his record over which he is 
anxious to draw a veil." 

Mr. Fuller's knowledge of law is not confined to the practice 
and the maxims and decisions of the civil courta When 
Bishop Chene3', now of the reformed Episcopal church was 
prosecuted by Bishop Whitehouse, on a charge of hercvsy, Mr. 
Fuller appeared before the eailesiastical tribunal, as counsel 
for the defense, and astonished the bar by a three day s speech 
which has been described as " a revelation of research in a 
branch of the law, with which most practitioners are utterly 
unfamiliar." 

Mr. Fuller has been married twica His first wife was Miss 
Calista 0. Reynolds, to whom he was united in 1868. She died 
soon after their marriaga In 1866, Mr. Fuller married Miss 
Mary E. Coolbaugh. To them have been born eight daughters 
and one son. They have a beautiful home in the city of Chi- 
cago, near the monument erected in honor of Mr. Fuller's old 
friend, Douglas. 

In religion Mr. Fuller professes the faith of an Episcopalian, 
and, for a score of years, he 'has been a vestryman of St. 
Mark 8 Episcopal church. 

A Chicago newspaper gives the following pen picture of him : 

" Mr. Fuller is a man of medium height, standing probably under rather 
than over five feet six inches, and is slight and graceful of figure. His face is 
that of a poet or a literary man rather than a lawyer, with finely-chiseled and 
refined features, large, expressive eyes, and a winning smile. His hair is 
quite gray, and is worn long, in what might be termed * studied disorder.* His 
mustache is light in coJor, less gray than his hair, and is heavy and wavy. He 
dresses neatly, but does not adhere strictly by any means to the fashions. He 
is a good deal of an orator, and makes just such an address as might be 
expected from his personal appearance. His voice is clear, high-pitched, and 
beautifully modulated. His delivery is fluent and his gestures graceful. His 
sentiments are elevated, his diction poetical, enthusiastic, and a little florid. 
His whole bearing suggests the trained orator, and he never fails to arouse the 
enthusiasm of his hearers and bring forth their hearty applause. He is in great 
demand among the Iroquois when a really good address is wanted, and his 
' Silver tongue ' is heard to good advantage in a court-room, where he speaks as 
readily and effectively upon the spur of the moment as in a set speech." 
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Above all, Mr. Fuller is a gentlemaD. His address is charm- 
iog, and everyone who comes in contact with him is imme- 
diately at his easa His popularity is due as much to his kind 
and gentle manners as to his eminent abilitiesw He is fond of 
social gatherings and is always an ornament of such entertain- 
ments. He is a genial after-dinner speaker, and is a welcome 
guest at the banquet table. 

A loyal Chi Psi, he has been a member of the Chicago 
alumni association from its inception, and presided at the ban- 
quet of 1887. Those, who were fortunate enough to be present 
on that occasion, will never forget it The toast-master's geni- 
ality pervaded the company, and his little speeches of introduc- 
tion softened the shock, which your modest diner feels, when 
dragged from the obscurity of the foot of the table to face the, 
alas, too often calamity of an after-dinner speech. Mr. Fuller 
was b^ged to tell the company of those too little known 
brothers of the Bowdoin Alpha, and responded with a speech, 
full of delightful and tender reminiscences.

Brother David G. Hooker, M, '53, late of Milwaukee, WiaL, 
and a brother of Brother Edward P. Hooker, M. '56, now presi- 
dent of the college at Winter Park., Fla., died suddenly, of 
heart disease, MaiX5h 24, at Jacksonville, Fla. 

D. G. Hooker was bom at Poultney, Vt, September 14, 
1880 ; graduated from Middlebury College in 1858 ; and, re- 
moving to Milwaukee soon after, commenced the study of the 
law. He was admitted to the Bar in 1856, and b^n the prac- 
tice of his profession in Milwaukee. He there became asRO- 
ciated with Ex-Govenior Pitkin, Hon. H. L. Palmer, and later 
with Judge Dixon, until his appointment to the position of 
chief counsellor of the Northern Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, in 1878. 

Brother Hooker was one of the best-known members of the 
legal fraternity in Wisconsin, and attained great success and 
popularity as well, it being attested by his election as city attor- 
ney for three terms, '67-'68, '68-69, '69-'70, and afterwards 
mayor for '72 and '73. He was a director of the Northwestern 
National Insurance Company, the Milwaukee Gaslight Compa- 
ny, and the Cream City Railroad Company. 

The Evening Wiscmisin says : 

*' He was a valuable roan in any enterprise, and his probity and uprightness 
of character gained him the trust and esteem of all his associates. He was a 
man of j thrifty habits, and had accumulated a large estate." 

Although Brother Hooker was prominent in masonic circles, 
it is the Chi Psi fraternity who will miss him most In mason- 
ry, he had taken thirty-three degrees, while in Chi Psi, being 
loyal, generous and enthusiastic, as well as a father of a Chi Psi 
now a member of Alpha Iota, he took the highest degree given 
to a true brother.

The reporters of the United States have occasion to feel proud over the nom- 
ination of Mr. Fuller, of Chicago, as the successor of Chief Justice Waite. 
In 1844, Mr. Fuller was a reporter in the state of Maine and represented his 
paper at one or more of the sessions of the legislature. The fact that Mr. 
Blaine was a reporter for the opposition concern at the same session, is well 
known in Chicago, but may be news to some of the outside settlements. The 
average legislative reporter of today is wont, in view of the improved methods 
of news-gathering, to look back upon the primitive method in a scornful way. 
But as there were giants in some of the earlier times, so there were hustlers in 
the journalistic days, before messenger-boys and special wires were at hand. 
Mr. Fuller was a hustler ; in addition to which, he had a happy faculty of turn- 
ing a sentence and touching up a line. On one occasion, he made a wager that 
on the following day, in his report, he would put a Shakesperean phrase in the 
mouth of every member of the house, who spoke. He did it, even to the 
member who made the motion to adjourn. On the day following, the house 
was so pleased with the work of the young reporter, that it grew magnanimous, 
and voted him an extra supply of pencils and rubbers. He was called out 
from his work, complimented, and invoked for a speech, to which he responded. 

From among the many press comments and items, relative to 
the new Chief Justice, Melville W. Fuller, {H, '53), we select the 
following : 

" It is generally conceded that Mr. Fuller stands foremost at the bar, in the 
chief inland city of the country. There may be one or two lawyers in Chicagb 
who make more money, but they are corporation attorneys, and Mr. FuUer 
regularly represents no corporation, and has always declined such connections.' 
His learning is as broad as his clientage is diversified. Cases of his appear in 
fully one hundred Illinois reports, and many of his cases are known among 
lawyers as ' leading ' ones, marking some new departure, settling some disputed 
point or confirming a doubtful one. For twenty years he has certainly exercised 
greater influence upon the decisions of the Supreme Court of this state, than 
any other kiwycr. In the United States Supreme Court, too, he has met many 
of the leading lights of the country, and in the reports of that tribunal, hifi 
cases are quoted in scores of volumes. A hard worker, early and late in his 
office, still ambitious and energetic in his profession, he is nevertheless suffi- 
ciently independent to select his clients. Only a few months ago he was offered 
a $5,000 fee by a large corporation, but he replied : ' I can't take it at any 
price. There is no case.' " 
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A prominent lawyer says : "I have known Melville W. Fuller since iS66, 
when I entered his office as a law student. The first characteristic of Mr. 
Fuller that struck me with great force and emphasis, was his industry and studi- 
ousness. He was at that time conducting a very large and successful law 
business, and had reached a position in life where it seemed to mc it was due 
to himself that he should take some reasonable leisure, but his love of the pro- 
fession and his love of legal study and work seemed absolutely absorbing. He 
was not content to devote the ordinary business hours to his profession, but it 
was his custom to take work to his home, and to detrote the hours which most 
of us give to leisure and recreation, to research and study. His study was not 
confined to the cases before him, but he seemed to take special pains to keep 
abreast of the times, and to examine the more important text-books, as they 
were issued, for the purpose of being prepared for exigencies that might arise. 
His devotion to his clients and their cause, regardless of their social position or 
ability to remunerate him, was also remarkable, and as one of his old associates 
once said to me, it seemed as though he really never woke up to his very best 
effort until he had once been defeated. 

**The Illinois reports are proofs of his industry as well as his ability, as 
almost every volume from the 19th to the I22d will attest. As an advocate and 
lawyer his arguments are distinguished by the absence of an exhibition of 
partisanship, and strike one as the reasoning of a searcher after truth rather 
than as the suggestions of one employed for a particular side of the case. In 
his conduct with his associates in his office, as well as in his home, he is 
extremely kind and courteous and entirely free from all airs of superiority or 
conceit. Frequently in preparing cases it was his habit to discuss his proposi- 
tions before those in the office as earnestly as though he were addressing court, 
seemingly to test the effect of his position and to draw out if possible such 
suggestions as might occur to an average juror. 

** I believe the first case that was argued before the late Chief Justice Waite 
was the case of Tappan vs. The Merchants' National Bank of Chicago, known 
as one of the 'national bank tax ' cases. Mr. Fuller argued this case for the 
appellee, and it has so happened therefore that one of the attorneys who argued 
the 6rst case before Chief Justice Waite, has succeeded him to that high office. 
Although defeated upon the main question involved, nevertheless Mr. Fuller 
won great reputation and respect in the conduct and trial of those bank tax 
cases. He has since then often appeared before the supreme court of the 
United States, and is familiar with its practice as well as its decisions."
